This compilation is publislied witli the view to preseutin;; ia conuiae 
land couveuieiit form Uiose portions of the Revised iStatutes, aubse- 
■qiient acts of Congress, and commercial treaties now in force relating 
■to the subject of customs administration. 

The work has been prepared by Mr. M. P. Andrews, under the direc- 
Ition of the Assistant Secretary in charge of customs, and an effort has 
■been made to c^ntine its scope within the lines separating it from the 
■interual-revienae laws on the one hand and the navigation laws on the 
Mother. The volume is designed as a manual for the use of customs ofB- 
■cers and others having business with customs afifairs, and therefore in 
lall cases requiring a citation of law I'eference should be made to the 
Istatutes themselves. 

The subject-matter has been divided into fifteen chapters, while, for 
khe purpose of ready reference, the chapters have been subdivideil into 
[appropriate sections consecutively numbered to correspond with the 
tnumbered headings which appear as a syllabus at the beginning of 
leach chapter. 

The marginal notes indicate the various sections of the Revised 
fetatutes and later acts of Congress bearing upon the subject, the lat- 
Iter being brought down to and including the enactments of the third 
session of the Fifty-fifth Congress, A number ol' decided cases, opin- 
ions of the Attorneys- General, and Treasury decisions may be fonnd in 
the footnotes. 

Matter in brackets, in italics, or roman^iumerals is inserted by way 
of explanation or correction of the text. Where, in a given section of 
the Revised Statutes, a foregoing section is referred to, it relates to the 
next preceding section of tlie Revised Statutes, notwithstanding some 
later enactment may intervene. When sections of the Kevised Stat- 
utes or other laws have been specifically repealed or amended by sub- 
sequent legislation, the repealed portions of the law have been omitted, 
and the present, not the original, reading of the amended section has 
been adopted. Wherever the effect of repealing or amendatory stat- 
utes upon previous legislation is not clear and specific, both the origi- 
nal and repealing or amendatory legislation have been incorporated. 

At the beginning of the volume are a "Table of Contents" and a 
"Table of Laws" contained in this compilation, with the pages of this 
work on which they may be found. The whole is concluded with a 
complete alphubetical index.

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CUSTOMS PORTS AND OFFICERS. 

delivery, aud shall establisli tbe limits withiu which sacli ' 
port of delivery is ooustituted a port of entry. Ami all 
the provisious of law re^^iilatiiig the issue of luarine papers, 
the coasting-trade, the warehousing of imports, and the 
collection of duties, shall apply to the ports of entry thoa 
constituted, in the same manner as they do to ports of 
entry established by law. 

Whenever, at any port of entry, the duties ou imports 
cannot, in the judgment of the President, be collected in 
the ordinary way, or by the course provided in the preced- 
ing section, by reason of the cause mentioned therein, be 
may direct that the custom-house for the district be estab- 
lished in any secure place within the district, either on 
land or on board any vessel in the district, or at sea near 
the coast; and in such case the collector shall reside at 
such place, or ou shipboard, as the case may be, and there 
detain all vessels and cargoes arriving within or approach- 
ing the district, until the duties imposed by law on such 
vessels and their cargoes are paid in cash. Bnt if the 
owner or consignee of the cargo on board any vessel thus 
detained, or the master of the vessel, desires to enter a 
port of entry in any other district where no such obstruc- 
tions to thejBxecution of the laws exist, the master may be 
permitted so to change the destination of the vessel and 
cargo in his manifest ; whereupon the collector shall deliver 
him a written permit to proceed to the port so de8igU0te<l. 
And the Hecretary of the Treasury, with the approval of 
the President, shaU make proper regulations for theenforce- 
ment on shipboard of such provisions of the laws regulating 
the assessment and collection of duties as in his judgment 
may be necessary and practicable. 

The President may, in hia discretion, license and permit 
commercial intercourse with any part of such State or sec- 
tion, tbe inhabitants of which aie so declared in a state of 
insurrection, so far as may be necessary to authorize sup- 
plying the necessities of loyal persona residing in insurrec- 
tionary States, within the lines of actual occupation by the 
military ibrces of the United States, as indicated by pub- 
lished order of the comiuanding general of the department 
or district so occupied; and, also, so far as may be neces- 
sary to authorize persons residing within such lines to 
bring or send to market in the loyal States any products 
which they shall have produced with their own labor or 
the labor of frcedmen, or others employed and paid by 
them, pursuant to rules relating thereto, which may be 
established under proper authority. And no goods, wares, 
or merchandise shall be taken into a State declared in 
insurrection, or transported therein, except to and from 
such places and to such monthly amounts as shall have 
been iirevionaly agreed upon, in writing, by the command- 
ing general of the department in which such places are 
situated, and an officer designated by tlie Secretary of the 
Treasury for tliat purpose. Such commercial intercourse 
sliallbein such articles and for such time and by such 
pei-sons as the i'resident, iu kia discretion, may think most 
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oondndve to the public interst; and, ho livr as by him 
lieeosed, aball be lujnducted and carried ou only hi pursn- 
ance of rules and regulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, 

The Secretary of the Treasury may appoint such oflicers 
at places where officers of the castoma are not now author- 
ized by law as may be needed to carry into eflect such 
licenses, rules, and regnlations. In all cases where officers 
of the customs, or other salaried officers, are appointed by 
him to carry into effect such licenses, rnles, and regula- 
tions, snch officer shall be entitled to receive one thousand 
dollars a year for his services, in addition to his salary or 
compensation under any other law. But the aggregate 
compensation of any such officer shall not exceed the sum 
of five thousand dollars in any one year. 

It shall be unlawful to take any vessel or cargo detained ' 
under the preceding section [5315] from the custody of the 
proper ofiQcers of the customs, unless by pi-ocess of some 
eoiirtof the United States; and in case of auy attempt other- 
wise to take such vessel or cargo by any force, or combina- 
tion, or assemblage of persons, too great to be overcome by 
the officers of the customs, the President, or such jierson as 
he shall have empowered for that purpose, may employ such 
part of the Army or Navy or militia of the Uniteii States, 
or snch force of citizen voluuteers as may be necessary, to 
prevent the removal of such vessel or cargo, and to protect 
the of&cers of the customs in retaining the custody theieot^ 

Whenever, in any collection-district, the duties on iiu|Jort8 
cannot, in the J iidgment of the President, be collected in tlie 
ordinary way, nor in the manner provided by the three pre- 
ceding sections [531-i, 5315, 53l<i], by reason of the cause 
mentioued in section fifty-three hundred and fourteen, the 
President may close the port of eotiy iu that district; and 
sballin such casegive notice thereof by proclamation. And 
thereupon all right of importation, warehousing, aud other 
, privileges incident to ports of entry shall cease and be dis- 
CDutiuued at such port so closed until it is opened by the 
onier of the President ou the cessation of such obstructions. 
Every vessel from beyond the United States, or having on 
board any merchandise liable to duty, which attempts to 
enter any port which has been closed under this section, 
shalt^ with her tackle, apparel, furniture, and cargo, be 
forfeited, 

"Whenever, by the prevalence of any contagious or 
epidemic disease in or near the place by law established 
as the port of entry for any coUectiou-district, it becomes 
dangerous or inconvenient for the officers of the revenue 
employed therein to continue the discbarge of their re- 
spective offices at such port, the Secretary of the Treasuiy, 
or, in his absence, the First Uomptroller, may direct the 
removal of the officers of the revenue from such port to 
any otiier more convenient place, within, or as near as may 
be to, snch collection district. And at such place such 
officers may exercise the same powers, and shall be liable 
to the same duties, according to existing circumstances, 
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as ill tlie port or district estiiblished by law. PnblicnotJed' 
of any sucb remuval shall be given as soon as may be. 

Wlienever any public office is removed by reason of sick- 
ness whicli may prevail in the town or city wliere it is 
located, a particular account of the cost of aucli removal 
shall be laid before Congress. 

The Secretary of tJie Treasury may discontinue all ports 
of delivery, the revenne received at each of which does 
not amount to the sum of ten thousand dollars a year. 



There shall be in the State of Maine fourteen coIJection- 
diatrict, as follows: 

First. The district of Aroostook, to comprise the eonnty 
of Aroostook as bounded on the twenty second day of Feb- 
ruary, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, excepting tbose 
towns, plantations, and townships lying on the line of the 
European and North American Bailway, in whicli Houlton 
shall be the only port of entry. 

Second. The district of Passamaquoddy; in which East- 
port shall be a port of entry and delivery, and the towns 
of Calais, Pembroke, and Eobbinston ports of delivery. 

Third. The district of Machlas; in which Machias shaJI 
be the port of entry. 

Fourth. The district of Frenchman's Bay; in whicli 
Ellsworth shall be the port of entry, and Union River the 
port of delivery. 

Tliat the port of Mount Desert Ferry, in the town of 
Hancock, in the State of Maine, be, and the same is hereby, 
established as a port of entry, subject to the same regula- 
tions, itrivilegea, and facilities as other ports of entry in 
the United States: 

Provided, That the official duties of said port shall be 
l»erformed under the direction of the collector of customs 
for the district of Fteuchman'a Bay, and by a deputy 
detailed by him for that purpose. 

Fifth. The district of Caatiue; in which Castine shall be 
the port of entry, and Blue Hill, Deer Island, and Bucks- 
port porta of delivery. 

Sixth. The district of Bangor, to comprise the counties 
of Penobscot and Piscataquis and the town of Franlifort, 
in the county of Waldo, as boundetl ou the third day (xT 
March, eighteen hundred and forty-seven, and the sevu-^ 
towns, plantations, and townships in the counties of Aroos- 
took and Washington lying on the line of the Kuropean 
and North American Railway, in which Bangor shall be 
the port of entry and delivery, and Frankfort and Hamp- 
den ports of delivery. 

Seventh. The district of Belfast; to comprise all the 
ports and harbors on the western sliore of the Penobscot 
Bay and Eiver from the town of Franktbrt, as bounded on 
the third day of March, eighteen hundred and forty-seven, 
to and including the town of Camden, as hounded on the 
twentieth day of April, eighteen hundred and eighteen, and 
the towns of Vinalhaveu, North Haven, and Isleborougb, 
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88 bonntied on the third day of March, eigbteeu hundred 
and forty-nine; iu which Belfast shall be the port of entry, 
and Prospect, Vinalhaveu, North Haven, and Camdea ports 
of delivery. 

Eockport shall be a port of dehvery in the district of 
Belfast, State of Maine. 

Eighth, The district of Waldoborough j to comprise all 
tlie waters and shores from the town of Camden, as boanded 
on the twentieth day of April, eighteen hundredaud eight- 
een, to the middle of DamariscottaEiver; in which Waldo- 
borough shall be the port of entry, and Bristol, Damaris- 
cotta, Warren, Thomastoii, Gushing, and Saint George 
ports of delivery. 

Eoeklaud, in the State of Maine, be, and is hereby, con- ■ 
stitnted a subport of eutiy in the cnstoms collection dis- 
trict of Waldoboro, Maine. 

Ninth. 'I he district of Wiacasset; in which Wiacasset 
shall be the i>ort of entxy, and Booth Bay and Alna jwrts 
of delivery. 

Tenth. The district of Bath; in which Bath shall be the ■ 
port of entry, and Hallowell, Pittston, G-eorgetown, Bow- 
doinham, Gardner, and Eichniond ports of delivery. 

Eleventh. The district of Portland and Falmonth; in : 
which Portland shall be the port of entry, and North 
Yarmouth. Brunswick, Freeport, and Harpswell ports of 
delivery. 

Twelfth. The district of Saco; in which Scarborough 
shall be a port of delivery. 

Thirteeuth. The district of Kennebunk; to comprise the 
towns of Wells, Kennebunk, and Kennebunk Port, and all 
the shores and watei's thereof; in which Kennebunk shall 
be the port of entry, and Wells aud Kennebunk Port iHirts 
of delivery, 

Fonrteenth. The district of York; in which York shall 
be the port of entry. 

There shall be in the collection-districts in the State of ^ 
Maine the following officers: 

First. In the district of Aroostook, a collector, who shall 

jside at Houlton, 

Second. In the district of Pasaamaquoddy, a collector, 
who shall reside at Bastport, a deputy collector to reside 
at the port of Calais, and at Eastport a surveyor, to be 
called the surveyor of Eastport and the district of 
Passamaquoddy. 

Third. lu the district of Machias, a collector, who shall 
reside at Machias. 

Fourth. In the district of Frenchman's Bay, a collector, 
who shall reside at Ellsworth. 

Fifth, In the district of Castine, a collector, who shall 
reside at Castine. 

Sixth. In the district of Bangor, a collector, who shall 
reside at Bangor; a deputy collector, who shall reside at 
Frankfort; and a deputy collector, who shall reside at ' 
Vanceboro. 

Seventh. In the district of Belfast, a collector, who shall ^ 
tde at Belfast. 
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Eighth. In the district of Waldoboroagh, a collector, 
who shall reside at Waldoborough. 

Ninth. In the district of Wiscasset, a collector, who shall 
reside at Wiscasset. 

Tenth. In the district of Bath, a collector, who shall 
reside at Bath. 

Eleventh, in the district of Portland and Falmouth, a 
collector, who shall reside at Portland, not exceeding three 
deputy collectors, a surveyor, an appraiser, and an assist- 
ant appraiser. 

Twelfth. In the district of Saco, a collector, who may 
reside at Saco or Biddeford. 

Thirteenth. In the district of Kennebunk, a collector, 
who shall reside at Kennebunk. 

Fourteenth. In the district of York, a collector, who 
shall reside at York. 

K.B.,2519. The collectors of the several districts within the State of 

Maine, for which no boundaries are prescribed by the sec- 
tion twenty-five hundred and seventeen, shall, from time 
to time, agree u^on a divisional line between their respec- 
tive districts, and transmit the same to the Commissioner 
of Customs ; and such districts so agreed upon shall include 
all the waters, shores, and islands within the same, and all 
the lands adjoining to the provinces of !N^ew Brunswick 
and Quebec, within the State of Maine. In case of disa- 
greement between any of the collectors concerning such 
divisional line, the President shall determine the same. 

R.S..2620. Vessels owned in whole or in part in the towns of Edge-

obtained, either in the district of Portsmouth, in the State 
of New Hami)shire, or in the district of York^ in the State 
of Maine.

There shall he in the State of Vermout two eoUoction- 
districtB, as follows: 

The district of Vermont to comprise the counties ■ 
now coustitating the First GoDgressioDal district ol' Ver- 
mont, in which district Burlington shall be the port of 
eDtry, and Saint Albans, Albuig, East Albur;;;, Swautou, 
Highgate, Franklin, West Berkshire, Windmill Point, and 
Hichtbrd, snbports of entiy. 

Second. The district of Memphreniagog to comprise the 
counties now constituting the Second Oongressional dis- 
trict of Vermont, in which district Newport shall be the 
port of entry, and North Troy, Derbyliue, Island Pond, 
Canaan, and Beecher Falls, subports of entry.

shall be the port of entry, and North Kingston and Tiver- 
ton ports of delivery. 

Second. The district of Bristol and Warren ; to comprise 
the towns of Bristol, WaiTOn, and Baxrington, and all the 
waters and shores around the same, within a line begin- 
ning at the middle of the hay, between Mount Hope and 
. Common Fence Point, running southwesterly thrtugh the 
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of March, seventeen liuudred aud ninety-iiiiie; in which 
BoBton sliall be tlie port of entry, and Medford, Goliasset, 
Hiugham, Weymoutli, Cambridge, Koxbury, aud Dorcbes 
ter portB of delivery.

Seventh, Thedtstrict of Barnstable; to comprise all the 
waters and shores within the county of Barnstable, as 
bounded on the second day of March, seventeen hundred 
and uinety-nine; in which Barnstable shall be the port of 
entry, and Sandwich, Falmouth, Harwich, WellUeet, Prov- 
incetown, Dennis Bourne, and Chatham, ports of delivery. 

Eighth. The district of Nantucket; to comprise thewaters 
aud shores of the islaud of Nantucket; in which Nantucket 
shall be the port of entry. 

Ninth. The district of Edgartowu; to comprise all the 
waters aud shores within the county of Duke's Connty, as 
bounded on the second day of March, seventeeu hundred 
and uiuety-nine; in which Edgartowu shall be the port of 
entry. 

Tenth, The district of New Bedford ; to comprise all the 
waters and shores within the towns of New Bedford, Dart- 
mouth, Westport, Kochester, aud Wareham, together with 
all the islands within the county of Bristol, as bounded on 
the second day of March, seventeen hundred aud ninety- 
nine; iu which New Bedford shall be the port of entry, 
and Westport, Rochester, and Wareham porta of delivery. 

Sipi>ican and Mattapoisett Harbors, within the township 
of Itocliester, in Massachusetts, shall be known as ports 
under tbt)8e names within the collection district of New 
Bedford, and the respective inhabitants are authorized to 
describe, as the law requires, their vessels as belongiug 
to those places respectively instead of Eoehester.

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The limitB of the poit of entry of New Orleans, Louisiana, ■ 
sliall be, and the same are hereby, extended so as to iaclude 
that portion of the Pariah of Jefferson lying between the 
MiBsiasippi Kiver, Lake Ponchartraiu, tho upper line of 
the Parish of Orleans, left bank, and a line running par- 
allel *Jiereto, commeuciiig at the Mississippi Eiver at a 
j>oiut two miles above the upper line of the said Pariah of 
Orleans, and extending to Lalie Pouchartrain. 

Second. The distriut of theTcche; to cooiprise all the 
waters and shores of that part of the State of Loniniana 
commencing at the town of Plaquemine, in the Parish of 
lljerville; thence down the western bank of the Mississippi 
liiver to the town of Donaldsonville, in the parish of Asoeii- 
sion ; thence down the Bayou Lafourche and along its east- 
ern bank to the sea; thence westerly along the coast to the 
mouth of the Sabine Eiver; thence up the Sabine Eiver 
and along its eastern bank to a point due west from the 
town of Plaquemine; and thence to the place of be^nning; 
in which Brashear, in the parish of Saint Mary, shall be 
the port of entry. 

There shall be in the coUectiou-disti'icts in the State of ■ 
Louisiana the following ofticers :

Sabine Pass, in the State of Texas, shall beandia hei-eby, 
made a snbport of eutry and delivery in the cnstoius dis- 
Crict of Galveston, andacuatoms officer, or snch other offi- 
cers, shall be stationed at aaid subport, with authority to 
enter and clear vessels, receive duties, fees, and other mon- 
eys, and perform such other services and receive such 
compensation as in the judgment of the SeiTetary of the 
Treasury the exigencies of commerce may require.

Third. The dirttrict of San Francisco; to comprise all 
the waters and shores of the State north of the counties 
embraced in the second district and south of the county 
of Humboldt; iu which San Francisco shall be the port of 
entry and Vallejo and San Luis Obispo ports of delivery. 

That the city of Oakland, county of Alameda, State of 
California, be, and the same is hereby, made a subport of 
entry iu the district of San Frauciseo, with the privileges 
of section seven of an Act entitled "An Act to amend the 
statutes in relation to immediate transportation of duti- 
able goods, and for other purposes," approved June tenth, 
eighteen hundred and eighty. 

Fourth. The district of JIumboldt; to comprise all the 
waters and shores of the counties of Humboldt and Del 
Norte; iu which Eureka, on the Bayof Humboldt, shall be 
the sole port of entry, and Crescent City a port of delivery. 

There shall be in the collection districts of California the 
following oflRcers: 

First. In the district of San Uiego, a collector, who shall 
reside at San Diego. 

Second. In the district of Wilmington, a collector, who 
shall reside at Wilmington; a depnty collector who shall 
reside at Wilmington ; and one inspector, to be appointed 
by the collector, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, for each of the ports of Santa Barbara, San 
Buena Ventura and Huenerue. 

Third. In the district of San Francisco, a collector, a 
naval officer, a surveyor, who shall reside at San Francisco;

The district of Yaquina; to comprise all the 
waters and shores lyiug north and east of the north bank 
of the Siuslaw Eiver to tlie north bank of the Salmon Kiver, 
and west of the summit of the Cascade itange of mountains; 
in which Yaquina shall be the port of entry and Newport 
a port of delivery. 

Third, The district of Oregon ; to comprise all the waters 
and shores lying north and east of the north bank of the

port of entry. 

The limits of the port of Portland, in the State of Ore- 
gon, as a port of entry, are hereliy extended ao as to include 
all that portion of the east bank of the Willamette River 
lying opposite to the cityofPortlaitd, for a distance of one 
mile ill width, and extending from the south boundary line 
of the corporate limits of the city of Portland down said 
east bank of said river to a point directly opposite to the 
lower end of Swau Island, in said river. 

Fifth, That the customs collection district of Puget Sound 
be, and the same hereby is, reorganized and established to 
comprise the State of Washington, in which Port Town- 
send shall be the port of entry. 

That Tacoma and Seattle, in said collection district, each 
of them be, and hereby is, constituted a subport of entry 
and delivery in said collection district, with the privilege 
of immediate transportation, as defined by section seven 
of the act of June tenth, eighteen iiundred and eighty. 

That a deputy collector and such other officers of the 
customs as may be deemed necessary by the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall be apiwiiiteil to re.side at each of said 
subports and that, subject to the supervision of the coUec-

The Secretary of the Treasnry may appoint, whenever 
he deems it necessary, attditional inspectors of the revenue 
for the districts named below, as follows: Passamaq noddy, 
four; Portland and Falmoath, eight; Boston and Oharles- 
towu, fourteen; Pembina, two; Chicago, eight; Superior, 
two; Sandusky, one; Cuyahoga, three; Erie, one; Dun 
kirk, one; Baffalo, six; ^Niagara, two; Genesee, two; 
Oflwego, five; Oswegatehie, two; Gtianiptain, lour; Ver- 
mont, two.' 

At each of the ports of Providence, Norfolk, Portland 
in Maine, BaH'alo, Chicago, Detroit, Cincinnati, Saint Lonia, 
Evansville, Milwaukee, Louisville, Cleveland, San Frau- 
cisco, Portland in Oregon, Memphis, and Mobile there shall 
be appointed suchnumber of weighers, gangers, measarers, 
and inspectors as may be necessary. 

At the port of Wilmington, in the district of Wilming- 
ton, and at the port of San l>iego, in the district of San 
Diego, and at the port of Eureka, in the district of Hnm- 
boldt, the Secretary of the Treasnry shall have power to 
appoint such inspectors, weighers, gangers, uieasarers, and 
other officers as may be necessary for the collection of the 
revenae of those ports. Also such inspectors as he may 
deem necessary to enforce the custom laws along the bound- 
ary between the Republic of Mexico and the counties of 
San Diego and San Bernardino.

I The Secretary of tlie Treasury aliall, from time to time, 
digeat and prepiire xilau.s for the improvumeut aud maiiHgu 
meiit of the revenue, and tor the sapport of the public 
credit; shall 8iii>eriiitend the collection of the revenue; 
shall, &om time to time, prescribe the forms of keepiug iiiid 
reiidering all public accomits and making returua; shall 
grant, nnder tbe limitations herein established, or to be 
hereafter provided, all wairants for moneya to be issued 
from the Treasury in pursuance of appropriations by law; 
shall make report and give information to either branch of

Seventh. To emi»loy, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasary, proper persons as weighers, gangers, 
meaBnrers, and inspectors at the several ]>ort8 within his 
district. 

Eighth. To provide, with the like approval, at the public 
expense, store houses for the safe keepiug of goods, aud 
such scales, weights, and measures as may be neicessaiy. 

t. At iM>rts to which a collector and surveyor only are ap- 

pointed, the collector shall solely execute all the duties in 
which the co-operation of the naval officer is requisite at 
the ports where a naval officer is appointed. And he shall 
act in like mautier in case of the disability or death of the 
naval officer, until a successor is appointed, unless there is 
a deputy duly authorized under the hand aud seal of the 
naval officer, who in that case shall continue to act until 
an appointment is made. 

3- At ports to which a collector only is appointed, the col- 

lector shall solely execute all the duties in which the co- 
operation of the naval officer is requisite, at ports where a 
naval officer is appointed, and he shall also, as far as may 
be, perform all the duties prescribed for surveyors at potts 
where surveyors are authorized. 

4. At i)orts of delivery to which no surveyor has been 

appointed, aud at such ports only, the collector may, from 
time to time, when it is necessary, employ a proper persoii 
to perform the duties of a surveyor; who shall be entitled 
to the like compensation with an inspector during the time 
he is employed. 

fl. In case of the disability or death of a collector, the duties 

and authorities vested in him shall devolve on his deputy, 
if any there be at the time of sucb disability or death, tor 
whose conduct the estate of such disabled or deceased col- 
lector shall be liable; and if tliere be no deputy, they shall 
devolve upon the naval officer of the same district, if any 
there be, and if there be no naval officer, they shall devolve 
upon the surveyor of the port appointed for the residence 
of such disabled or deeease{l collector, if any there be; 
and if there be no such surveyor, they shall devolve upon 
the surveyor of the port nearest thereto aud within the 
district. 

r. The collectors of customs in the several collection dis- 

tricts are required to act as disbursing agents for the 
payment of all moneys that are or may hereafter be appro- 
priated for the construction of custoui-houses, court-honsef, 
postoffiees, and marine hospitals; with such compensation, 
not exceeding one-<iuarter of one per centum, as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may deem equitable and just.'

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the district of New York, or acrosa the State of I>elawar6 
to any district in the Slate of Maryland or VirRinia; and ' 
the eoUoetor of the distritst of New York may grant like 
permits for transportation across the State of New Jersey; 
and tlie collector of any district of Maryland or Virginia 
may grant like permits for transportation across the Utate 
of Delaware to the district of Philadelphia. Kvery such 
peiniit shall express the name of the owner, or person 
sending the itierchaiidise, and of the person to whom the 
merchandise is consigned, with the marks, nnmbers, and 
description of tlie packages, whether bale, box, chest, or 
otherwise, and the kind of goods contained therein, and the 
date when granted ; and the owner, or person sending such 
goods, sliall swcH^r that they were legally imported, and the 
dutietn paid.

The owner or consignee of all merchandise transported i:.? 
under the provisions of the preceding section and for the 
transportation whereof a permit is necessary, shall, within 
twenty-foor hours after the arrival thereof at the place to 
which snch merchandise was permitted to be transported, 
report the same to the collector of the district where it 
has arrived, and shall deliver up the permit accompanying 
the same; and if the owner or consignee shall neglect or 
refuse to make due entry of such merchandise within the 
time and in the manner directed, all such merchandise 
shall be subject to forfeiture; and if the permit granted 
shall not be given up within the time limited for making" 
the report, the person to whom it was granted, neglecting 
or refusing to deliver it up, shall be liable to a penalty of 
fifty dollars for every twenty-four hours it shall be with- 
held iifterward. 

The collectors of the several ports of entry, the survey- R-f' 
ors of the several ports of delivery, and the marshals of 
the several judicial districts within the United States, 
shall seize any vessel or boat boilt, purchased, fitted out, 
or held as mentioned in section forty-two hundred and 
ninety-seven, which may be found within their respective _ 
ports or districts, and to cause the same to be proceeded " 
against aud disposed of as jirovided by that section.' 

The several collectors of the customs shall detain any Rs 
vessel manifestly bnilt for warlike purposes, and about to 
depart theUnited States, the cargo of which principally con- 
sists of arms and munitions of war, when the number of men 
shi]tped on board, or other ciicumstances, render it probable 
that such vessel is intended to be employed by the owners to 
cruise or commit hostilities upon the Bubjects, citizeus, or 
property of any foreign prince or state, or of any colony, 
dish'ict, or peo]>le with whom the United States are at peace, 
until the decision of the President is had thereon, or until 
the owner gives such bond and security as is required of the 
owners of armed vessels by the preee<ling section. [5389,] 

The owners or consignees of every armed vessel sailing k.( 

'R.S.4297,p.»l,p<«t. 
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out of tbe ports of tlie Uuited States, belonging wholly or 
ill part to citizens thereof, shall, before clearing out the 
same, give bond to the United States, with sufflcient snre- 
tiea, in donhle the auiomit of the value of the veaael and 
cargo on board, including her ariaainent, conditioned that 
the vessel shall not be employed by such ownurs to cruise 
or commit hostilities against the subjects, citizens, or prop- 
erty of any foreign prince or state, or of any colony, district, 
or people, with whom tlie Uuited States are at peace. 
11. It sliall be the duty of every (iollector to forward to the 
Secretary of the Treasury all sni'h statements as shall 
have been furnished to him, and also a statement of all 
certified invoices which shall have come toliis office, giving 
the dates of the certificates, and the names of the persons 
tbr whom and of the consular officer by whom the same 
were certified. 

43. Dafies of the appraiser. 

"'■ That the appraiser siiall revi.ie and correct the reports of 
the assistant appraisers as he may Judge proper, and the 
appraiser, or, at ports where there is no appraiser, the 
person acting as such, shall report to the collector hia 
decision as to the value of the merchandise appraised. 

At ports where there is no appraist-r, the certificate of 
the customs oflicer to whom is committed the estimating 
and collection of duties, of the dutiable value of any mer. 
chandise required to be appraised, shall be deemed and 
taken to be the appraisement of such merchandise. 

If the collector shall deem the appraisement of any 
imported merchandise too low he may order a reappraise- 
ment, which shall be made by one of the general appraisers, 
or, if the importer, owner, agent, or consignee of such 
merchandise shall be dissatisfied with the appraisement 
thereof, and shall have complied with the requirements of 
law with res]iect to the entry and appraisement of mer- 
chandise, he may, within two days thereafter give notice 
to tlie collector, in writing, of such dissatisfaction, on the 
receipt of which the collector shall at once direct a reap- 
praisement of such merchandise by one of the general 
appraisers. 

w- And the appraiser, createfl by thi.<i act, in cases of his 
necessary and occasional absence, iniiy perform his func- 
tions, ad interim, by deputy, designati'd by him in writing, 
from the assistant appraisers to be appointed nnder the 
provisions of this act.' 

44. Duties of the naval ofTicer. 

At ports to which there areappointiCda collector, naval ofti- 
rer, and surveyor, it shall be the duty of the naval officer — 

First. To receive copies of all manifests and entries. 

Second. To estimate, together with the collector, the 
duties on all merchandise subject to duty, and no duties 
shall be received without such estimates. 
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Third, Td keep a separate record of sucU i?Rtimate«. 

Fourtlt. To eoantersign all pertiiits, clearances, certiG- 
cates, debentures, and other dociiinents, to be granted by 
the collector. 

Fifth. To examine the collector's abstracts of duties and 
other accounts of receipts, bonds, and ex^ienditiires, and 
certify the same if found right. 

45. Duties of the surreyor and other officers. 

At |w»rt8 to whicli there are apj^ointed a collector, naval "■*' 
officer, and surveyor, it shall be the duty of the surveyor, 
who shall be in all cases subject to the direction of the 
collector- 
First. To superintend and direct all inspectors, weighers, 
meaflurers, and gangers within his port. 

Second. To report once in every week to the collector 
the name or names of all inspectors, weighers, gauKers, or 
measurers who are absent from or neglect to do their duty. 

Third. To visit or inspect the vessels which arrive in his 
port, and malie a return in writing every nioruing to the 
collector of all vessels which have arrived from foreign 
ports during the preceding day; specifying the names and 
denominations of the vessels, the masters' names, from 
whence arrived, whether laden or in ballast, to what nation 
belonging, and, if American veasels, whether the masters 
thereof have or have not complied with the law, in having 
the required number of manifests of the cargo on board, 
agreeing in substance with the provisions of law. 

Fourth. To put rm board each of such vessels one or 
more inspectors immediately after their arrival in his port, 

Fiftb. To iiscertain the proof, (juantities, and kinds of 
distilled spirits imported, rating anch spirits according to 
their respective degrees of jtroof, as defined by the laws 
imposing duties on spirits. 

Sixth. To examine whether the goods imported in any 
vessel, and the deliveries thereof, agreeably to the inspect- 
or'a returns, correspond with the permits for lauding the 
same; and if any error or disagreement appears, to report 
the same to the collector, and to the naval officer, if any. 

Seventh. To superintend the ]ading for exportation of 
all goods entered for the benefit of any drawback, bounty, 
or nllowaiice, and examine and report whether the kind, 
qnautity, and quality of the goods, so laden on board any 
vessel for exportation, cfiries]>ond with the entries and 
permits granted therefor. 

Eighth. To examine, and, from time to time, and particu- 
larly on tlie first Mondays of January and July in each 
yem, try tlio weights, measures, and other instruments 
used in ascertaining the duties on imi>orts, with standards 
to be provided by each collector at the public expense for 
that purpose; and where disagreements or errors are dis- 
covered, to report the same to the collector; and to obey 
' and execute such directions as he may receive for correct- 
ttig the same, agreeably to the standards. 
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8, At |>ort« U> wLicU HUrveywra only are appointed, tbe bot- 

veyor shall perform all the dutitis unjoined upon surveyora 
hy the preceding section; and shall also receive and record 
the copies of all manifests transmitted to him by the col- 
lector; shall record alt permits granted by the collector, 
distinguishing the gauge, weight, measure, and quality nt' 
goods specitied therein ; and shall take care that no goodK 
be unladeu or delivered Iroin any ship or vessel without a 
proper permit lor that purpose. 

B. In case of the disability or death of a sarveyor, the col- 

lector of the distiict may authorize some fit person to per 
form hii4 duties and exercise his powers; and the powers 
of the person so authorized shallcontiuue until a successor 
is duly appointed, and ready to enter upon the execution 
of his ofiice. 

46. Deputy collectors, natal BtScers, and aurrefors. 

0, Every collector of the customs shall have authority, with 
the approval of the Seeietary of the Treasury, to employ 
within his district such number of proper persons as deputy 
collectors of the customs as he shall deem necessary; and 
such deputies are declared to be oflicers of the customs. 
And in oases of oct^asioual and uecessary absence, or of 
sickness, any collector may exercise his powers and perform 
Ids duties by deputy, duly constituted uuder his hand and 
seal, and he shall be answerable for the acts of such dep 
ut>' in the execution of such trust.' 

1. In the caseofthesickuessorunavoidable absence of auy 
coUectiir or surveyor of customs from his office, lie may, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, author- 
ize some officer or clerk under him to act in his place, and 
to discharge all the duties required by law of such collector 
orsur\'eyor in his capacity as disbursing ajreut; and the 
official lM)ud Riven by the ]>riuctpal of the office shall be 
lit'ld to cover and apply to the acts of the person appointed 
to act in his place in such cases. 

i Kvery naval officer aud surveyor, in eases of occasional 

and neee^sary abstMice, or of sickness, and not otherwise, 
may rftspectivety exercise and jterform his functions, powers, 
and duties by deputy, duly cunstitut«xl under their haads 
and seals resi>ertJvely, for whom, in tbe execution of their 
trust, they sha!) respectively be answerable.' 

SL The Secretary of tbe Treasurj- is antliorized, whenever 

in his opinion the iKibtic interest demands it, to clothe any 
depnt)' colie<'tor at a p«>rt other than the principal port of 
entry, with all the powers of his principal iq>pertainiiig to 
official ai'ts; and he may requite such deputy to give bond 
to the t'nitMl State.sin such ainoaut as the Secretary may 
pr(«tTib«. 6w the ^itlifnl discharge of his official duties. 

w Tho Soorptswy of the Treasiiry tnav. from time to time, 

e^xcept in cases otherwise provided, limit and fis the nnm- 
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ber and compensation of tlie clerks to be employed by any 
collector, naval officer, or surveyor, and may limit and fix 
the compensation of any deputy of anysuch collector, naval 
officer, or surveyor. 

And such clerks and inspectors of castoms a^^ tlie Secre- _s^>'. 
tary of the Treasury may designate for the purpose shall '''"^' '' 
be authorized to administer oaths, such as deputy coUectors 
of custrims now are authorized to administer, and no com- 
pensation shall bo paid or charge made therefor. 

It shall be the dnty of each naval officer and surveyor, R.5., 
iiH a check upon the assistant treasurers, or the collector 
of the customs, of their resjteutive districts ; of each regis- 
ter of a laud-office, as a check upon the receiver of his 
Innd-otfice; and of the director and snperinteodent of each 
mint and brauch-miiit, when separate officers, as a check 
upon the treasurers, respectively, of the mints, or the per- 
sons acting as such, at the close of each quarter of the 
year, aud as much oftener as they are directed by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to do so, to examine the books, 
accounts, returns, aud money ou hand, of the assistant 
treasurers, collectors, receivers of land-offices, treasurers 
of the Mint and each branch-mint, and jiersous acting as 
such, and to make a full, accurate, and faithful return of 
their condition to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

47. Special agents. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may appoint special its. 
agents, not exceeding [ttcenti/-eight\ in number, for the pur- 
pose of making the examinations of the books, papers, and 
accounts of collectors and other officers of the customs, 
and to be employed generally, under the direction of the 
Secretary, in the prevention and detection of frauds on the 
customs revenue; aud the expense thereof shall be charged 
to the "appropriation to defray the expense of collecting 
the revenue from customs."' 

And the number and compensation of special agents U> '^^"■ 
be appointed under section twenty-six hundred and forty- "'^' ' 
nine of the Revised Statutes of the United States shall be 
hereafter as follows: One supervising special agent, who 
shall receive in addition to the necessary traveling expenses 
actually incurred by him, a compensation of ten dollars 
per day; eighteen special agents, who shall each receive 
in addition to the necessary traveling expenses actually 
incurred by him, a compensation to be fixed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, not to exceed eight dollars per day; 
and nine special agents, who shall each receive in addition 
to the necessary traveling expenses actually incurred by 
him, a compensation to be fixed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury not to exceed six dollars per day. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may, from time to time, ^^■■ 
make such regulations not inconsistent with law, for the 
government of the special agents, as he deems expedient, 

> Ky virtae of the a|>iiropriatioa act of March 3, 1879, the appoint- 
aient ia made of otGuers known an Special Emplojees. (See Chap. X.) 
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aiid may rueciiid or alUT regulations so made. But do si>e- 
cial agent, ill addition to tbose authorized by tlie • * • 
preceding soctiutis,' sliall be appointed or employed upon 
any business relatiug to the eustoms revenne; nor shall 
any sum be paid to auy agent authorized to be employed 
for mileage or any othei' expenses except snch as are acta- 
ally incurred in tlie discharge of his ofiicial daty. 
M. For the piir|iose of better guarding against frauds upon 

the revenue on foreign merchandise transported between 
the ports of the Atlantic and those of the Paeitic overland 
through any tbreign territory, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury way appoint special sworn agents as inspectors of the 
(customs, to reside in suoh foreign territory where such 
merchandise may be landed or embarked, with power to 
superintend the landing or shipping of all merchandise, 
passing coastwise between the ports of the United States 
on the Pacific and the Atlantic. It shall be their duty, 
under such regulations and instructions as the Secretary 
of the Treasury may prescribe, to guard against the i)erpe- 
tration of Irauds upon the revenue. The compensation 
paid to such inspectors shall nut in tjie aggregate exceed 
five thousand dollars per annum, 

48. Eiami'ners of drugs,' 

1 Speciul examiners of drugs, medicines, chemicals, and 

so forth, shiill, before entering upon tlicir duties, take and 
subscribe an oath faithfully and diligently to perform such 
duties, and to use their best endeavors to prevent and 
detect frauds upon the revenue of the United States; 
which oath sliall be administered by the collector of the 
poit or district where the examiner making it is employed. 

2. The Secretary of the Treasury shall give to the collectors 

of districts for which an examiner of drugs, medicines, 
and chemicals is not provided by law, such instructions 
as he may deem necessary to prevent the importation of 
adulterated and spurious drugs and medicines.' 

49. Tea experts. 

:, 1897. That immediately after the passage of this Act, and on 
or before February fifteenth of each year thereafter, the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall appoint a board, to consist 
of seven members, each of whom shall be an expert in teas, 
and who shall prepare and submit to hiui standard samples 
of tea; that the persons so appointed shall be at all times 
subject to removal by the said Secretary, and shall serve 
for the term of one year; that vacancies in the said board 
occurring by removal, deiith, resignation, or any other cause 
shall be forthwith filled by the Secretary of ihe Treasury by 
appointment, such appointee to hold for the unexpired term ; 
that said board shall ap])oint a presiding otticer, who shall 
be the medium of all communications to or from snch board; 
that each member of said board shall receive as conipensa-

50. General appraisers. 

There shall be apiK>iut«d by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the 8etnite, niue general apprais- ^ 
era of merchandise, each of whom shall receive a salary of 
seveu tiioQHand dollars a yciir, 

Xot more than tive of such general appraisers shall 1>e 
appointed from the same itolitical parly. 

They shall not be engaged iu any other ImsineBS, avoca- 
tion, or employmchl, and may he removed from office at 
any time by the President for iiiefficieucy, neglect of duty, 
or malfeasance in ofllce. 

They shall be employed at such porta and within such 
territorial limits, as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
from time to time prescribe, and are hereby autboriKed to 
exercise the puwere, and duties devolved upon them by 
this act and to exercise, under the general direction of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, such other supervision over 
appraisements and classifications, tor duty, of imported 
merchaudise as may be needful to secure lawful and uni- 
form appraisements and classilications at the sevenil ports. 

Three of the general appraisers shall be on duty as a 
board of generid appraist^rs daily (except Sunday and legal 
holidays] at the port of New York, during the business 
hours prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, at 
which port a place for samples shall be provided, under 
such rules and regulations as the Secretary of the I'reasury 
may from time to time prescribe, which shall inclnde rules 
as to the classes of articles to be deposited, the time of 
their retention, and as to their disposition, which place of 
samples shxil be nnder the immediate control and direction 
of the board of genera! ap])raisers on duty at said port. 

The Attorney- General may, at the request of the Secre- i 
tary of .the Treasury, employ counsel to jjrotect the inter- 
ests of the Treasury Department iu cases before the Board 
of General Appraisers, such counsel to be compensated at 
the rate of three thousand Ave hundred dollars per annum 
ont of the general ap'propriation for expenses of collecting 
the revenue fiom customs. 

51. Officers must render accounts. 

Every collector, naval orticer, and surveyor shall keep ] 
accurateaccountsof ill! fees and official emoluments received 
by him, and of all expenditures, specifying ex[)eiiditures tor 
rent, fuel, stationery, and clerk-hire, and shall aunually, 
within ten days after the thirtieth day of Juue, transmit 
the same, verified by oath, t4) the ])roper Auditor," who slial I J 
annually lay an abstract of the same before Congress. 
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Every collector, ii»val officer, or surveyor who omits or 
negietstn to keep aneh avcoimt, or to transmit tlio name' bo 
verified, sliall be lialjlo to a jwualty of not more tban five 
hundred dollars.' 

Collectora, naval oHicers, aod surveyors shall attend in 
l)ersonattheport*to which they are respectively appointed; 

a. aiid shall keep fair and true acconats and records of all 
their transacttous, as officers of the customs, iu such man- 
ner and form as may from time to time be directed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury; and shidl at all times siibpiiit 
their books, papers, and accounts to the iiispectioii of sucL 
persons as may be appointed for that purpose; and shall 
ouce in every month, or ottenei- if they shall be required, 
transmit their accounts for settlement to the officer or offi- 
cers whose duty it shall be to make such settlement. And 
if any collector, naval officer, or surveyor shall omit to keep 
fair and true accounts, or shall refnse to submit forthwith 
bis books, papers, and accounts to inspection as re<|nired 
by law, or if any collector shall omit or retiise to render his 
accounts for settlement, for a term exceeding three mouths 
after the same shall have been required by the j)roper offi- 
cer, the delinquent officer shall be liabletoajienaltyof one 
thousand dollars, to be recovered with costs of suit. 

Every collector, naval officer, and surveyor shall acconut 
to the Treasury for all his emoluments, and also for all the 

, expenses fucident to his otiice. Such accounts, as well of 
expenses as of emoluments, shall be rendered on oath, at 
such times and in such forms, and shall be supporteil by 
such proofs, as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Every collector, naval officer, and suryeyor shall, together 
with his accounts of the expenses incident to his office, 
render a list of the cie:ka employed by him, stating the 
rate of compensation allowed to each, and the duties vhich 
they severally perform; and also an account of the sums 
paid for stationery, official or contingent expenses, fuel, and 
office-rent, stating the purposes for which the premises 
rented are applied. 

The collector of customs of each of the districts on the 
northern, northeastern, and northwestern frontiers shall 

^ render, with his account of the expenses incident to hie 
office, a list of the clerks and other officers of the customs 
employed by him, stating therate of compensation allowed 
to eacb, the duties they severally perform, and also an 
account of the sums paid tor stationery, fuel, and all other 
office expenses, including office-rent; for all of which ex- 
penses he shall submitan estimate each month iaadvance, 
and shall state the puri)oses for which any premises are 
used ; and shall also render an accurate account of all fees 
and commissions collected by him. 

^' All accounts for salary, compensation, and emolumeuts 

shall be rendered quarterly, at the end of each quarter of 
the fiscal year. 

.6. All blank-boobs, blanks, and stationery of every kind 
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required by collectors and other officers of the castoms 
shall, 8o soon jis they ciiii be prepared tor delivery, by or 
under the direetion of the Secretary of the Treasury, be 
furnished to them for the use of their respective offices, 
upon requisition made by them, and the expense of such 
books, blanks, and stationery Rhall be paid out of the 
appropriation for defraying the expenses of collecting the 
revenue from customs. 

Every collector of customs, evei y naval officer, and every k, s, 
Burveyor performing or having ])erforined the duties of a 
^.collector, shall remler a (juartiir yearly account, under 
oath, to the Secretary of the Treasury, in such form as the 
Secretary shall prescribe, of all sums of money by each of 
them respectively received or collected for fines, penalties, 
or forfeitures, or for seizure of merchandise, or upon com- 
promises made u]X)n any seii^ure; or on account of HUite 
instituted for frauds against the revenue laws; or for rent 
and storage of merchandise, which may be stored in the 
public etoie-honses, and for which a rent is paid beyond 
the rents paid by the collector or other such officer; or for 
custody of goods in bonded warehouses ; and if from such 
accounting it shall appear that the money received in any 
one year by any collector, naval officer, or surveyor, on 
account and for rents and storage, and for fees and emolu- 
ments, shall in the aggregate exceed the sum of two tLon- 
sand dollars, such excess shall be paid by the collector, 
fr nayal officer, or surveyor, as the case may be, into the 
K Tre-asnry as public money.' 

It shall be the duty of the collectors of customs and other juij- 
officers of customs to transmit, with their accounts, to the^'^ ™ 
ofiicers charged with the settJeraent of their accounts, all 
Bueh papers, records, or copies thereof relating to their 
transactions as officers of customs as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may direct. 

Collectois and surveyors of the collection-districts on k.s. 
the northern, northeastern, and northwestern frontiers are 
authorized to keep on sale, at their several offices, blank 
manifests and clearances required for the business of their 
districts, and to charge the sum of ten cents, and no more, 
for each blank which shall be pruftared and executed by 
them. 
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if regard State inspection laws. 



The collectors and other ofiicers of the customs sball pay 
due regard to the inspection laws of the States in which 
I they may respectively act, in such manner that no vessel 
I having ou hoard goods liable to inspection shall be cleared 
\ until the master, or other proper person, shall have pro- 
' dnced such certificate that alt such goods have been duly 
inspected, as the laws of the respective States may require 
to be produced to collectors or other officers of the customs. 
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S3, Returns to the Bureau of Statistics. 



la order to enable the Oliief of the Bureau of Statistics 
to prepare tlio aiioual rejiort on tbe Btatistics of coiuiu 
andnavigatjou required to be Rubniitted to Congress by tLe 
Secretary of the Treasury, the followiug regulatioua sliall 
be observed by gill collectors of customH: 

First. The kinds and qiiantitiea of all imported artielea 
free from duty pliall be aacertaiiied by entry, made ujioa 
oath mt affirmation, by the owner, or by the consignee ot 
agent of the importer, or by actual examination, wheiethe 
collector shall think such examination necessary; sind the 
values of all such articles shall be ascertained in the same 
manner in which the values of imports subject to duties 
ad valorem are ascertaiued. 

Second. The values of all imported articles subject to 
8])ecific duties shall be ascertiiined iu the manner iu wbioli 
the values of imports subject to duties nd valorem are 
ascertained. 

Third. The several collectors simll keep sejiarate acconnU 
of the kinds, iiuautities, and values of such parts of the 
imports subject to duties ad valorem as may be directed 
by the Secretary of tbe Treasury. 

Fourth. All articles exported shall be valued at their 
actual cost, or the values which they may truly bear, at the 
time of exportation, in the ports of the United States from 
which they are exported; and all articles im|>iirted shall be 
valued at their actual cost, or the values which they may 
truly bear iu tlieforeignportsfrom which they are exported 
for importation into the United States, at the time of suob 
exportation. 

Fifth. Before a clearance shall be granted for any vessd 
bound to a foreign place, the collector shall require the 
owners, shippers, or consignors of the cargo to deliver to 
the collector manifests of the cargo, or of the parts thereof 
shipped by them respectively, which manifests shall siteci^ 
the kinds and quantities of the articles shipped by them 
respectively, and the value of the total quantity of each 
kind of articles; and state that such manifest contains a 
full, just, and true account of nil articles laden ou boaid 
of such vessel by the owners, shippers, or consignorsi 
respectively, and that the values of such articles are truly 
stated, according to tlieir actual cost, or the values which 
they truly bear at the port and time of exportation. And 
the collector shiill also require the master of the vessel, 
and the owners, shippers, and consignors of the cargo, to 
state in writing, to the collector, the foreign place or couii 
try iu which such cargo is traly intended to be landed. 
The manifests and statements hereby required shall be 
verified by the oath of the person by whom tliey are respec- 
tively made and subscribed. 

Sixth. Every collector shall keep an accurate account of 
the national characters and tonnage of all vessels which 
depart from his district for foreign countries, and of the 
foreign places or countries for which such vessels depart; 
and. also, an accurate account of the national characters 
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and tonnage of all vessels which viiU-r his diHtrict from for- 
(iign eolIllt^ie^5, and of the foreiKu places or couiitriea from 
which such vessels nrrive 

Seveutb. The sevenil coUeetors shall make (|uarter-y early 
returns to the Bureau of Statistics of all the tkcts and 
matters which they are hereby reouired to ascertain. 

That hereafter collectors of eustoms shall render to the mm 
liiireaii of Statistkis, in snch manner and form and at such ^■■"'* ^ 
Itei'ioils as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, 
returns cf exports to foreign countries leaving the United 
States by rail. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics shall prepare an it.s. 
annual statement of all merchandise passing in transit 
through the United States to foreign countries, each descrip- 
tion of merchaiidisi', so far as practicable, warehoused, 
withdrawn from warehouse for consumption, for exporta- 
tion, for transportation to other districts, and remaining in 
the warehouse at the end of each fiscal year. 

54. Officers shall fallow i/isfruetians of Secretary 

It shall be the duty of all orticers of the <mstoms to pxe- it- s 
cute and carry into effect all instructions of the Secretary

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized, wlien- it. s 
ever he shall think it advantageous to the public service, 
to abolish or suspend the office of nnval officer, or any other 
subordinate otBce, in any collection district of the United 
States, except in Boston, New York, I'liiladelphia, Balti- 
more, Charleston, Savannah, Portland in Maine, and San 
Francisco, and to assign the duties of the ofBce or any other 
subordinate offit'.e so abolisht^d or suspended to a deputy 
CM)llector or inspeclor of the customs. 

56. Disabilities of oncers. 

No person employed under the authority of the UTiited R.s 
States, in the collection of duties on imports or tonnage, 
shall own, either in whole or in jiart, any vessel, or act as 
agent, attorney, or consignee for the owner or owners of 
any vessel, or of any cargo or lading on board the same; 
nor shall any such person import, or be concerned directly 
or indirectly in the importatiou of any merchandise for sale 
into the United States. Every person who violates this 
section shall be liable to a penalty of iive hundred dollars. 

Elvery officer concerned in the collection of the revenues R-s 
of the United States who carries on any trade or business 
in any public jiroperty of the United States, or of any 
State, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and pun- 
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iahed by a fiue of three thousand dolliirs, and sliall, upon 
conviction, be removed froui nftli-e, and forever tb«feafter 
be incapable of holding auy office uudcr the United States, 
''■ If any collector or deputy collector, or auy inspector, or 

other officer acting nnder the authority of any revenue law 
of the United States, divulges to any party, or mates known 
in auy other uiauiier than may be provided by law, the 
oi^eratious, style of work, or apparatus of any manufm: 
turer or producer visited by him in the discharge of his 
official duties, he shall be subject to a fine of not exweding 
one thousand dollars, or to be imprisoned for not exdceding 
one year, or to both, at the discretion of the court, and shaU 
be dismissed from office, and be forever thereafter incapable 
of holding any office under the Government. 

57. Exempiiona of o/Scers. 

"■ The Viue- President of thft United States; the ofBcers 

Judicial and executive of the Uovernment of the United 
States; the members of both Houses of Congress, and their 
respective officers; all custom-house officers with their 
clerks; all postmasters and persons employed in the trans- 
portatiou of the mail; all ferrymen employed at any ferry 
on post-roads; all inspectors of ex]>orts; all artificers and 
workmen employed in the armories and arsenals of the 
United States; all pilots; all mariners actually employed 
in the sea service of any citizen or merchant within the 
United States; and all persons who now are or may here- 
after be exempted by the laws of the respective States, shall 
beexempted from mOitia duty, notwithstanding their being 
above the age of eighteen, and under the age of forty-live 
years. 

'■ When a recrovery is had in any suit or procecdinj? agaiust 

a collector or other officer of the revenue for any act done 
by him, or for the recovery of any money exaoted by or 
paid to him and by him ]>aid into the Tsreasury, in the per 
formance of his official duty, and the court certifies that 
there was ])robable cause for the act done by the collects 
or other officer, or that he acted under the directions of the

any article or articles, other than shall be directed by the

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The salaries of the special examiuera of drugs, medieiDes, 
oliemicals, and so forth, except at New York siiid Sau Fran- 
cisco, shall be one thoasand dollars a year, and shall be paid 
etujh year iiuarterly. 

Tliat section twenty-seven hundred and forty-three of the 
Uevised Statutes is hereby so amended that the special 
examiner of drugs, medicines, chemiuals, chemical prepara- 
tions, dyes and dyestuft's, paints, oils, varnishes, aud other 
simitar articles at Boston, in Massachusetts, shall receive 
■ a salary of two thoosaiid five hundred dollars per annnm, 
and shall be paid each year quarterly. 

The special examiner of drugs, chemicals, medicines, and 
so forth at San Francisco shall receive a salary of two 
thousand dollars a year.

The President may, when the necessities of the aerviue J 
permit it, cause any suitable number of public vessels

The President is authorized to instruct the commanders ' 
of tbe public armed vessels of the United States to subdue, 
seize, take, and send into any port of the United States, 
any armed vessel or boat, or any vessel or boat the crew 
whereof shall be armed, and which shall haveattemjitcdor 
eommitted any piratical aggression, search, restraint, dep- 
redation, or seizure, upon any vessel of the United States, 
or of the citizens thereof, or upon any other vessel; and 
' u to retalie any vessel of the United States, or its citi- 
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xeiia, wLicli may have b«Hti iinliiwfiilly caiitiired npoii tlie 
high seas. 

Any vessel liailt, purcliiiseil, fitted out hi wliole or in 
piirt, or held for the purpose of being employed ia the 
commisfiioii of any piiatical a^gressioii, search, restraint, 
depredatiou, or seizure, or iu the coinmissioii of any other 
iict of piracy, as detiued by the law of oatious, shall he 
liable to be eapttired aud brought iuto any port of the 
United Ktates if found ui>on the liigh seas, or to be seized 
if found iu any port or place within the United States, 
whetlier the same shall have actually sailed npon any 
piratical expeditiou or not, and whether any act of piracy 
Hhall have been committed or attempted npon or from such 
vessel or not; and auy such vessel may be adjudged and 
condemned, if captured by a vessel authorized as herein- 
after mei>tioued, to the UHCof the United States and to that 
of the captors, and it seized by a collector, surveyor, or 
marshal, then to the use of the Uuited States. 

The President is authorized to instruct the commanders

The President may fnini time to time cause such of the 
re veuue- cutters as have become unlit for further service to 
be sol<i; and the proceeds shall be paid into the Treasury: 
Provided, That the Secretary of the Treasury may api>ly, 
in tiie purchase or construction of reveunecutters, any 
unexpended balance of the proceeds of revenue- cutters 
sold by Iiim under the authority of section two of tlie act 
of twentieth April, eighteen hundred and sixty six, chapter 
sixty three. 

All proceeds of sales of old material, condemned stores, 
supplies, or other public property of any kind, except the 
liroceeds of the sale or leasing of marine hospitals, or of

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muterials, storeB, iir 8up])lies sold to officers and soldiers of 
tbe Arnijl or of tlie nale of condenined Navy clotliing, or 
of sales of materials, stores, or sujiplie'^ to any exploring 
or earveyiiig expedition anttiorized by law, sliall be depos- 
ited and covered into the Treasary as miscellaneoas re- 
ceipts, on account of "proceeds of Government property,"

All moneys received from tbe leasing or sale of marine r,

70. Officers and men. 

The officers for each revenue -vessel shall be one captain, "■ 
and one first, one second, and one third lit'utenatit, and for 
each steam-vessel, in addition, one engineer and one assist- 
iant engineer; but tbe Secretary of the Treasury may 
design to any vessel a greater number of officers whenever 
in his opinion tbe nature of the service which she is 
directed to perlbrm requires it. And vessels of both 
descriptions shall have such number of petty ofEicers and 
men as in the opinion of the Secretary are required to 
xaake them efficient for their service.

They shall go on board all vessels which arri\e 
within the United Statesor within four teagues of the coast 
thereof, if bound for the Uuiti'd States, and search and ex- 
amine the same, and every part thereof, and shall demand, 
receive, and certify the manifests required to be on board 
certain vessels, shall affix and put proper fastenings on the 
hatches and other eonimunicitions with the hold of any 
vessel, and shall remain on board sni-h vessels until they 
arrive at the port or place of their destination. 

The master of any revenue cutter shall make a weekly 
return to the collector, or otherofficer of the district under 
whose direction it is placed, of the transactions of the cut- 
ter, specifying the vessels that have been boarded, their 
names and descriptions, the names of the masters, from 
what port or]ilace they iast sailed, whether laden or in bal- 
last, to what nation belonging, and whether they have the 
necessary manifests of tLeir cargoes on b^^tard, and gen- 
erally all such matters as it may benecessary for the officers 
of the easterns to know. 

The officers of revenue-cutters shall perform, in addition 
to the duties hereinbefore prescribed, such other duties for 
the collection and security of the revenue as from time to 
time shall bedirected by the Secretary of the Treasury, not 
contrary to law. 

That any officer of the Naval or llevenne Cutter Service 
of the United States, and any other officers dniy desig- 
nated by the President, may search any vessel of the United 
States in port or on the high seas suspected of having vio- 
lated or of having an intention to violate the provisions of 
this Act [An Act to prohibit the IdlUnii n/far ten h," etc.], 
and may aeiite snch vessel and the offending officers and 
crew and brin-; tliem into the most acces.^ible port of the 
States and Territory mentioned in section five of this Act 
for trial. 

The quarantines and other restraints established by the 
health-laws of any State, resiiecting any vessels arriving 
in, or bound to, any |iort or district thereof, shall be duly 
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observed by tlie officers of the linatoms revenue i 
United States, by tlie masers and crews of the several 
revenue -cutters, and by tbe military offlcerB commanding 
in any fort or xtatiou upou tbe sea-coaat; and all such ofii- 
cers of tbe United Stales slmll faitbfally aid in the execu- 
tion of such quurantiues and bealth-Iaws, according to their 
respective powers and within their respective precincts, 
ami as they shall bodirecteil, &om timeto time, by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. But nothingiu this Title [XXXIV] 
shall enable any State to collect a duty of tonnage or im- 
post without the consent of Congress. 

The collector of said district may, with the approval of

Whenever auy vessel liable to seizure or examination 
does not bring-to, on being required to do so, or ou being 
chased by any cutter or boat which has displayed tbe 
pendant and ensign prescribed for vessels iu the revenue 
service, the master of such cutter or boat may tire at or 
into such vessel which does not bring to, after such peudaTit 
and ensign has been hoisted, and a gun baa been flred by 
such cutter or boat as a signal; and such master, and all 
persons acting by or under hiB direction, shall be indemni- 
fied from any jienalties or actions for damages tor so doing. 
If auy person is killed or wounded by such firing, and the 
master is prosecuted or arrested therefor, he shall be forth- 
with admitted to bail. 

76. Estimates for Renenue-Cutler Service. 

* • • The Secretary of the Treasury shall submit to 
Congress at its next session a detailed statement of the 
expenditures for the tiscal year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-eight under the appropriation for the Revenue Cut- 
ter Service, and annually thereafter a detailed statement 
of expenditures under said appropriation shall be sub- 
mitted to Congress at the beginning of each regular session 
thereof. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
submit the estimates for the llevenue-Outter Service for 
the fiscal year eighteen hundred and ninety -one, and for 
each year thereafter, in detail, showing sejiarately, the 
ut lequired for pay of officers, rations for oQiGers, pay 
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of crews, rations of crews, fncl, repairs and outfits, slii})- 
chandlery, and for traveling and contingent expenses. He 
shall also include in the annual Book of Estimates a state- 
ment showing the authorized number of ofhcers and cadets 
in the Revenue Cutter Service, their rank and pay, also 
the number of men constituting tlie crews ot' vessels in 
said service. 
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77. Defmiihits. 
The word "iiiercliaudiBe," as used in this Title I XXXIV]. 

may include Roods, ware.i, aud cliattelB of every descriptiuu 
capiible of being itnported. 

Tie word "port," as used in this Title [XXXIV], may 
iuclude any place from wliicli mercliandise can be shipped 
lor importation, or at which inerchaiidiaei^an be imported. 

The word "inastei," as used in this Title [XXSlVj,may^ 
include any person having the chief charge or command m 
the emidoyincnt and navigation of a vessel. 

In cases where the forms of offlcitil documents, as pre- 
scribed by this Title [XXXIV], shall be sniistautially 
complied with and observed, according to tlie true intent 
thereof, no penalty or forfeiture shall be incurred by a 
deviation therefrom.

Every nmster of any vessel laden with any merchandise, 
and bound tor nuy port in the United States, shall, ou lii8 
arrival within four leagues of the coast thereof, or witliin 
any of the bays, harbors, ports, rivers, creeks, or iulets 
thereof, upon demand, produce the manifestly in writing, 
which such master is required to have on board Ms vesGel, 
to such ofhcer of the customs as first comes on board his 
vessel, for inspection, and shall deliver to such olficer triio 
copies thereof, which copies shall be provided and 8lll^ 
scribed by the master, and the ofBcer to whom the original 
manifests have been produced shall certify upon the back 
thereof that the same were produced, and the day and year 
on which the same were so produced, and that such copiex ' 
were to him delivered and by him examiuedwith the origi- 
nal manifest; and shall likewise certify upon the back of 
Bucb copies tlie day and year on which the same were deliv- 
ered, and shall forthwith transmit such copies to the respec- 
tive collectors of the several districts, to which the goods 
by such manifests appear respectively to be consigned. 

The master of any such vessel shall in like manner pro- 
duce to the oflicer of the customs who first comes on board 
such vessel, upon her arrival within the limits of anyool- 
lection-district in which the cargo, or any part thereof, is 
intended to be discharged or lauded, for his inspection, , 
such manifest; and shall also deliver to him true oopies 
thereof, such copies also to be provided and subscribed hy 
the master, the production of which manifests and the 
delivery of which copies shall also be certified by the officer 
of the customs, upon the back of the original manifest't, , 
with the particular day and year when such manifests were 
produced to such oflicer. and when he so received the copies ■ 
thereof; and such officer is required forthwith to transmit 
the copies of the manifests to the collector of the district; 
and the master shall afterward deliver the original mani- 
fests so certified to the collector. When any manifest shall 
be produced, upon which there shall be no certificate from 
any officer of the customs as before mentioned, the mastw 
producing the same shall be required to make oath that no 
officer has applied for, and that no indorsi'ment has taken 
|ilace on, any manifest of the cargo of such vessel. 

The master of any such vessel sliall not be required Ut 
mi<ke delivery of more tliau one copy of each manifest to 
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the oflit:er who shall lirst come on board of suvh vessel, 
within four leagues of the coast of the United States, and 
one other (■oj)y to snch officer as shall lirst come on board 
within the limits of any collection- district, for which the 
cargo of such vessel, or some part thereof, is destined, nor 
to make delivery of any such copy to any other officer ; but 
it shall be sufficieut, in resjject to any such other officer, to 
exhibit to him the original manifests and the certificates 
thereupon. 

If the master of any vessel laden with merchandise, and : 
bound to any port in the United States, fails upon his 
arrival within lour leagues of the coast thereof, or wittiin 
the limits of any collection-district, where the caigo of snch 
vessel, or any part thereof is intended to be discharged, to 
produce such manifests as are heretofore retgnired, in writ- 
ing, to the proper officer upon demand thcretor, or to deliver 
such copies thereof, according to the directions of the pre- 
ceding sections, or if he fails to give an aeconnt of the 
true destination of the vessel, which he is hereby required 
to do, upon request of snch officer, or gives a false account 
of sui-h destination, in order to evade the production of 
the nianifestB, the master shall for every snch neglect, 
refaaal, or offense, be liable to a penalty of not more than 
five Luudred dollars. If any officer first coming on board, 
in each case, shall neglect or refuse to certity on the back 
of such manifests the production thereof, and the delivery 
of such copies respectively as are dii-ected to be delivered 
to such officer, such officer shall be liable to a penalty of 
Ave hundred dollars. 

The officers who may apply to the master of any such 
vessel, respecting any of the provisions in the preceding 
sections, and who shall not receive full satisfaction therein, 
are hereby required to make a return in writing of the name 
of the vessel and master so offending, in any or all of the 
particulars so required, as soon as i>ossibIe, to the collector 
of the district to which such vessel shall be considered to 
be bound. 

Upon the entry of every vessel of the United States from 
any foreign port, the master thereof shall make return, mi 
oath, showing that he has promptly delivered at such for- 
eign port, all mails placed ou board of the vessel under his 
command before clearance from the United States. And 
in case the master shall fail to make such oath, showing 
that he has delivered the mails placed ou board his vessel 
in good faith, the vessel shall not be entitled to the privi- 
leges of a vessel of the United States. 

No vessel arriving within any port or collection-diatrict ! 
of the United States shall be allowed to make entry or 
break bulk until all letters on board are delivered at the 
nearest ])ost office, and the master thereof has signed and 
sworn to the following declaration, before the collector or 
other proper customs officer : 

"I, A.B., master of the , arriving from , and 

now lying in the jmrt of , do solemnly swear (or affirm) 

that I have, to the lieet of ray knowledge and belief, deliv- 
', at the post-office at , every letter, and every

And any master who Khali break bnik before he has 
delivered such letters shall be liable to n jieiialty of not more 
thau one huudred dollars, recoverable, oue-hall' to tlje oMi- 
cer makbig the seizure, and the other to tlie use of the 
United States. 

It shall be unlawful for auy merehaut ship or other ves- 
sel from aiiy foreign |)ort or place to enter any port of the 
United States est-ept in accordance with the provisions of 
ttiis a«t and with such rules aud regulations of State and 
municipal health authorities as may be made in pursuance 
of, or consistent with, this act; and any such vessel which 
shall enter, or attempt t<» enter, a port of the United States 
in violation thereof shall forfeit to the United States a sum, 
to be awarded in the discietion of the court, not exceeding 
live thousand dollars, which shall be a lien u|}on said ves- 
sel, to be recovered by i»roceedings iu the proi>er district 
court of the United States. 

It shall not be lawful to make entry of any vei-sel which 
sliall arrive within the United States, from any foreign 
port, or of the cargo on board such vessel, elsewhere than 
at one of the ports of entry designated in chapter one of 
this Title (XXXIV^j; nor to unlade the cargo, or any part 
thereof, elsewhere than at one of the ports of delivery 
therein designnted, except that every port of entry shall be 
also a port of delivery. This section shall not prevent the 
master or couiinauder of any vessel from making entry with 
the collector of any district iu which such vessel may be 
owned, or from which she may have sailed on the voyage 
from which she shall then have returned. 

Vessels which are not vessels of the United States shall 
be admitted to unlade only at ports of entry established by 
law; and no such vessel shall be adnnttcd to make entry 
in any other district than iu the one in which she shall he 
admitted to uulade. 

The master of every vessel bound to a port of delivery 
only, in any district, shall first come to at the port of entry 
of such district, with his vessel, and there make report and 
entry in writing, and pay all duties renpired by law, port 
fees and charges, before such vessel shall proceed to her 
port of delivery. Any master of a vessel who shall jiro 
ceed to a port of delivery contrary to such directions shall 
be liable to a penalty of five hundred dollars, to be recov- 
ered with costs of suit. 

If any vessel, having arrived within the limits of any col- 
lectiou district, from any foreign port, departs, or attempts 
to depart froui the same, unless to proceed on her way to 
some more interior district to which she may be bound, 
before report or entry shall have been made by the master 
with the collector of some district, the master shall be liable 
to a penalty of four hundred dollars; and any collector, 
naval officer, surveyor, or commander of any revenue cutter 
may canse such vessel to be arrested and brought back to 
the most convenient port of the United States. If, bow- 
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ever, it ia made to appear by the oath of tbe umHter, and 
of tliu person next iii coinmand, or by otLer sufticieut proof 
to tlje satisfaction of the collector of the district within 
which such vessel shall afterwards come, or to thesatiRfac- 
tiou of the court in which the prosecution for such penalty 
may be had, that the departure or attempt to depart was 
occiisiooed by stress of weather, pursuit or duress of ene- 
mies, or other necessity, the penalty imposed by this section 
shall not be incnrred, 

Within twentyfonr hours after the arrival of any vessel, 'if>-277i. 
from any foreign port, at any port of the United Stales 
established bylaw, at which an ofUcer of thecnstonis resides, 
or within aiiyharbor, inlet, or creek thereof, if tbe hours of 
business at the oUice of the chief officer of the customs at 
such port will permit, or as soon thereafter as such hours 
will permit, the master shall repair to such oflice, and make 
report to the chief officer of the arrival of the vessel ; and 
be shall, within forty-eight hours after such arrival, make 
a further report in writing, to the collector of the district, 
which report shall be in the form, and shall (contain all the 
particuiars required to be inserted iu, and verified like, a 
manifest. Every master who shall neglect or omit to make 
either of such reports and declaratious, or to verity such 
declaration as re<iuired, or shall not fully comply with the 
true intent and meaning of this sfction, shall, for eacli 
ofl'ense, be liable to a penalty of one thousand dollars. 

Themaster of any vessel having on board distilled spirits, n-f-arrs. 
or wines, shall, within forty-eight hours after his arrival, 
whether thesame be lit the first port of arrival of such ves- 
sel or not, in addition to the re^juirements of the preceding 
section, report in writing to the surveyor or officer acting 
as inspector of the revenue of tbe port at which he has 
arrived, the foreign port ironi which he last sailed, the 
name oi'his vessel, his own name, the tonnage and denomi- 
nation of such vessel, and to what nation belonging, 
together with the quantity and kinds of siiirits and wines, 
on boaid of the vessel, particularizing the number of casks, 
vessels, cases, or other packages containing the same, with 
their marks and numbers, as also the quantity and kinds 
of spirits and wines, on board such vessel as sea-stores, and 
in default thereof he shall be liable to a penalty of five hun- 
dred dollars, and any spirits omitted to be reported shall 
be forfeited. 

SO. Special manifest for Treasury Department. 

On and after July first, eighteen hundred and ninety- j^*'"^- ^' " 
five, each master of a vessel arriving in the United Stsites' 
from a foreign port except vessels carrying traffic in bond 
on transfer ierries shall, immediately upon landing and 
before entering his vessel at the custom-house, mail to the 
Auditor tor the Treasury Department, Washington, a true 
copyof the manifest of his vessel, and shall on entering his 
vessel make affidavit that he has mailed such copy and that 
the same is true and correct; and he shall also nuiil to the 
said Auditor a true copy of the corrected manifest filed on 
any jwst entry of his vessel. Any nia.iter who neglects or 
3637 T 
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refiises to mail to tbe Auditor the required copy of the 
original or corrected manifest shall be subjei-t to the »ame 
fines and penalties fixed by law for hia failure to deliver 
the nianifeat of hia vessel t« the collector: 

Provided, That this section sliall not apply to ports where 
there ia a naval oliicer. 

81. Bond for re-export. 

Any veaael may proceed with any merchandise brought 
ill her, and, in the manifest deli verefl to the collector of tbe 
customa, reported aa destined for any foreign port, from the 
diatriot within which such vessel shall drat arrive to auoh 
foreign port without paying or securing the payment of 
any duties upon such merchandise as shall be actually r& 
exported in the vessel. But the manifest so declaring to 
re-export such merchandise ahall be delivered to such col- 
lector within forty eight boura after the arrival of the 
vessel. And the master of suob vessel shall give bond as 
required by the next aection. 

Provided, That veasels arriving at a port of entry in the 
United iStates, laden with coal, salt, railroad-iron, and other 
like articles in bulk, may proceed to places within that col- 
lection district to be specially designated by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, by general regulations or otherwise, under 
the superintendence of customs olficers, at tbe expense of 
the parties interested, for the purpose of unlading cargoes 
of the character before mentioned. 

The master of any vessel so destined for a foreign port 
shall give bond, with one or more sureties, in a sum equal 
to the amount of the duties upon the merchandise, aa the 
same shall be estimated by the collector and naval officer 
of the {K>rt where the report shall be made, to the satisfac- 
tion of the collector, with condition that the merchandise, 
or any part thereof, shall not be landed within the United 
States, unless due entry thereof shall have been first made 
and the duties thereupon paid, according to law. Such 
bond shall be taken for the same [leriod, and canceled in 
like manner, as a bond given for obtaining drawback of 
duties. No snch bond shall be required in respect to mer- 
chandise on board of any vessel which has put into the 
United States from a necessity, shown as prescribed in 
section twenty-seven hundred and seventy-three. 

The collector receiving any bond conditioned for tie 
payment of duties upon merchandise reported as destined 
for a foreign port, in case the same shall be landed within 
the United States, or any other bonds taken upon the 
esportation of merchandise entitled to drawback, shall 
immediately after the time when by the conditions of the 
aame they ought to be canceled, put the same in suit, pro- 
vided the proof of the occurrence of such a necessity as 
excuses a landing of such goods within the United StateiS 
has not been produced, or further time granted therefor by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 
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82. Delitery of cargo in nwious districts. 

Any vessel in wbicli aiiyDiertiliaiiiliae is brought into 1 lie it «.2J''ii. 
United States from any foreign port, and whieli is siiecifled 
in the niauifeet vcrJIied before the colleetor of the port in 
which such vessel first arrives, to be destined for other dis- 
tricts, way proceed with tlie same from district to district 
within the United States, in order to the landing or delivery 
thereof; and the duties on such of the merchandise only 
as shall be lande<l in any district shall be paid within such 
district. 

Before any vessel departs from the district in which she "• i^- ''tbo- 
shall first arrive for another district, provided such depar- 
ture is not within forty-eight hours after her arrival within 
such district, with mercliandine brought in such vessel from 
a foreign jKirt on which the duties have not been paid, the 
master shall obtain from tlie collector of the district from 
which she is about to dejiart, who ia hereby required to 
grant the same, a copy of the report and manifest made by 
such master, certified by the collector, to which copy shall 
be annesed a certificate of the quantity and particulars of 
the merchandise which appears to him to have bei'n lande^l 
within his district, or of the quantity and particulars of 
the merchandise which remains on board and upon which 
the duties are to be paid in some other district. 

Witiiin twenty- four hours after the arrival of such vessel n.s.,i!7ai. 
within any other district, the master shall make rejwrt or 
entry to or with the collector of such other district, pro- 
ducing and showing the certified copy of his first report, 
together with a certificate from each collector of any other 
district within which any of the merchandise, brought in 
such vessel, has been landed, of the quantity and partic- 
ulars of such mercfaiindiNe as has been lauded in each dis- 
trict respectively. 

The master shall, however, first give bond, with one or b.s.,i7m. 
more sureties, to the satisfaction of the collector of Ihe dis- 
trict within which the vessel first arrives, in a sum equal to 
the amount of the duties on the residue of the merchan- 
dise, according to such estimate as the collector shall form 
thereof, with condition that the residue of such merchan 
dise shall be duly entere4:l and delivered in another district 
for which the same has been reported to be destined. 

The bond shall be canceled or discharged within six >!.s-,^78a. 
caleudar months from the date thereof, by the production 
of certificates from the collectors of the districts for which 
the merchandise has been reported, showing the due entry 
and delivery of the merchandise in such districts, or upon 
due proof to the satisfaction of the collector by whom the 
bond was taken, and to the naval officer of the port, if any, 
that such entry and delivery were prevented by some 
unavoidable accident or casualty, and if the whole or any 
part of the merchandise has not been lost, that it has been 
duly entered and delivered within the United States. 

If the master of any sur;h vessel fails by his neglect or r.s..2tm. 
fault to obtain the copy of his report from the collector of t 

the district from which he is about to depart, or any certifl- I 

cate which he ought to obtain, or neglects to exhibit the ' 
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same to tbe collector of any otber <liBtriot to wliich tlie vea- 
eel afterward proceeds, witliin tlie time for tliat purpose 
allowed, lie shall be liable to a penalty, for every such leg- 
lect or omisaiou, of live liundred dollars. 

83. Production of documents. 

The register, or otlier dwmiueut hi lien tliereof, togetlier 
with the clearance and iithei' papers granted by the ofiicers 
of the cnstoms to a vessel at her departure from the port 
Ironi whence she may have arrived, Mediterranean pass- 
ports excepted, shall previous to entry be produced to the 
collector with whom stii^h entry is to be made, aud shall 
remain in his office; and on the cle^rai>ce of such vessd 
the register and other documents shall be returned to the 
master or owucr of such vessel, 

84. Vessels enempt from entr/. 

It shall not be necessary for tiie master of any vessel of 
war, or of any vessel employed by any prince, or state, as 
a public ]iacket for the conveyance of letters and dispatches, 
and not permittee! by the laws of such prince or state to be 
employed in the transportation of meichandise, in the way 
of trade, to make report and entry,' 

Vessels used exclusively as ferry-boats carrying passen- 
gers, baggage, and merchandise, shall not be retiuired to 
eater and clear, nor shall the masters of such vessels he 
required to present manifests, or to pay entrance or clear- 
ance fees, or fees for receiving or certifying manifests, but 
they shall, upon arrival in the United States, be required 
to report such baggage and merchandise to the proper 
offlcer of the customs according to law. 

Enrolled or licensed vessels engaged in the foreign and 
coasting trade on the northern, northeastern and north- 
western frontiers of the United States, departing from or 
arriving at a port in one district to or from a port in another 
district, and also touching at intermediate foreign ports, 
shall not thereby become liable to the payment of entry 
and clearance fees, or tonnage tax, as if from or to foreign 
X)ortB; but such vessels shall, notwithstanding, be required 
to enter and clear. 

83. Importation at special ports. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreign country into the iM>rt of Albany, upon the 
Hudson Kiver, in New York, such merchandise may be 
entered at any port of entry and thereafter transported to 
Albany, upon compliance with sections twenty-eight hun- 
dred and twenty-flve to twenty-eight hundred and thirty- 
one, inclusive. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreign country into the port of Augusta, upon the 
Savannah Kiver, in Georgia, such merchandise may be 
entered at the port of Savannah and thereafter transported, 
either by the river or by railroad, to Augusta, upon com- 
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pliaiice witli sections tiventy-eiKlit ImndrPtl and tweuty- 
Hve to tweDty-eiglit bniidreil and thirty one. inclusive. 

Wlieu any merchandise is intenileil to be imported from 
any foreign country into tlie port of Palatka, upon the 
Saint John's Hiver, in Florida, micli m^ctaandise may be 
entered at Saint .lohu's, and tbeieafter transported to 
Pilatka npon compliance with sections twenty-eight hun- 
dred and twenty-live to twenty eight hundred and tliirty- 
one, inclusive. 

When any nierL-handise is intended to be importeti from 
any foreign country to tlie port of Bayport.in Florida, sui-h 
merchandise may be entered at Cedar Keys, and thereafter 
transported to Biiyport, upon compliance with sections 
twenty-eight hundred anif twenty-five to twenty-eight 
hundred and thirty-one, inclusive. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreign country into the port of Selma, upon the Ala- 
bama Hiver, in Alabama, such merchandise may be entered 
at Mobile, and thereafter trari8port«d to Selma, upon com- 
pliance with sections twenty -vight hundred and twenty-five 
to twenty-eiglit hundred and thirty-one, inclusive. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreign country into the port of Houston, npon EufTalo 
Bayon, in Texas, such merchandise may be entered at the 
port of Galveston and tberealter transported to Houston, 
npon compliance with sections twenty-eight hundred and 
twenty Ave to twenty-eight hundred and thirty-one, inclu- 
sive. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreiffn country into either of the following ports of 
delivery, being jwrts n{>on the Mississippi Kiver and its 
tributaries, namely, Pittsburgh, in Pennsylvania; Wheel- 
ing, in West Virginia; Cincinnati, in Ohio; Lonisville, iu 
Kentucky; Saint Louis, in Missouri; and Nashville, in Ten- 
nessee; and Portsmouth, iu Ohio, such merchandise may . 
be eutered at the port of New Orleans, or at either of such 
ports of entry on tlie seaboard as may be designated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and thereafter transported to 
the port of delivery for which the same is intended, by 
such inland routes iis the Secretary of the Treasury may 
designate, under such rules and regulations not inconsist- 
ent with law as he may prescribe, in compliance with sec- 
tions tweut.v-eight hundred and twenty -five to twenty-eight 
hundred and thirty-one, inclusive, and suttject to the for- 
feitures and penalties therein mentioned. 

When any merchandise is intended to be imported from 
any foreign country into either of the following porta of 
delivery, namely : Parkersburgh, in West "Virginia; Padu- 
cab, in Kentucky; Saint Joseph and Kansas City, in Mis- 
souri; Memphis, iu Tennessee; Alton, Cruleou, Qoiocy, and 
Cairo, in Illinois; Evansville, New Albany, Madison, and 
JeH'ersonville, in Indiana; Keokuk, Diibuijue, and Burling- 
ton, in Iowa; Lejivenworth, in Kansas, and Omaha, in 
Nebraska, such merchandise may be entered at the port of 
New Orleans, and thereafter transported to the jiort of 
delivery for which the same is intended, in compliance with 
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sections twenty eigbtbandred and twenty-five to twenty- 
vigbt liiindred nnd thirty-one, inclattive, and subject t(i the 
forfeitures and penalties tUeivia mentinned. 

The importer of any merchiiadise destined for any of the 
ports mentionediu the nine preceding sections shall deposit 
io the custody of the surveyor of nuch port of delivery a 
scbednlc of tlte goods so intended to be imported, with an 
estimate of their cost at tlie place of esportation, where- 
ui>ou the surveyor shall make an estimate of the amount 
of duties accruing on tbe same, and tbe importer or con- 
HJguee shall give bond, with sufficient snreties, to be ap- 
proved by the surveyor, in double the amount of tbe duties 
8o estimated, conditioned for the paymeut of the duties on 
such merchandise, ascertained as hereinafter directed; and 
the surveyor shall forthwith notify the collector at the port 
of entry for the oollectiou -district t6 which such port of 
delivery is attjiched, of the same, by forwarding to him a 
copy of bond and schedule. 

The importer, or his agent, may enter merchandise at the 
port of entry for the collection district into which it is to be 
inipoi'ted in the usual manner; and the collector shall grant 
a permit for the landing thereof, and cause the duties to be 
ascertained as in other cases, the goods remaining in the 
custody of the collector until reshipped for the place of des- 
tination. The collector sliall certify to the surveyor .it such 
place the amount of such duties, which the surveyor shall 
enter on the margin of the bond given to secure tbe same; 
and the merchandise shall be delivered by the collector to 
the agent of the importer or consignee, duly authorized lo 
receive tbe same, for shipment to the place of destination. 

The master or conductor of every vessel or vehicle in 
which sucb merchandise shall be transported, shall, previ- 
ously to departure from the port of entry, deliver to the 
collector duplicate manifests of such merchandise, specify- 
ing (he marks and numbers of every case, bag, box, chest, 
or pai'kage, contHiiiing the same, with the name and place 
of residence of every importer or consignee of such met-- 
cbandise, and the quantity shipped to each, to be by him 
subscribed, and to the truth of which he shall swear, and 
that tbe merchandise has been received on board his vessel 
or vehicle, stating the name of the agent who shipped the 
same; and the collector shall certify the facts, on the mani- 
fests, one of which he shall return to the master, with a per- 
mit thereto annexed, authorizing him to proceed to tbe place 
of his destination. 

If any vessel or vehicle having such merchaudise on 
board shall depart from the iwrt of entry without having 
complied with the provisions of the preceding section, the 
master or conductor thereof shall be liable to a penalty of 
live hundred dollars. 

The master or conductor of any such vessel or vehicle 
arriving at either of the ports named in sections twenty- 
eight hundred and sixteen to twenty-eight hundred and 
twenty-four, inclusive, on board of which merchandise 
shall have been shipped at such i>ort of entry, shall, within 
eighteen hours next after the arrival, and previously to 
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nnlcrading uny part of such merchandiBe, deliver to tbe 
surveyor of such port thu inantfeBtol' tbe same, certified 
by tbe collector, at tlie port of entry, and »ball make oath 
liefore tbe sarveyor that there was not, wben be departed 
tram tlie port of CLtry, any more or otiier mercbaadise on 
board sucb boat, vessel, or vehicle so imported than is 
therein mentioned. If the master of Hiicb vessel or vehicle 
shall neglect or refuse to deliver the mauifests within the 
time herein directed, he shall be liable to a penalty of one 
hundred dollars.' 

The surveyor at the port of delivery shall cause the J 
casks, bags, boxes, chests, or jiackages, to be inspected, 
and compared with the manifests, and the same being 
identihed he shall grant a permit for unloading the same, 
or such part thereof as the master or conductor shall 
request; and when a part only of such merchandise is 
intended to be lauded the surveyor shall make an indorse- 
ment on the back of the mauifests, desiguating snch part, 
specifying the articles to be laudeil, and shall return the 
manil'esta to the master or conductor, indorsing thereon 
hie permission to such vessel or vehicle to proceed to the 
place of its destination. 

The collector at such port of entry shall permit no entry : 
to be made of merchandise, where the duty on the same 
shall exceed the amount of the bond deposited with tbe 
sarveyor, nor shall the surveyor receive the bond of any 
person for a sum less than fifty dollars. When the bond 
has been completed, and the actual amount of duty ascer- 
tained and certihed on the margin, the surveyor of the port 
where the bond is taken shall collect said duties and pay 
the same into the Treasury of the United States. 

All vefsels proceeding to the porta of Natchez or Vicks- 
burgh irom any foreign port shall stop and report their 
arrival at the port of New Orleans; and before any such 
vessel shall proceed on her voyage to Niitche/. or Yicka- 
burgh the collector for the district of New Orleans shall 
order on board any such vessel a custom-house officer, who 
shall remain on board such vessel until her arrival at 
Natchez ot Vicksburgh. Such custom-houso ofBeer shall 
take possession of and safely keep all the papers belonging 
to such vessel having relation to the freight or cargo on 
board, which papers he shall deliver to the collector at 
Natchez or Vicksburgh immediately alter his arrival at 
that port; and any such vessel, which shall depart from 
New Orleans without such customhouse officer on board, 
shall be subject to all the pains and penalties provided for 
by law for a violation of the revenue laws. 

The expenses of the custom-house officer who may be 
put on board any such vessel bound for Natchez or Vicks- 
burgh at New Orleans, from the time of his being put on 
board until his return to New Orleans, shall be paid by the 
owner of such vessel. 

Collectors and surveyors, respectively, may, whenever 
liltey judge it to be necessary for the security of the reve- 
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tiue, put ati iiispG<^Uir of ttie customs on boiird any vessel, 
to accoiiipauy tlie same until her arrival at tlie lirst iwrtof 
eutry or delivery, in tbe district to whicli sucli vessel may 
be destined. If tlie niaster of any vessel shall neglect or 
omit to deposit a manifest as herein prescribed, or sliall 
refuse to receive au inspector of the customs on board, as 
the case requires, he shall forfeit and i>ay live linudred 
dollars, to be recovered wilh cost of suit, one-half for tbe 
use of the officer with whom such manifest ought to have 
been deposited, and the other half ti> the use of the col- 
lector of the district to which such vessel may be bound. 
If, however, the manifest sliall, in either of the above cases, 
have been previously delivered to any officer of the cus- 
toms, pursuant to the provisions hereinafter made in that 
behalf, the depositing of a manifest shall not be necessary. 
The master of any vessel arriving within the districts of 
Petersburgh or Kichmond, laden with merchandise, belong- 
ing or consigned to persons resident within both the dis- 
tricts, shall make entry of such vessel, in manner already 
prescribed by law, with the collector of that district 
wherein the owner or consignee, or the husband or acting 
manager of such vessel, shall actually reside; and the mas- 
ter shall, at the time of making the entry, deliver a dupli- 
cate manifest of the cargo to the collector, whose duty it 
shall then be to certify the same as a true copy, and to 
transmit it to the collector of the other district, and the 
delivery of such merchandise shsill be authorized by per- 
mits from the collector of each district, respectively, in 
which the same has been duly entered according to law. 
No importer, owner, or consignee of merchandise, residing 
in either district, shall, however, be admitted to make an 
entry of such merchandise with the collector of the district 
in which such importer, owner, or consignee does not reside. 
All entries, moreover, for merchandise, made by agents, 
for persons residing iu other districts, shall be made witb 
the collector of the district in which such vessel may 
discliarge. 



In order to ascertain what articles ought to be exempt ■ 
from duty as the sea stores of a vessel, the master shiil! 
particularly specify the articles, in the report or manifest to 
be by him made, designating them as the sea-stores of such 
vessel; and in the oath to be taken by such master, on mak- 
ing such report, he shall declare that the articles so speci- 
lied as sea-stores are truly such, and are not intended by 
way of merchandise or for sale; whereupon the articles 
shall be free from duty. 

Whenever it appears to the collector to whom a report 
and manifest of sea-stores are delivered, together with the 
naval officer, where there is one, or alone, where there is 
no naval officer, that the quantities of the articles, or any 
part thereof, reported as sea-stores, are excessive, the col- 
lector, jointly with the naval officer, or alone, as the case may 
be, may in his discretion estimate the amount of the duty 
on such excess; which shall be forthwith paid by the mas- 
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ter, to tlie (wllector, oq puiu ot forfeiting the value of sach 
e.\(-es8. 

If any other or greater quantity of articles are found on 
board Bucli veasel ha sea stores tlian are specified in iiu 
entry of sea-fitorea, or it' any of ttie articles are landed with- 
out a permit ttrst obtained from the collector, and naval 
officer if any, for that imrpnsfi, all such articles us are not 
included in the report or manifest by tlie master, and all 
which are landed without a permit, shall be forfeited, and 
may be seized ; and the master shall moreover be liable to 
a penalty of treble the value of the articles omitted or 
lauded. 

Sea stores and the legitimate etinipment of vessels 
belonging to regular lines plying between foreign ports and^ 
the United States delayed in port tor any cause may be 
transferred in such port of the United States under the 
supervision of the customs officers from one vessel to 
another vessel of the same owner without payment of 
duties, bnt duties must be paid on such stores or equip- 
ments landed for cx)nsumption, except American products. 

The master of any vessel propelled by steam, arriving at 
any port in the United States, may retain all the coal such 
vessel may have on board at the time of her arrival, and 
may proceed with such coal to a foreign port, without being 
required to laud the same in the United States or to pay 
any duty thereon, 

87. Owner's or consignee's entry of merchandise. 

The owner or consignee of any merchandise on board of 
any such vessel [arriving from a foreign port\, or, in case 
of his absence or siclinesB, his knowu agent or factor in 
his name, shall, within flfttien days after the report of the 
mastei- to the collector of the district for which such mer- 
chandise shall be destined, make entry thci-eof iu writing 
with the collector, and shall in such entry specify the name 
of the vessel and of her master, in which, and the port or 
place from which such merchandise was imported, the par- 
ticular marks, numbers, denominations, and prime cost, 
including charges of each particular package or parcel 
whereof the entry shall consist, or, if in bulk, the quantity, 
quality, and prime cost, inchidiug charges thereof, particu- 
larly specifying the species of money in which the invoices 
thereof are made out. Such entry shall be subscribed by 
the person making it, if the owner or consignee, in his own 
uame, or, if another persou, in bis name as agent or factor, 
for the owner opconsignee. The person making such entry 
shall also produce to the collector and naval ofllcer, if any, 
the original invoices of the merchandise, or other docu- 
ments received in lieu thereof, or concerning the same, in 
the same state in which they were received, with the bills 
of lading for the same; which invoices shall be signed by 
the persons in the offices of the collector and naval officer 
who have compared and examined tiiem.'

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"' All luerchaudise Jin[)orted into the Uoitecl States shftU, 
for tbe purpose of tliis act, be deemed aud held to be tbe 
properly of tlie person to whom tlie nierchatidise may be 
cousigned; but the holder of auy bill of lading eonsigued 
to order and indorsed by tlie consignor shall be deemed 
the cuRSignee thereof; and in case of the abaiidonmenl of 
any merchaudine to the underwriters the latter may be 
recogni/.edasthe cousignee.' 

All oiiths to betaken upon making of any of the reports 
or entries, or respecting any of the acts nientionecl in this 
chapter [ch. 4], whether by a master of any vessel, or the 
owner or cousignee of auy merchandise, his factor or agent, 
or by any other person, shall be administered by the col- 
lector, or officer to or with whom the report or entry is made, 
and shall be reduced to writing, and subscribed by the 
[lersou taking and by the person administering the oath. 

Whenever any etitry is made with the collector of any 
district, of merchandise imported into the United ^tat^ 
subject to duty, by any agent, factor, or persou, other than 
the person to whom it belongs, or to whom it is ultimately 
consigned, the eollector shall take a bond with sui'ety from 
such ageut, factor, or person, in the penal sum of one thou- 
aand dollars, with condition that the actual owner or t^u- 
signee of such merchandise shall deliver to the collector a 
full and correct account of the merchandise imported by 
him, or for him on his own account, or consigned to his 
care, in the same manner and form as required in respect 
to an entry previous to the landing of merchandise; which 
account shall be verified [accordmg to laicj as in the case 
of an eutry.^ In case of the payment of trie duties at the 
time of entry, by any factor or agent, on the mercbandise 
entered by him, the condition of the boad shall be to pro-, 
duce the account of the i)roper owner, or consignee, veri- 
fied in manner ua before directed, within ninety days from 
tbe date of such bond. 

Where the particulars of any merchandise are unknown, 
in lieu of the entry prescribed by section twenty-seven 
hundred and eighty-five, an entry thereof shall be made 
and received according to the circumstances of the ease; 
the party making the same declaring upon oath all that he 
knows or believes concerning the quality iiud particulars 
of the merchandise, and that he has no other knowledge 
or information concerning the same. 

Whenever an entry of merchandise is imperfect, for want 
of invoices, bills of lading, or for any other cause, the col- 
lector shall take the merchandise into his custody, until 
tbe quantity, i|uality, or value thereof, as the case may 
require, can be ascertained. 

livery imimrter of distilled spirits or wines, or person t« 
whom distilled spirits or wines are consigned, shall make a 
separate and additional entry thereof specifying the name 
of the vessel and tier master, in which, and tbe place irom 
which, such spirits or wines were imported, together with

tbe qaantity and quality thereof, ami a particiihir detail 
of tbe casks or receptacles containing the name, with their 
marlis and numberm; such entry shall be subscribed by 
the person making tlie same, for hiuself, or in behalf of the 
person for whom such entry is made, and shall be certilied 
by the collector, before whom it is maile, as a trne copy, 
and conformable to the general entry before directed, in 
respect to all distilled spirits and wines therein contained; 
such entry thus certilied shall be transmitted to the sar- 
veyor or officer acting as inspector of tlie revenue for the 
port where it is intended to commence the delivery of snch 
spirits or wines. 

That all provisions of law relating to the re importation g^|i '■ 
of any goods of domestic growth or manufacture which 
were originally liable to an internal revenue tax shall be, 
as far as applicable, enforced against any domestic wines 
sought to be re-imported; and duty shall be levied and 
collected uiwii the same when re-imported, as an original 
importation. 

Articles, not merchandise intended for sale, not exceed- Jhhbb,! 
ing five hundred dollars in value, imported in packages not 
exceeding one hnndred pounds in weight, in vessels of the 
United States, may be 8pe<ially delivered t» and appraised 
at the public stores, and the entry thereof liquidated by the 
collector under such regulations as the Secretary of tlie 
Treasury may prescribe, and after saeh appraisement and 
liquidation may be delivered, upon payment of the liqui- 
dated duties under the bond provided for in this Act, to 
express companies or other duly incorporated inland car- 
riers bonded for the transportation of appraised or nuap- 
praised mercliandise between the several ports in the United 
States: 

I'rorided, That not more than one snch consignment to 
one ultimate consignee from the same consignor shall be 
imported in any one vessel: 

And provided, Thut the on>;iDal appraisement of and 
liquidation of duties on such importations shall be final 
against the owner, importer, agent, or consignee, except in 
tbe case of manifest clerical errors, as provided for in sec- 
tion twenty-lour of the Act of June tenth, eighteen hundred 
and ninety: 

Provided, That nothing contained in this Ait shall apply 
to explosives, or any other article the importsition of which 
^ prohibited by law. 

That, such express companies or other inland carriers se&z. 
sliatl bo responsible to the United States under bond for 
the safe delivery of such articles to the ultimate consignee: 

Provided, That if any package shall not be delivered to 
the ultimate consignee by the express company or other 
inland carrier, and shall be returned to thecollector of the 
port where such articles are entered under the provisions 
of this Act within ninety days from the date of importation 
intact, the collector shall take charge of such package and 
dispose of it as unclaimed merchandise, and the duties, 
including additional duties, if any, under section seven of 
the Act of June tenth, eighteen hundred and ninety, paid 
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shall be refuuded by the Secretary of the TreasTiry ont of 
any moneys in the Treasnry not otherwise appropriated; 
aud the expresB company or other Inland carriers shall bn 
relievedof any liability tberet'ornnder its boud; aud before 
any express company or other inland carrier shall be per- 
mitted to receive and transpoi?t any such articles they shall 
become bound to the United States in sncb bonds, in such 
form and amount, aud with such conditions not inconsist- 
ent with law as the Secretary of the Treasury may require. 

SfS- Thiit articles transported under the provisions of thia 

Act shall be corded and sealed in such manner as shall 
from time to time be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury ; aud the collector of the port of first aiiival shall 
retain in his oflice a permanent record of such merchandise 
so forwarded. 

s«-i. That such packages may be consigned to aud entered by 

the agents of the express couipauy or other iuland carrier 
or steamsnip company, who shall at the time of entiy state 
the ultimate consignee, and in all cases where a certified or 
other invoice is now required by law such invoice maybe 
attached to or inclosed in the package, under such regula- 
tions as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe; anil 
the delivery of such articles to the express company or 
other iuland carrier Rhall not be delayed because of the 
nonarrival of the triplicate invoice, but the ultimate col- 
siguee shall be liable for any increased duty found duo on 
r el iq nidation, if any, after receipt of said merchandise from 
the express company or other inland carrier or steamship 
company making entry under this Act; aud the provisions 
of section twenty-eight hundred and fifty-seven, Eevised 
Statutes, shall uot apply to importations nnder this Act. 

K.8.,a»8. Ill estimating the allowance for tare on all chests, boxes, 

cases, casks, bags, or other envelope or covering of all arti- 
cles imported liable to pay any duty, where the original 
invoice is produced at the time of making entry thereof, 
and the tare shall he specified therein, the collector, if he 
sees fit, or the collector and naval officer, if any, if they see 
fit, may, with the consent of the consignees, estimate the 
tare according to such invoice; but in all other cases the 
real tare shall be allowed, and may be as<;ertained under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may from 
time to time prescribe; but in no case shall there be any 
allowance for draught. 

88, Packed packages. 
May 1, isTo. A sepiirate entry may be made of one or more packages 
contained in an importation of packed packages consigned 
to one importer or consignee, and concerning which packed 
packages, no invoice, or statement of contents or valaes, 
has been received. 

Every such entry shall contain a declaration of the whole 
number of parcels oontaiTied in such original packed pack- 
age; aud shall embrace all the goods, wares, and merchan- 
dise imported in one vessel atone time tor one and the same 
at^tual owner, or ultimate cousiguee. 
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That the importer, consignee, or Ltgent's oath prescribed 
by seetiou twenty-eight hundred and forty-one of the 
Revised Statutes, ici hereby moditled for the purposes of 
this Act, 80 as to require the importer, consignee or agent 
to declare therein that the entry contains an account of all 

the goods imported in the whereof 

is miister, from for account of which 

oath BO modified, shall iu each case, be taken on the entry 
of one or more packages contained in an original ])ackage. 

But nothing iu this act contained shall be construed to 
relieve the imjKirter, consignee, or agent Ironi ]iroducing 
the oath of the owner or ultimate consignee in every case, 
HOW required by law; or to provide that an importation 
may consist of less than the wltole nnmber of parcels con- 
tained iu any packed package, or packed packages con- 
signed in one vessel at one time, to one importer, consignee 
or agent. 



All invoices shall be made out in the weights or measures 
of the country or place from whit^h the importation is made, 
and shall contain a true statement of the actual weights or 
measures of such merchandise, without any respect to the 
weights or measures of the United States. 

That all invoices of imported merchandise shall be made 
out in the currency of the place or country from whence the 
importations shall be made or if purchased in the currency 
iictually paid therefor, shall contain a correct description 
of such merchandise, and shall be made iu triplicate or in 
quadruplicate in case of merchandise intended for imme- 
diate transportation without appraisement, and signed by 
the person owning or shipping the same, if the merchan- 
dise has been actually purchased, or by the manufa^itnrer 
or owner thereof, if the same has been procured otherwise 
thau by purchase, or by the duly authorized agent of such 
purchaser, manufacturer, or owner. 

That all such invoices shall, at or before the shipment of 
the merchandise, be produced to the consul, viceconsul, or 
commercial agent of the United States of the consular dis- 
trict in which the merchandise was manufactured or pur- 
chased as the case may be, for export to the United States, 
and shall have indorsed thereon, when so ])roduced, a dec- 
laration signed by the i)urchaser, manufacturer, owner, or 
agent, setting forth that the invoice is in all respects cor- 
rect and true, and was made at the place from which the 
merchandise is to be exported to the United States; that 
it contains, if the merchandise was obtained by purchase, 
a true and full stat«ment of the time when, the place wliere, 
the person from whom the same was purchased, and the 
actual cost thereof and of all charges thereon, as provided 
by this act; and that do discounts, bounties, or drawbacks 
are contained iu the invoice but such as have been actually 
allowed thereon; and when obtained in any other manner 
than by purchase, the actual market value or wholesale 
price thereof at the time of exportation to the United States 
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in tbe principal markets of tlie ooaiitry from whence ex- 
iKtrted ; that such actual market value is the price at which 
the merchanilise described iu the iuvoiee is freely offfered for 
sale to all purchasers in said markets, and that it is the 
price which themauuHictureror owner making the declara- 
tiun would have receivetl, and was willing to receive, for 
such meruhandise sold in the ordinary course of trade, iu 
the usual wholesale quautities, and that it includes all 
charges thereon as provided hy this act; and the actual 
quantity thereof; and that no different invoice of the mer- 
chandise mentioned in the invoice so produced has been or 
will be furnished to any one. 

If the merchandise was actually purchased, the declara- 
tion shall also contain a statement that the currency in 
which such invoice is matleout is that which was actually 
paid fur the meruhandise by the purchaser. 

That, exuept in case of ]>crsonal effects accompanying the 
passenger, no importationofany merchandise exceeding one 
huudreddollai'sindutiablevalDe shall be admitted to entry 
without tbe production of a daly-certiGed invoice thereof 
as requireil by law, or of an affida^'it mode by the owner, 
importer, or consignee, before the collector or his deputy, 
showing why it is impracticable to produce such invoice; 
and no entry shall be miule in the absence of a certified 
invoice, npon affidavit as aforesaid, unless such affidavitbe 
accomiMtnied by a statement iu the form of an invoice, or 
otherwise, showing the actual cost of such merchandise, if 
purchased, or if ot>laiued otherwise than by purchase, tbe 
actual market value or wholesale price thereof at the time 
of exportation to thi.'

w hit- h St atemeut shall beverifiet) by the oath of the owner, 
ittiiturier, consignee, or ag«nt desiring to make entry of the 
tuerrhandise^ to beiHtmtnistered by tbe collector or his dep- 
uty, and it shall be lawful for the collector or his deputy 
to examine the deponent niuler oath touching the sources 
of his knowledge, iutbrutatlon. or belief iu the premises, and 
to r«t)uire hiui t>> iirodnre any letter, paper, or statement 
of aroouut, in his |>ossession. or under his control, which 
- nay as^st the officers of casloms in ascertaining the actual 
value of Ihe importatiou or any part thereof; and iu default 
of such protluction when so requested, soeh owner. im|>orter, 
mn^igm^^ or agent shall be thereafter deUirretl from pro- 
ducittg any sm-h letter, palter, or staiemeDt for the purpose 
of avitidiog any additional duty, peualty, or forfeiture 
iiK-nrred under this act. unless he shiitll sJiow to Ihe satia- 
fiirtitui of the exmrt or the officrrs of tbe customs, as the

That any person who shall knowingly make any false 
statement in the declarations provided fur in tbe preced- 
ing section [sec. S\, or shall aid or procure the making of 
any such false statement as to any mutter material thereto, 
shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a tine not ex- 
ceeding five thousand dollars, or by imprisonment at hard 
labor not more than two years, or both, in the discretion 
of tbe court: 

Provided, That notliinp in this section shall be construed 
to relieve imported merchandise from forfeiture by leaaon 
of such false statement or for any cause elsewhere provided 
by law. 

" * ■ In case of entry of merchandise for exporte- 
tion, a declaration, in lieu of an oath, shall be filed, ia such 
form and under such regulations as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury; and the penalties provided 
in the sixth section of this act for false statements in such 
declaration shall be applicable to declarations made under 
this section. 

That if any owner, importer, consignee, agent, -or other 
person shall make or attempt to make any entry of im))orted 
merchandise by means of any frau'lulent or false invoice, 
affidavit, letter, paper, or by means of any false statement, 
written or verbal, or by means of any false or fraudulent 
practice or appliance whatsoever, or shall be guilty of any 
willful actor omission by means whereof tbe United Statea 
shall be deprived of the lawful duties, or any portion 
thereof, accruing upon the merchandise, or any portion 
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thereof, embraced or referred to iu sucli iuvoice, aftidavit,' 
letter, paper, or statement, or affected by such act or omis- 
aiou, KTich mercbaadiKe, oj' the value thereof, to be recovered 
from thexicrsoa making the entry, shall be forfeited, which 
forfeiture shall only apply to the whole of the merchandise 
or the value thereof in the ease or package containing the 
particnlar article or articles of merchandise to which such 
fraud or false paper or stateineut relates; anil ^nch person 
shall, upon conviction, be fined for each offense a sum not 
e.'cceeding five thousand dollars, or be imprisoned for a 
time not exceeding two years, or both, in the discretion of 
the court- 
In every casein which a collector shall suspect that any nw-.a 
laerchaudise is not invoiced atasnmefiual to thatforwhich 
it has usually been sold iu theplaceor country &om whence 
it was imported, he shall talie the merchandise into bis 
possession, and retain the same with reasonable care, at the 
risk and expense of the owner or consignee, until its valae 
at the time iind place of importation has been ascertained, 
as iu the case of damaged merchandise, or of merchaTidise 
not accompanied with an invoice, and until the duties aris- 
ing, according to such valuation, have been paid, or secured 
to be paid. But in case of a prosecution for forfeiture, such 
appraisement shall not exclude other proof, upon the trial, 
of the actual cost of the merchandise at the place of expor- 
tation. 

No merchandise subject to ad-valorem duty imported us., 2 
into the United States, and belonging to a person residing 
iu the TJnited States, but at the time abseutfrom theplace 
where the merchandise is intended to be entered, shall be 
admitted to an entry, unless the importer, consignee, or 
agent, shall previously give bond, the form of which shall 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, with suffi- 
cient sureties, to produce, within four months, to the col- 
lector of the port where the merchandise may be, the invoice 
of the same, duly certifled, according to the circumstances 
of the case, by the oathof the owner, or one of the owners; 
which oath shall be administered by a collector, if there is 
any in the place where the owner may be; or, if there is 
none, by some public officer duly authorized to administer 
oaths. 

If there is no consul or commercial agent of the United ^- ^- ^ 
States in the country from which such merchandise was 
imported, the authentication required by the preceding 
section shall be executed by a consul of a nation at the 
time in amity with the United States, if there is any such 
residing there; and if there is no such consul in the coun- 
try the authentication shall be made by two respectable 
merchants, if any there be, residing in the port from which 
the merchandise shall have been imported. 

Whenever merchandise subject to ad- valorem duty be- RS-.s 
longs totbe estates of deceased persons or of persons insol- 
vent who have assigned the same for the benefit of their 
creditors, the oaths to invoices may be administered to 
the executor or administrator, or to the assignee, of such 
iraons. 
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Wlieuevor tuercliaiidisa siibjiiut to ad-valorem duty is 
imported belonging to a person not residing i[i tbe United 
States, not aucompauied with nn iuvuice verified and 
authenticated as reiiair(>d by the ]»recedin{f sections, or 
whenever it is not practicable to make such oath, or when- 
ever there is au immatmal informality in the oath or 
aatlienticatiou taken, or whenever the collector of the port 
at which the merchandise i.i has certified his upiniou to the 
Secretary of the Treasury that no frand was intended in 
the invoice of the merchandise, the Secretary of the Treaa- 
nxy may admit the same to an entry. But he shall in no 
ease admit any merchandise to an entry where there isjnet 
ground to snspect that a fraud on the revenue was iatended. 

The consignee, importir, or agent sliall, previous to an 
entry allowed under the preceding section, give bond, the 
form whereof shall be prescilbed by the Secretary of tlie 
Treasury, with suflicieut sureties, to produce the invoice, if 
the same be practicable, duly verified and authenticated, 
within eight months ftoru the time of entry, if tbe mer- 
chandise was imported from any port on this side, and 
within eighteen months, if from any port beyond the Cape 
of Good Hope, or Oape Ilorn, or from the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

In all cases where merchandise sultject to ad-valorem 
duty belongs in part to a person residing in the United 
States, and in part to a person residing out of the United 
States, the oath of one of the owners residing in 
United States shall be sufficient to admit the same to m 
entry. In all cases, however, where the merchandise was 
nianafactured, in whole or in part, by any one of the owners, 
residing out of the United States, tbe same shall not be si 
admitted to an entry, unless the invoice has been verified 
and authenticated by such manufacturer. • • • 

Whenever tbe invoice of merchandise belonging to a 
person not residing iu the United States has not been duly 
verified and authenticated, and,upon application to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, the merchandise has been refused 
an entry, the same shall be deemed suspected. 

For every veriflcalion of an invoice and certificate befinv 
a consul or commercial agent, such consul or commercial 
agent shall be entitled to <Iemaiid and leceive I'rom the per- 
son making the same, a fee of two dollars and fifty cents. 
Hut each shipper shall have the right to include all articles 
shipped by him in the same invoice. 

When any merchandise is admitted to an entry upon 
invoice, the collector of the port in which the same ia ■ 
entered shall certify the same under his official seal; and 
no other evidence of tlie value of such merchandise shall 
be admitted on tlie part of the owner thereof, in any court 
of the United States, except in corroboration of such 
entry. 

The jierson BO producing • • • [«»] invoice shall at 
the same time declare to such connul, vice-consul, or com- 
mercial agent the port in the United States at which it is ■ 
iatended to make entry of merchandise; whereupon the 
consul, vice-consul, or commercial agent shall indorse upon -

eacli of the triplicates [or qnailrvplicntcs] a certificata, under 
JiiH liaiid anil official si'ul, stating tiiut the iiiviiice lias been 
jiroduceil to bim, with the date of such production, and tlie 
name of the person by whom the same was produced, and 
the iiort in the Uniled States at which it shall be the 
declared intention to makceiitry of the merchandise therein 
mentioned. The consul, viceconsul, or conunercial agent 
shall then deliver to the person inoducinp the same, one of 
the triplicates, \or tiro of the quadriplicates] to be used in 
making entry of the merchandise; shall file another in his 
office, to be there carefully preserved ; and shall, as soon 
as practicable, transmit the remaining one to the collector 
of the port of the United States at which it shall be declared 
to be the intention to make entry of the merchandise.' 

Whenever, from a change of the destination of any mer- 
chandise, after the production of the invoice thereof to the 
consul, vice consul, orcon]mercia1ageut,or from other cause, 
the triplicate transmitted to the collector of the port to 
which such merchandise was originally destined, is not 
received at the port where the same actually arrives, and 
where it is desired to make entry thereof, the merchiindise 
may be admitted to an entry on the execution by the owner, 
consignee, or agent, of a btmd, with sufficient security, in 
double the amount of duty ai>parently due, conditioned for 
the payment of the duty which shall be found to be actu- 
ally due thereon. The collector of tlie port where such 
entry shall be made shall immediately notify the consul, 
vice consul, or commercial agent to whom such invoice has 
been produced, to transmit to such collector a certified copy 
thereof; and such consul, vice-consul, or commercial agent 
shall transmit the same accordingly without delay; and the 
duty sliall not be finally lirinidatcd until such triplicate, or 
a certilied copy thereof, shall have been received. Such 
liquidation, however, shall not be delayed longer than 
eighteen montlis from the time of making such entry. 

The Kix |()r»>] i)receding sections shall not apply to coun- 
tries where there is no consul, vice consul, or commercial 
agent of the United States. And whenever the value of 
the imported mercliandise does not exceed one hundred 
dollars, the collector may admit it to entry without the pro- 
duction of the trijilicate invoice, and without submitting 
the question to the Sccretaryof the Treasury, if he is satis- 
fied that the neglect to produce such invoice was uninten- 
tional and that the importation was made in good faitli, and 
without any purpose of defrauding or evading the revenue 
laws. 

No consular officer of the United States shall grant a 
certificate for merchandise shipped from coutries adjacent 
to the United States, which have passed a consulate after 
parcbase for shipment. 

All consular officers are hereby authorized to require, 
before certifying any invoice under the provisions of the 
preceding sections, satisfactory evidence, either by the 
oath of the person presenting such invoices or otherwise. 
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that fiiicb invoices are correct and trae. In the exercise of 
tbe (liauretioii hereby given, the consular ofticers shall be 
governed bysnch general or special regalationa or iuatrnc- 
tious as may from time to time be eatablisbed or given by 
the Secretary of State 

No consular officer shall certify any invoice unleaa he is 
satisfied that the person making oath thereto is the person 
he represents himself to be, that he is a credible person, 
and that tbe statements made nnder such oath are true; 
and lie shall, thereupon, by his certificate, stat« that be 
was so satis lied. 

All consuls and commercial agents of the TTnited States 
having any knowledge or belief of any case or practice of 
any person wlio obtains verification of any invoice wliereby 
the revenue of the United States is or may be defrauded, 
shall report the facts to the collectar of tbe port wliere the 
revenue is or may be defrauded, or to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

90. Baggage and tools of trade. 

In order to ascertain what articles ought to be exempted 
as tbe wearing apparel, and other persoual baggage, and 
the tools or implements of a mechanical trade only, of per- 
SODS who arrive in the United States, due entry thereof 
as of other merchandise, but separate and distinct from 
that of any other merchandise, imported from a foreign 
port, shult be made with the collector of tbe district Id 
which the articles are intended to be landed by the owner 
thereof, or Ids agent, expressing the persous by whom or 
for whom such entry is made, and particularizing the sev- 
eral packages, and their contents, with their marks and 
numbers; and the person .who shall make the entry shall 
take and subscribe an oath betore the collector, deulariDg 
that the entry subscribed by him and to which tbe oath ia 
annexed contains, to the best of his knowledge and belief, 
a just and true account of the contents of the several pack- 
ages mentioned in the entry, specifying the name of tbe 
vessel, of her master, and of the port from which she baa 
an'i\'ed; and that such packages contain no merchandise 
whatever ot Iter than wearing apparel, personal baggage, or, 
as tbe case may be, tools of trade, specifying it; that they 
are all the property of a person named who has arrived, or 
is shortly expected to arrive in the United States, and are 
not directly or indirectly imported for any other, or intended 
for sale. 

"Whenever the person making entry of any articles as 
wearing apparel, personal baggage, tools, or iinplements, is 
not tbe owner of them, he shall give bond with one or more 
sureties, to the satisfaction of the collector, in a sam equal 
to the duties on like articles imported subject to duty, upon 
the condition that the owner of the articles shall, within 
one year, personally make an oath such as is prescribed in 
the preceding section. 

On compliance with the two preceding sections, and not 
otherwise, a permit shall be granted for landing such 
articles. But whenever the collector and the uaval otttcer, 
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if any, think proper, they may direct tlie baggage of any 
person airiviug within tbe United States to be examined 
by tlie surveyor of the port, or by an inspector of the cus- 
toms, who shall make a return of the same; and if any 
articles are contained therein which in their opiuiou ought 
uot to be exempted from duty, due entry of them shall be 
made and the duties thereon jiaid. 

That any baggage or personal eft'ects arriving in the ■fnue lo, laso. 
United States in transit to any foreign country may be "''''' 
delivered by the parties having it in charge to the collector 
of the proper district, to bo by him retained, without the 
payment or esactionof any import duty, or to be forwarded 
by suuh collector to the collector of the port of departure 
and to be delivered to snch parties on their departure for 
their foreign destiuation, under such rules and regulations 
as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe. 

Wearing apparel, articles of personal adornment, toilet J"],^^*' ^*''- 
articles, and similar personal effects of persons arriving iu 
tbe United States; but this exemption shall only include 
such articles as actually accompany and are in the use of, 
and as are necessary and appropriate for the wear and use 
of BDch persons, for the immediate purposes of thejouruey 
and present comfort and convenience, and shall not beheld 
to apply to merchandise or articles intended for other per- 
sons or for sale : Provided, That in case of residents of the 
United States returning from abroad, all wearing apparel 
and other personal effects taken by them out of the United 
States to foreign coantriea shall be admitted free of duty, 
without regard to their valne, upon their identity being ' 

established, under appropriate rules and regulations to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, but no more 
than one hundred dollars in value of articles purchased 
abroad by such residents of the United States shall be 
admitted free of duty upon their return. 

Professional books, implements, instruments, and tools J^'iy 2*. isbt. 
of trade, occupation, or employment, in the actual posses- "' 
sion at the time, of persons emigrating to the United States ; 
but this exemption shall not be construed to include machin- 
ery or other articles imported for use in any manufactnring 
establishment, or for any other person or persons, or for 
sale, nor shall it be construedto include theatrical scenery, 
properties, and apparel; but such articles brought by pro- 
' prietors or managers of theatrical exhibitions arriving from 
abroad, for temporary use by them in such exhibitions, and 
not for any other person, and not for sale, and which have 
been used by them abroad, shall be admitted free of duty 
undtr such regulations as the Secretary of tbe Treasury 
may prescribe; but bonds shall be given for the payment 
to the United States of such duties as may be imposed by 
law npon any and all such articles as shall not be exported 
within six months after such importation : Provided, That 
the Secretary of the Treasury may in his discretion extend 
^^nch period for a further term of six months iu case appli- ^^ 

Hbtion shall be made therefor. ^^H 
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91. Cigars, importation of. 
It. Ko cigars sbiill be importeil iinleBs tlio same are packed 

in boxes of not more tbau live biiiidredcigiirs in encti box; 
and no entry of any imported cigars shall be allnvredof 
less ijoautity than tbreetboasaiidinasiugle package; and 
all cigars on iin])ortatiuii sball be placed in public store oi 
bonded wareboiise, and sLall not be removed therelrom 
until tlie same shall Iiave been inspected and a stamp affixed 
to each box indicating such inspection, and also a serial 
number to be recorded in the custom-housa And the Sec- 
1 etary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to provide the 
requisite stamps, ^ud to make all necessary regulations for 
carrying the above provisions of law into effect, 

92. Harking and branding. 

'. That all articles of foreign manufacture, such as are 
usually or ordinarily marked, stamped, branded, or labeled, 
and all packages containing surh or other imported articled, 
shall, respecti vely.be plainly marked, 8tam|ied, branded, or 
labeled in legible English words in a conspicuous place, bo 
as to indicate the conntry of their origin and the quantity 
of their contents; andnntil so marked, stamped, brauded- 
or labeled they shall not be delivered to the importer- 
should any article of imported meichandise be marked-.* 
stamped, branded, or labeled so as to indicate a quantity ^ 
number, or measurement in excess of the quantity, number-^^ 
or measurement actually contained in such article, no deliv-' 
eryof the same shall be made (o the importer until the 
mark, stamp, brand, or label, as the case may be, shall b£ 
changed so as to conform to the facts of the case. 

ID, That all prepared smoking opium imported into thtf 
United States shall, helbre removal fjom the custom-boos^^ 
be duly stamped in such manner as to denote that the duty 
thereon has been paid; and that all opium manutaeturec5 
in the United States for smoking purposes, before being re- 
moved from the place of manufacture, whether for consump- 
tion or storage, shall be duly stamped in such permanent; 
manner as to denote the payment of the internal- revenue 
tax thereon. 

That the provisions of existing laws governing the en- 
graving, issue, sale, accountability, effacement, cancella- 
tion, and destruction of stamps relating to tobacco and 
snuff, as fur as applicable are hereby made to apply to 
stamps provided for by the preceding section. 

That a penalty of not more than one thousand dollars, or 
imprisonment not more than one year, or both, in the diB- 
crecion of the court shall be imposed for each and every 
violation of the preceding sections of this act relating to 
opium by any person or persons; and all pro]>ared smok- 
ing opium wherever found within the United States with- 
out stamps required by this act shall be forfeited. 

fi, AH tilled cheese as herein defined imported from foreign 
countries, in addition to any import duty imposed on the 
same shall pay an internal revenue tiix of eight cents per 
pound, such tax to be represented by coupon stamps; 
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and snch imported filled 'iheese mid tbe piiokagea contain- 
ing the same sball be stampeil, miirked, and branded as 
ill tlie ease of tilled chewae inainifaiitnred in the United 
StateK. 

93. Importation through the mail. 

That mail matter of the third dass shall embrace biioks, g^. 
transient newspapers, and periodicaln, circulars, and other 
matter wholly in print (not included in section twelve), 
proof sheets, corrected pr(>of sheets, and manuscript copy 
accompanying the same, and postage shall be paid at the 
rate of one cent for each two ounces or fractional part 
thereof, and shall fully be prepaid bypostage stamps affixed 
to said matter. 

Printed matter other than books received in the mails 
from foreign uouiitrtes under the provisions of postal trea- 
ties or conventions shall be free of customs duty, and books 
which are admitted to the international mails exchanged 
under the provisions of the Universal Postal Union Con- 
vention may, when subject to customs duty, be delivered 
to addresses in the United States under such regulations 
tor the collectitm of duties as may be agreed upon by tbe 
Secretary of the Treasury and the Postmaster General. 

That the term "circular" is defined to be a printed let- 
ter, which, according to internal evidence, is being sent in 
identical terms to several ])ersons. A circular shall not 
lose its character as such, when the date and the name of 
the addressed and of the sender nhall be written therein, 
nor by the correction of mere typographical errors in 
writing. 

That "printed matter" within the intendment of this 
act is deHued to be tbe reproduction upon paper, by any 
process except that of handwriting, of any words, letters, 
characters, figures, or images, or of any combination 
thereof, not having the character of an actual and personal 
corresix) n d euce. 

94. Free entry under special pre n'siona of law. 

Whenever any article or articles or live stock shall be 
sent out of the United States for temporary use or exiiibi- 
tion at any public exposition, fair, or conference, held in a 
foreign country, such articles shall i)e entitled to be 
returned to the United States, under such regulations as 
may be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, with- 
out the payment of customs duty, whether they shall be 
of domestic or of foreign production : 

Provided, That the articles of foreign production have 
once paid duty in the United States and no drawback has 
been allowed thereon, and if any domestic articles are sub- 
ject to internal-revenue tax, such tax shall be proved to 
bave beeti paid before exportation and not refunded. 

The Actentitled "An Act to allowthe return free of duty 
of certain articles exported from the United States for 
exhibition purposes," approved May eigliteenth, eighteen 
Ituuijred and ninety-six, is hereby amended so as to include 
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iu the privilege of frve entry onuferred tbercby wild and 
otiier aoimals of foreign (irigiQ taken iibruad lemporaiily 
for esbibitioQ in connection with any c-iruus or uienagerie, 
8nbject,bowever,tothe(.'onditioD8aid limitations prescribed 
in said Act: Pritvitie*!, hoirerer, That Ilii> provision of tLis 
amendment shall apply only in sncti cases as tboso of fot- 
eigu-born animals taken abroad, and iuventories of which 
arefile^l priortotheii' leaving tLe country with the collector 
of customs at the jHirt of their departnre. 

Grain brought into the United States iu wagons or other 
ordinary road vehicles, by farmers residing in the Domin- 
ion of Canada, to be ground by mUls owned by citizens of 
the United States, shall not be deemed to be imported or 
Uable to imxKirt duties; i*ruri(j«if. That such grain shall be 
brought into the Unitetl Stiites under such regulations as 
the Treasury Department may prescribe to prevent fraud 
and evasion, and shall be returned as iu like manner pr& 
vided by such regulations: 

Ami provided further. That entry shall be made of and 
duties paid upon all such grain as shall be taken ur received 
by mill owners as tolls for such grinding, under like regu- 
lations provided by the Treasury Department. 

Kailroad-iron, partially or wholly worn, may be imported 
into the United States without payment of duty, under 
bond to be withdrawn and exported after such railroad-iron 
shall have been repairedorremaiLufactnred. TheSecretary 
of the Treasury is hereby authorized and directed to pre- 
scribe such rules and regulations as may be necessary to 
protect the revenue against fraud, and seizure the identity, 
character, and weight of all such importations when again 
withdrawn and exported, restricting and limiting the 
export and withdiawal to the same port of entry where 
imported, and also limiting all bonils to a period of timeof 
not more than six months from the date of the importation. 
T. That ail materials of foreign production which may be 
necessary for the construction of vessels built iu the United 
States for foreign account and ownership, or for the pur- 
pose of being employed in the foreign trade, including the 
trade between the Atlantic and Pacific ports of the United 
States, and all such materials necessary for the building of 
their machinery, and all articles necessary for their outfit 
and equipment, may be impoited in bond under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe; 
and upon proof that such materials have been used for such 
purposes no duties shall be paid thereon. But vessels 
receiving the benefit of this section shall not be allowed to 
engage iu the coastwise trade of the United States more 
than two months in any one year except upon the payment 
to the United States of the duties of which a rebate is 
herein allowed : Provided, That vessels built in the United 
States for foreign account and ownership shall not be 
allowed to engage in the coastwise trade of the United 
States. 

That machinery for repair may be imported into the 
United States without payment of duty, under bond, to be 
given in double the appraised value thereof^ to be with- 
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driiwu and exported after said machinery shall have been 
repaired ; and the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized 
aod directed to prescribe such lules and regulatious a8 
may be necessary to protect the revenno against frauil aud 
secure the Identity and character of all snch importations 
vrhev again withdrawn and exported, restiicting and limit- 
ing the export and withdrawal to the same port of entry 
where imported, and also limiting all bonds to a period of 
time of not more than six months from the date of the 
importation. 

That the produce of the forests of the State of Maine se«. a 
upon the Saint John Itiver and its tributaries, owned by 
American citizens, and sawed or hewed in the Proviuce of 
New Brunswick by American citizens, the same being oth- 
erwise nn manufactured in whole or in part, which is now 
admitted into the ports of the United States free of duty, 
shall continue to lie so admitted, under such regulations 
as the Secretary of the Treasary shall from time to time 
prescribe. 

That the produce of the forests of the State of Maine ««"■ ^ 
opon the Saint-Croix Eiver and its tributaries owned by 
American citizens, and sawed or hewed in the Province of 
Sew Brunswick by American citizens, the same being oth- 
erwise unmanufactured in whole or in part, shali be admit- 
ted into the ports of the United States free of duty, under 
such regulations hb the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
Qma time to time iireseribe. 

That upon the reimportation of articles once exported, of '^- ^ 
the growth, product, or manufacture of the United States, 
npOD which no internal tax has been aseessed or paid, or 
upon which such tax has been paid and refunded by allow- 
ance or drawback, there shall be levied, collected, and paid 
a duty eqnal to the tax imposed by the internal-revenue 
laws upon snch arlicle», except articles manufactnred in 
bonded warehouses and exported pursuant to law, which 
shall be subject to the same -rate of duty as if originally 
ira]iorted. 

Articles the growth, produce, and manufacture of the Jnir 
United States, when returned after having been exported, ^"■■™ 
without having been advanced in value or improved in con- 
dition by any process of manufacture or other means ; casks, 
barrels, carboys, bags, and other vessels of American manu- 
facture exported filled with American products, or exported 
empty and returned filled with foreign products, including 
shocks and staves when returned as barrels or boxes; also 
quicksilver flasks or bottles, of either domestic or foreign 
manufacture, which shall have been actually exported from 
the United States ; but proof of the identity of such articles 
shall be made, under general regulations to be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, but the exemption of 
bags from duty shall apply only to such domestic bags as 
may be imported by the exporter thereof, and if any such 
articles are subject to internal tax at the time of exporta- 
tion, such tax shall be proved to have been paid before 
exportation and not refunded: Provide)!, That this para-

95. Tmde-inarka. 

Xo x>erson shall maintain an action for the infringement 
of his copyright unless he shall give notice thereof by in- 
serting in tlie several copies of every edition jiublished, on 
the title page or the page immediately following, if it bo a 
book; or if a map, chart, musical composition, print, cut, 
engraving, photograph, painting, drawing, chromo, statue, 
statuary, or model or design intended to be perfected and 
completed as a work of the tine arts, by inscribing ni»on 
some visible portion thereof, or of the substance on whicb 
the same shall be mounted, the following words, viz : 

"Kiitered according to act of Congress, iu tbe year , 

by A. B., in the office of the Librarian of Congress, at 
Washington;" or, at his option the word "Copyright," 
together with the year the copyright was entered, and the 
name of the party by whom it was taken oat; thus — "Copy- 
right, IS—, by A. B." 

That for recording and certifying any instrHment of writ 
ingfor the assignment of a copyright, the Librarian of Con- 
gress shall receive from the persons to whom the service is 
rendered, one dollar; and for every copy of an assignment, 
one dollar; said fee to cover, in either case, a certificate of 
the record, under seal of the Librarian of Congress; and 
all fees so received shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
United States. 

That in the construetioii of this act, the words *'Eugrav- 
ing," "cut," and "print" shall be applied only to ])ictortal 
illustrations or works connected with the fine arts, 

And no prints or labels designed to bo used for any other 
article of manufacture shall be entered under the copyright 
law, but may be registered in tbe Patent Office. And the 
Commissioner of Patents is hereby charged with the super- 
vision and control of the entry or registry of such prints or 
labels, in conformity with the regulations jirovided by law 
as to copyright of prints, except that there shall be p^d 
for recording the title of any print or label not a trade 
mark, six dollars, which shall cover the expense of furnish- 
ing a copy of the record under the seiil of the Commis- 
sioner of Patents, to the paity entering the same. 

That all laws an<l parts of laws inconsistent with the 
foregoing provisions be and the same are hereby repealed. 

That this act shall take effect on and after the first day 
of August, eighteen hundred and seventy- four.

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That iioartiuluof imported merchandise which sliiill copy ■J.'''^ ^^i 
or sJiinUate the iiiiiiie or tratle-iiiark of any domestic iimnu- ' 
factiire or inannt'acturer, or which shall bear a name or 
mark, which is calculated to induce the public to believe 
that the aiticle is manufactured in the United States, tihall 
be admitted to entry at any custom-house of the United 
States.

During theciistenceof • * * fa Piiiferf iS(a(e»j copy- Mar. a, 
right the importation iuto the TJuit«d States of any book, ***'' '' 
chromo, lithograph, or photograph, so copyrighted, or any 
edition or editions thereof, or any plates of the same 
not made from type set, negatives, nr drawings oti stone 
made within the limits of the United States, shall be, and 
it ie hereby, prohibited, except in the cases specified in 
paragraphs live hutulre<l and twelve to live hundred and 
sixteen, inclusive, in section two of the act entitled "An 
act to reduce the revenue and equaliite the duties on im- 
ports, and for other purposes," approved October first, 
eighteen hundred and ninety;' and except in the case of 
jiersons purchasing for use and not for sale, who import 
sabject to the duty thereon, not more than two copies of 
Bucli book at any one time; and except in the case of 
newspa|>ers and magaitines, not containing in whole or in 
part matter copyrighted under the provisions of tliis act,

The exportation of the same from any other port 
or place in the United States, when destined to any port or 
place in that Territory, and all such arms, ammunition, and 
distilled spirits, exported or attempted to be exported from

Bonds may be 
required for a faithful observance of such regulations from 
the master or owners of any vessel departing from any 
port in the United States having on board fire-arms, ammu- 
nition, or distilled spirits, when such vessel is destined to 
any place in the Territory, or if not so destined, when there

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is reasonable ground of sospirioii tliat such articles are in- 
tended ta be landed therein in violation ollaw; and Bimilar 
bonds may also be re*]nired on tbe laniling of any such 
articles in the Territory from the person to whom the name 
may be consigned. 

The importation of opium into any of the porta of the ¥m,.s 
United States by any subject of the Emperor of China is 
hereby prohibited. 

Every person guilty of a violation of the j)recediuff pro- 
visiou shall be deemed gnilty of a misdemeanor, and, on 
conviction thereof, shall be punished by a flue of not more 
than five hundred dollars nor less than fifty dollars, or by 
imprisonment for a period of not more than six mouths nor 
less than thirty days, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court. 

That every package containing opium, either in whole or *»■*■ 
in part, imported into the United States by auy subject of 
tbe Emperor of China, shall be deemed forfeited to the 
TTiiited States; and proceediugs tbr the dei^laration and 
consequences of such forfeiture may be instituted in tbe 
ooarts of the United States as in other eases of the violation 
of the laws relating to other illegal imi>ortations. 

That no citizen of the Unitetl States shall import opiam **"- ■'- 
into auy of the open ]>orts of China, nor transjMirt the same 
&om one open port to any other open port, or buy or sell 
opium in any of such open portsof China, nor shall any ves- 
sel owned by citizens of the'Uoited States, or auy vessel, 
whether foreign or otherwise, employed by any citizen of 
the United States, or owned by any citizen of the United 
States, either in whole or in part, and employed by i>ersoDS 
Dot citizens of the United States, take or carry opium into 
any of such oi>en ports of China, or transport the same from 
one open port to auy other oi»en i>ort, or be engaged in any 
traftic therein between or in such open ixirtsoranyof them. 
Citizeus of the United States offending against the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and npon conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding five handr^ dollars nor I e.ss than fifty 
dollars, or by both such punishments, in the discretion of 
the court. 

The consular courts of the United States in China, con- 
currently with any district conrt of tbe United States in 
the district in which any offender may be found, shall have 
jurisdiction to hear, try, and determine all cases arising 
under tbe foregoing yirovisions of this section, subject to 
the general regulations provided by law. 

Every package of opium or package containing opium, 
either in whole or in part, brought, taken, or transported, 
trafficked, or dealt in coiitrary to the provisions of this sec- 
tion, shall be forfeited to tbe United States, for the l>enefit 
of tbe Emjieror of China; and such forfeiture, and tbe dec- 
laration and conseqnences thereof, shall be mmle, had, 
determined, and execute"! by the projier authorities of the 
Uniteil States exercising judicial {towers within the Empire 
of China. 
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For the jieriixl of five years from and after the Drat lUy 
of MiiruL, eighteen hundred ami eiglity-eiglit, no macUeiel, 
other than what in known as Spanish tnatikerel, caught 
between the first day of March and the first day of JuDe, 
iuclasive, of each year, shall be imported into the United 
States or lauded u)K)n ita shoren: 

I'rovided, however, That nothing in this act shall be held 
to apply to mackerel caught with hook mid line from boats, 
and landed in said boats, or in traps anil weirs connected 
with the shore. 

That section forty-three hundred and twenty-one of the 
Revised Statutes is amendcil, for the period of five yeara 
aforesaid, so as to read before tiie last senteiue as follows: 
This license does not grant the right to flsh for mackerel, 
other than for what is known as Spanish mackerel, between 
the first day of Marcli and the first day of June, incliisiTe, 
of this year. Or in lieu of the foregoing tliere shall be 
iuserte<I so much of said period of time as may remain 
unex|>ired under this act. 

That the i»enalty for the violation or attemi»t«d violation 
of this act shall be forfeiture of license on the jtart of the ■ 
vessel engaged in said violation, if a vessel of this country, 
and the forfeiture to the United States. ac<roriling to law, 
of the mackerel imiwrted or landc'd, or sought to be im- 
l)orted or landed. 

That it shall bo unlawful to import into the United States 
any adulterated or unwholesoifte food or drug or any vinous, 
spirituous or malt liquors, adulttsraleil or mixed with any 
lx>isoROus or noxious chemical dru^ or other lugredient 
injurious to health. Any person who shall knowingly im- 
port into the United States any such adulterated food or 
drug, or drink, knowing or having reasons to believe the 
same to be adulterated, being the owner or the agent of the 
owner, or the consignor or consignee of the owner, or in 
privity with them, assisting in such unlawful act, shall be 
deemed guilty of a disdemeaiior, and liable to inosecution 
therefor in the district court of the United States for the 
district into which such pioperty is imported ; and, on con- 
viction, such person shall be fined in a sum not exceeding 
one thousand dollars for each separate .shipment, and may 
be imprisoned by the court for a term not exceeding oue 
year, or both, at the discretion of the court. 

That any article designed foi' consumption as human food 
or drink, and any other article of the classes or description, 
mentioned in this act, which shall be imported into the 
United states contrary to its provisious, shall be forfeited 
to the United States, and shall be procei'dcd against nndet 
the provisions of chapter eighteen of title thirteen of the 
Revised Statues nf the United States; and such imported 
property so declared forfeited may be destroyed or returned 
to the importer for exportation from the United States

retary of the Tre.asury for snmplea from original packages 
of such articles for inspection and analysis, and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is hereby authorized tci ojicii such 
original packages and deliver specimens to the Secretary 
of Agriculture for the purpose mentioned, giving notice to 
the owner or consignee of such articles who may be pres- 
ent and have the right to introduce testimony; and the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall refuse delivery to the con- 
signee of any goods which the Secretary of Agricnlture 
reports to him found to be dangerous to health.

That the Secretary of Agriculture be, and Ue is bereby, 
autboriited, at tbe exjiense of the owner, to place and retain 
in quarantine all neat cattle, sheep, and other ruminants, 
and all swine, imported into the United States, at sucli 
ports as he may designate for such purpose, and under 
such conditions as be may by regulation prescribe, resiffic- 
tively, for the several classes of animals above described; 
and for this purpose he may have and maintain ]>ossession 
of all lands, buildiugs, animals, tools, lixtnres, and appnr- 
tenances uow in use for the quarantine of neat cattle, and 
hereafter purchase, construct, or rent as may be necessary, 
and lie may appoint veterinary surgeons, inspectors, ofti- 
cers, and employees by him deemed necessary to maintain 
such quarantine, and provide for the execution of the other 
provisions of this Act. 

That tbe importation of all animals described in this act 
into any port in the United States, except such as may 
be designated by the Secretary of Agriculture, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, as quarantine 
stations, is hereby prohibited; and the Secretary of Agri- 
culture may cause to be slaughtered such of tbe iiiiimaia 
named in this act aa may be, uuder regulations prescribed 
by him, adjudged to be infected with any contagious disease, 
or to have been exposed to infection so as to be dangerouii 
toother animids; and that the value of animals aoslangh- 
tered as being so exposed to infection but not infected may 
be ascertained by the agreement of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture and owners thereof, if practicable; otberwiBe, by 
the ap])raisal by two persons familiar with the character

98. Unlading without permit, penalty. 

If after tlie arrivalofiiiiy vessel laden with itiercliauO ise 
and boiiiid to tlie United States, witbiii tlie liiuits uf any 
collect iou district, or witbiii four leagues of tlie coast, any 
part of tlie cargo of bui;Ii vessel sliall lie iinladcu, for any 
purpose whatever, before such vessel has come to the 
proper place for the discharge of her cargo, or some part 
thereof, aud has been there duly authorized by the proper 
oflicer of the customs to iiulatle the same, the master of 
such vessel and the mate, or other person iiext in command, 
shall respectively be liable to a penalty of one thousand 
dollars for each such offense, and the moithaDiliae so nu- 
ladeu shall be i'oi-feiied, except in cnse of some unavoidable 
accident, necessity, or distress of weather. In ease of sncli 
noavoidable accident, necessity, or distress, the master of 
K such vessel shall give notice to, and, together with two or 
I more of the officers or mariners on board such vessel, of 
whom the mate or other person nest iti command shall be 
one, shall make proof upon oath before the collector, or 
other chief ofHcer of the customs of the district, -vithin the 
limits of which such accident, necessity, or distress hap- 
pened, or before tlie collector, or other chief oflicer of the 
collection district, within the limits of which such vessel 
shall first afterward arrive, if the accident, necessity, or 
distress happened not witbin the limits of any district, but 
within four leagues of the coast of the Tuited States. Thu 
collector, or other chief officer, is hereby authorized and 
required to administer such oath.' 

If any merchandise, so unladen from on board any sach 
vessel, shall be put or received into any other vessel, exceiiC 
lu the case of such accident, necessity, nr distress, to be so 
notified and proved, the master of any such vessel into which

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the merchaDtlise shall bo so pnt and received, and every 
other persoD aiding and assistiug therein, shall be liable to 
a penalty of treble the value of the merchandise, and the 
vessel in which they shall be bo put shall l>e forfeited.' 

99. Permit for unlading. 
4. Thecollectorjointly with the naval oflScer, if any, or aloue 
where there is none, shall, according to the best of liis or 
their judgment or information, make a gross estimate of the 
amouut of the dnties on the merchandise to which the 
entry of any owner or consignee, his factflr or agent shall 
relate, which estimate shall be indorsed upon ancb entry 
and signed by the officer making the same. 

The amount of the estimated duties having been drst 
paid, or secured to be paid, pursuant to the provisions of 
this title [XXXIV], the collector shall, together with the 
naval officer, where there is one, or aloue where there is 
none, grant a permit to deliver the merchandise, whereof 
entry has been so made, and then, and not before, it shall 
be lawful to deliver the merchandise. 

All permits shall specify, as particnlarly as may be, the 
merchandise to be delivered, namely, the number and 
description of the packages, whether trunk, bale, cheat, 
bos, case, pipe, hogshead, barrel, keg, or any other pack- 
ages whatever, with the mark and number of each package, 
and, asfar as circumstances will admit, the contents thereof, 
together with the names of the vessel and master, in which 
and the place from whence they were imported; and no 
merchandise shall be delivered by any inspector or otlii-r 
officer of the customs that does not full agree with the 
description thereof in such permit. 

Whenever, by the health-laws of any State, or by the regu- 
lations made pursuant thereto, any vessel arriving within 
a collection-district of such State is prohibited from coming 
to the port of entry or delivery by law established fur such 
district, and such health-laws require or permit the cargo 
of the vessel to be unladen at some other place within or 
near to anch district, the collector, after due report to him 
of the whole of such cargo, may grant Lis warrantor ]ierinit 
for the unlading and discharge thereof, nuder the care of 
the surveyor, or of one or more inspectors, at some other 
place where snch health-laws permit, and u]iou the condi- 
tions and restrictions which shall be directed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, or which snch cullector may, for the 
time, deem expedientfortho security of the public revenue. 

Whenever the cargo of a vessel is unladen at some other 
place tlian the port of entry or delivery under the foregoing 
provisions 1*793], all the articles of such cargo shall be 
deposited, at the risk of the parties concerned therein, in 
anch public or other warehouses or iuclosures as the col- 
lector shall designate, there to remain under tlie Joint cus- 
tody of such collector and of the owner, or master, or other 
person having charge of such vessel, until the same are

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entirely unladen or discliarged, and until the articles so 
deiiosited may be safely removed without contravening 
sucli Iiealth-lawB. Aud when such removal is allowed, the 
collector having charge of such artitiles may grant permits 
to the respective owners or contiignees, their factors oi' 
ageut^<, to receive all merchandise which has been entered, 
aud the duties accruing upon which have been paid, upou 
the paymentby them of a reasonable rate of storage; which 
shall be fixed by the Secretary of the Treasury for all 
public warehouses aud iucloaures. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized, whenever ius.,47m. 
a conformity to such quarautiues and health-laws requires 
it, and in respect to vessels subject thereto, to prolong the 
terms limited for the entry of the same, and the report or 
entry of their cargoes, and to vary or dispeuse with any 
other regulations applicable to such reports or entries. 
No part of the cargo of any vessel shall, however, in any 
case, be taken out or unladen therefrom, otherwise than is 
allowed bylaw, or according to the regulations hereinafter 
established. 

100. License fo unlade at night 

The collector of customs, with the concurrence of the "S-'bti. 
naval officer, where there is one, of any port at which a 
steamship from a foreign [wrtor place may arrive, upon or 
after the issaingof a general order, shall grant, upon proper 
application therefor, a special license to unlade the cargo 
of said vessel at night, that is to say, between sunset and 
sunrise, but before any such special license is granted, the 
master, agents, or consignees of the vessel shall execute and 
deliver to the collector a good and sufficient bond, to be 
approved by him, conditioned to indemnify and save the 
collector harmless from any and all losses aud liabilities 
which may occur or be occasioned by reason of the grant- 
ing of sncli special license. And any liability of the master 
or owner of any such steamship to the owner or consignee 
of any merchandise landed from her shall not be aflected by 
the granting of such special license or of any general order, 
bat such liability shall conliTiue until the merchandise is 

[iroperly removed from the dock whereon the same may be 
anded. The collector, under such general regulations aB 
the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, shall fix a 
uniform and reasonable rate of couipensatiou for like serv- 
ice, to be paid by the master, owner, or consignee, whenever 
such special license is granted, and shall collect and dis- 
tribute the same among the inspectors assigned to super 
inten<l the unlading of the cargo. 

Except as authorized by the preceding sectiou, no mer- ^'- '^- ''*^-- 
cfaaudise brought in any vessel from any foreign port shall 
be uuladen or delivered from such vessel within the United 
States but in open day — that is to say, between the rising 
aud the setting of the sun — except by special license from 
the collectJ>r of the port, aud uaval officer of the same, 
where there is one, lor that purpose, nor at any time with- 
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out a permit from the collector, and naval officer, if any, 
for such unlading or delivery.' 
^une 26, 1884. Whcu tho liccuse to unload between the setting and ris- 
ing of the sun is granted to a sailing-vessel under this sec- 
tion, a fixed, uniform, and reasonable compensation may 
be allowed to the inspector or inspectors for service between 
the setting and rising of the sun, under such regulations 
as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, to be 
received by the collector from the master, owner, or con- 
signee of the vessel, and to be paid by him to the inspector 
or inspectors. 
R.s.,2873. If any merchandise shall be unladen or delivered from 

any vessel, contrary to the preceding section, [2872] the 
master of such vessel, and every other person who shall 
knowingly be concerned, or aiding therein, or in removing, 
storing, or otherwise securing such merchandise, shall each 
be liable to a penalty of four hundred dollars for each 
ofi'ense, and shall be disabled from holding any office of 
trust or i)rofit under the United States, for a term not 
exceeding seven years; and the collector of the district 
shall advertise the name of such person in a newspaper 
printed in the State in which he resides, within twenty days 
after each respective conviction.^ 
R.s.,2874. ^11 merchandise, so unladen or delivered contrary to the 

provisions of section twenty-eight hundred and seventy- 
two, shall become forfeited, and may be seized by any of the 
officers of the customs; and where the value thereof^ 
according to the highest market price of the same, at tlie 
port or district where landed, shall amount to four hundred 
dollars, the vessel, tackle, apparel, and furniture shall be 
subject to like forfeiture and seizure.

101. Supervision of inspector. 

The collector of any district at which any vessel arrives, 
immediately on her first coming within such district, or 
the surveyor of any port where such vessel is, may put and 
keep on board such vessel, while remaining within such 
district, or in going from one district to another, one or 
more inspectors to examine the cargo or contents of such 
vessel, and to superintend the delivery thereof, or of so 
much thereof as shall be delivered within the United 
States, and to perforFii such other duties, according to law, 
as they shall be directed by the collector, or surveyor, to 
perform for the better securing the collection of the duties. 
Only collectors shall have power, however, to put inspect- 
ors on board vessels, to go from one district to another.

The iuspet^tor slmll iiiakt) known to Ilie master of such 
vessel thedutieij lie in lo pertbrm; uu<l shall mitl'urBoiiier- 
uliaudtse to be unladen, or otlierwise removed from sath 
vessel, without a permit in writiiiKirom the collector of the 
port, ami naval officer thereof, if any. The inspector shall 
enter in a b<M)k, to be by him kept according to such a form 
■IS shall be preacribeil or approved by the foUector, the 
inline of the person in whose behalf sach permits are 
fjranted, together with the particulars tliereiu spet-ilied, 
and the marks, numhers, kinds, and description of the 
respi'ctive packages which shall be unladen purHiiant 
thereto, and shall keepalikeaccount in thehook of all mer- 
chandise which, not having been entered within the time 
limited liy this Title |XXXlV],orfor some other cause, has 
been sent to the store or warehouse provided for the recep- 
tion of such merchandise; such hook sliall be delivered to 
the surveyor in the month of January in every year for his 
inspection, and immediately after sncii ins])ectiou be trans- 
mitted by the surveyor, with such observations aa lie may 
think necessary thereon, to the collector, to be deposited 
in Ilia office. 

The inspector shall attend to the delivery of the cargo 
under his care, at all time swhen the unlading or delivery 
of merchandise is lawful, particnlavly from the rising to 
the Betting of the sun on each day, Sundays and the fourth 
day of July in each year excepted; for which purpose he 
shall constantly attend and remain on board the vessel, the 
deliveries from which he is to superintend, or at any other 
station where his inspection is ueeeaBiiry. The inspector 
shall not quit such station or place without the leave of 
the surveyor of the pott first obtained, who shall appoint 
another inspector, if he deems it necessary, to supply the 
place of such inspector during his absence; and any in- 
spector who shidl neglect or in any manner act contrary to 
the duties hereby enjoined, shall for the Urst ot^'ense be 
liable to a penalty of the sum of fifty dollars, and for the 
second ofi'euse shall be displaced, and he incapable of hold 
ing any station of trust or profit under the revenue laws 
of the United States, for a term not exceeding seven years. 

No inspector shall perform any other duties or service on 
board any vessel, the superintendence of which is com- 
mitted to him, for any person whatever, other than what is 
required by this Title [XXXIV], under the penalty of being 
disabled from acting any longer as an inspector of the cus- 
toms; the wages or compensation of such inspector as may 
procei'd from one district to another, shall be defrayed by 
the master of the vessel committtMl to his care; every 
inspei^tor or other officer of the revenue, while performing 
any duty on board any vessel, not in a port of the United 
States, <liBcharging her cargo, shall b.e entitled to receive 
from the master of such vessel such provisions and accom- 
modations as are usually su]iplied to passengers, or as the 
state and condition of such vessel will admit, on receiving 
therefor fifty cents a day; and any master of any vessel 
who shall refuse such provisions and reasonable accommo- 
dations shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars.

Every permit for the unlading of spirita, wines, or any 
part thereof, shall, previons to such landing or unlading 
thereof, be produced to tlie olBcer of inspection, who shall 
record or register in proper books tiie contents thereof, aud 
shall indorse thereupou the word "Inspected," the time 
when, aud his own name; after which he shall return the 
permit to the person by whom it was producetl, and then, 
and not otberwise, it shall be lawful to land the spirits, or 
wines, therein specilied; aud it' spirits or wines shall be 
lauded without such indorsement upon the permit granted 
for that purpose, the master of tlie vessel Irom which the 
same shall have been so landed shall for every such offense 
be liable to a penalty of iive hundred dollars, aud the spir- 
its or wines so landed shall be forfeited. 

All distilled spirits, and wines, shall be landed under the 
inspection of the surveyor, or other officer acting as inspector 
of the revenue for the port, aud such of the inspectors of 
the customs as shall be deputed by him for that purpose, 
and not otherwise, on pain of forfeiture thereof, for which 
purpose the officer shall at all reasonable times atteud. This 
shall not, however, be construed to exclude the inspection 
of any officer of the customs, as now or heretofore prac- 
ticed. 

The officers of iu8i>ection of any port where distilled spirits 
or wines shall be landed, shall, upon the landing thereof, 
and as soon as the casks, vessels, and cases containing tbe 
same shall be inspected, gauged, or measured, brand or 
otherwise mark iu durable characters, the several casks, 
vessels, and cases containing the same, and tbe marks shall 
express the uumbei of casks, vessels, or cases, whether of 
spirits or wines, marked by each officer respectively, iu each 
year, in progressive numbers for each of the articles; also 
the iMjrt of importation, the name of the vessel, aud the 
surname of the master; also each kind of spirits or wines, 
for which different rates of duty are or shall be imposed, 
the number of gallons in each cask or case, aud the rate of 
proof of spirits; also the name of the surveyor or chief 
officer of inspection for the port, and the date of importa- 
tion; of all which particulars the chief officers of inspection

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sliall keep fair aud correct accounts, in boots to be provtfled 
for iLat purpose. 

On tbu sale of any cask, vessel, or ease, whicb has been 
or sball be marked as containing distilled spirits or wiues, 
and wbich has been emptied of its contents, and prior to the 
delivery thereof to the purchaser, or any removal thereof 
the marks and numbers, which shall have been set thereon 
by or under the direction of any ofBeer of inspection, shalt 
be defaced and obliterated in the presence of some oElicef 
of inspection or of the customs, who shall, on due notice 
being given, attend for that purpose, at which time the ixt- 
tilicate which ought to aecomjtauy such chest, vessel, of 
case, shall also be returned and canceled. Every person 
who shall obliterate, counterfeit, alter, or defuce any mark 
or number placed by an ofticerofinapection upon any cask, 
vessel, or case, containing distilled spirits or wines, or any 
certificate thereof; or who shall sell or in any way alionatt: 
or remove any cask, vessel, or case, which has been emptied 
of its crmtentfi, before tlie marks and numbers, set thereon 
pursuant to the provisions of the preceding sei^tion, shall 
have been defaced or oblitarated, in i)r6senee of an officer 
of inspection ; or who shall neglect or refuse to deliver tb* 
certiflcate issued to accorapimy titc cask, chest, vessel, or 
case, of which the marks and numbers shall have he*B 
defaced or obliterated in manner aforesaid, on being thereto 
required by an officer of inspection or of the customs, sliall 
for every snch ofiense be liable to a penalty of one humli'ed 
dollars, with costs of suit. 

If any package whatever whicb has been so reportoil is 
wanting, and not found on board such vessel, or If tlie 
merchandise on board snch vessel does not otherwise ajjree 
with the report or manifest delivered by the master of any 
such vessel, in every such ease the master shall be liabja 
to a penalty of five hundred dollars; except that if it is 
made to appear to the satisfaction of the collector, imTsl 
officer, and surveyor, or to the major part of them where 
those officers are established at any port, or to the sa/if 
faction of the collector alone where neither of the others is 
established, or in case of trial for the penalty, to the satis- 
faction of tha court, that no part whatever of meruhandis* 
of such vessel has beeu unshipped, landed, or unladen siuW' 
it was taken on board, except »a specified in the rejwrtor 
manifest, and pursuant to permits, or that the disagree- 
ment is IJy accident or mistake. In such case the j^iialtf 
shall not be inflicted. But in all such cases the niiisteriH 
any vessel shall be required and shall make a postertrf 
or addition to the report or manifest by him delivered of 
any and all merchandise omitted to be included au'' 
reported in such manifest; and it shall not be lawful t* 
grant a permit to unlade any such merchandise so omitted 
before such post entry or addition to such report or man'- 
fest has been made.'

105, Account of deliveries. 

When tlie delivery of iiieichaiidise from on board of any 
vessel is completed, copies of the acL-ounta or entries wliich 
have been kept or made thereof, by the oflicer cbargetl with 
the deliveries, shall be returned to the collector of ttie dis- 
trict, and the naval ofQcer, if any, wttbin three days after 
snob delivery has beencompleted, if iit the port where such 
officer resides, and if at any otiier port as soon as the nature 
of the case will admit, not exceeding fifteen dayB. The 
accounts or entries to be so returned shall comprise all 
deliveries made pursuant to permits, and all ])ackages or 
merchandise sent to the public stores; also each and every 
package retuaiuing on board of such vessel for the purpose 
of being exported therein toaforeigu port, or to some other 
district of the" United States, 

Such returns shall be signed by the inspectors respec- 
tively under whoso superintendence the deliveries have 
been made; and after examination, and on being found 
correct, shall be countersigned or certified by the surveyor 
of the port, if any, at the port where the deliveries have 
been made. The returns shall be transmitted by him to 
the naval officer, if any ; who shall compare the same with 
the manifests and entries in his jKiasession; and if any 
ditt'erence appears, the particulars thereof shall be noted 
by indorsement on the returns; and if no difference appears, 
it shall be so noted by like indorsements. The naval otHcer 
shall transmit the returns to the collector of the district; 
and on being returned to the collector, shall be by him com- 
pared with the manifests and entries of the merchandise, 
which have been made by the owner, consignee, or his fac- 
tor or agent; and if any difference appears, the same shall 
be noted by indorsement on such manifests specitying the 
particulars thereof; and if no diflereuce appears, it shall 
be noted by like indorsement, that the delivery corresponds 
with the entry or entries thereof. The indorsement or mem- 
orandum shall, ill each case, be subscribed by the oflicer 
by whom the comparison was made. 

The weighers, gangers, and measurers, employed in the 
Hervice of the revenue, shall, within three days after any 
vessel is discharged, make returns of the articles by them 
respectively weighed, gauged, or measured, out of such 
vessel. Such returns shall be made by the weighers, 
gangers, and measurers, in books to be prepared by them 
for that purpose, and kept iu the customhouses. 

106. Distress of weatlier, unlading. 

If any vessel from any foreign port, compelled by distress 
of weather, or other necessity, shall put in to any port of the 
United States, not being destined for the same, the master, 
together with the mate or person next iu command, may, 
Within twenty-four hours after her arrival, make protest in 
the usual form upon oath, before a notary public or other 
person duly authorized, or before the collector of the dis- 
trict where the vessel arrives, setting forth the cause or 
circumstances of such distress or necessity. Such protest, 
^jE tiot made before the collector, shall be produced to him,

and to tlie naval nfficer, if any, and a copy thwwof lodged' 
with him or them. The master shall also, within fiiity- 
eight houi-s aft^r such arrival, make repurt iQ writing to 
the coUectoi', of the vessel and her i:at'go, as is directed- 
hereby to be done in other cases. And if it appear t« the' 
collector, by the certificate of the wardens of the port, on 
other officers asaally charged with, and accustometi to 
ascertain the condition of vessels arriving iu distress, if 
any, or by tbecertilicate of two repntable luerehauts, tu lie 
named for that purpose by the collector, if there are no 
suck wardens, or other ofticert) dniy qnatified, that there is 
a necessity for unlading the vessel, the collector and tiaval. 
officer, if any, shall grant a permit lor that purpose, and i 
shall appoint an insiiector to oveisee such unlading, who ' 
shall keep au account of the same, to be compared irith 
the report made by the master of the vessel. 

All merchandi^ so unladen from any vessel ariivitig ia 
distress shall be stored under the direction of the collector, 
who, upon request of the master of such vessel, or of the 
owner thereof, sliall, together with the naval officer, where 
there is one, and alone where there is none, grant perinis- 
sioii to dispose of such part of the cargo as may be of » 
perishable nature, if any there be, or as may be ueceBsarf 
to delray the expenses attending such vessel and her cargo. 
But entry shall be made therefor, and the dntie:! paid. 

In case tlie delivery of the cargo does not agree with tie 
report thereof, niHile by the master of such vessel so arriv- 
ing in distress, and if the diil'erence or disagreement is not 
sat! stac tori ly accounted for in manner prescribed by tiii^ 
Title TXXXIYJ, the master of such vessel shiill be liable 
to such penalties as in other Ulie cases are prescribed. 

The merchandise, or the remainder thereof, which Eball 
not be disjiosed of, may be reladen on board the vessel so 
arriving in distress, under the inspection of the officer \rho 
superintended the landing thereof, or other proper person; 
and the vessel may proceed with the same to the place of 
her destination, free from any other charge than for tbe 
storingnndsafe-keepingof the merchandise, and feeatotbe 
officers of the customs as in other cases. 

Whenever any Spanish vessel shall arrive in distress,!" 
any port of the United States, having been damaged on tbe 
coasts or within the limits of the united States, and b6r 
cargo shall have been unladen, in conformity with the pro- 
visions of tlie lour preceding sections, the cargo, or any part 
thereof, mny, if the vessel should be condem ned asnotseS' 
worthy, or be deemed incapable of performing her origin*! 
voyage, nfterward be reladen on board any other vesw' 
under the inspection of the officer who superintended tlw 
landingthereof,or other pro]>eriierson. Nodutie8,cliftrge*i 
or fees whatever, sliall be paid on such part of the cargo iw 
may be reladen and carried away, either in the vessel in 
which it was originally imported, or in any other. 

107. Obstruction by Ice. 

When a vessel is prevented by ice from getting to tbe 
port or plaee at which her cargo is intended to be deliveredi 



the collector of the district in whirli such vessel may be 
obstructed may receive the reiwrt and entry of such vessel, 
and, with the consent ol' the naval oflicer, where there is 
one, firant permits for nuhidin;; or Itiuding the nierchauilise 
imported iu such vessel, at any place within his district, 
ni»iKt convenient and proper. TLe report and entry of such 
vessel, and her cargo, or any part thereof, and all persous 
ciuicerned tlierein, shall lie subject to the same regulations 
and penalties as if the vessel had arrived at the port of her 
destination, and had there proceeded to the delivery of her 
cargo. 

lOS. Immadiate unlading. 

Tlie master of any steamship, trading between foreign •'"""S 
ports and ports in tiie United IStates, and running in a 
regularly established steamship line, which line shall have 
been in existence and running steamers in the ibreigo trade 
for not less than one year previous to the application of the 
privilege extended by this Act, arriving in a port of entry 
may n)ake preliminary entry of the vessel by making oath 
or aftirnmtion to the tnitb of the statements contained in 
his manifest and delivering said manifest tu the customs 
oflicer, who shall board said vessel, whereupon the unlad- 
ing of snch vessel may proceed upon arrival at the wharf, 
under such regulations as tlie Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe, but nothing in this Act shall relieve the 
master of any vessel from snbsi;r)nent complianee with the 
provisions of existing laws regarding the report and entry 
of vessels at the custom house. 

Customs officers acling as boarding oflicers, and any 
customs officer who may be designated tor that purpose by 
the collector of the port, are hereby authorized to admin- 
ister the oath or affirmation herein provided for. 

109. Lien for freight. 

That whenever the collector of the port of entry of the "'^ ^' 
vessel, or other proper otticer of the customs, shall be duly 
noticed in writing of the existence of a lien for freight, 
charges, or contribution in general average npon imported 
goods, wares, or merchandise in his custody, he shall, before 
delivering such goods, wares, or merchandise to the im- 
porter, owner, or consignee thereof for consumption, or to 
any vessel or vehicle for transportation or exportation, 
give seasonable notice to the party or parties claiming the 
lien; and the possession by the officers of customs shall not 
aflect the discharge of such lien, under such regulations 
lis the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe; and such 
(jflTcer shall refuse the delivery of such merchandise from 
any public or bonded warehouse or other place iu which 
the same shall be deposited until proof to his satisfaction 
shall be produced that the freight, charges, or contribution 
in general average thereon has been paid or secured; bub 
the rights of the United Statt^'S shall not be prejudiced 
thereby, nor shall the United States or its officers be in 
any manner liable for losses consettucnt upon such refusal 
to deliver. 
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If merchandise so subject to a lien, regarding which notice 
has been filed, shall be forfeited to the United States and 
sold, the freight, charges, or contribution in general aver- 
age due thereon shall be paid from the proceeds of such 
sale in the same manner as other charges and expenses 
authorized by law to be paid therefrom are paid. 

110. Unclaimed merchandise, 

R.S..2965. Unclaimed merchandise required by existing laws to be 

taken possession of by collectors of the customs may be 
stored in any public warehouse owned or leased by the 
United States, or in any private bonded warehouse author- 
ized by this Title [XXXIV], and all charges for storage, 
labor, and other expenses accruing on any such merchan- 
dise, not to exceed in any case the regular rates for such 
objects at the port in question, must be paid before delivery 
of the goods on due entry thereof by the claimant or owner; 
or if sold as unclaimed goods, to realize the import duties, 
the charges shall be paid by the collector out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale thereof before paying such proceeds into 
the Treasury as required by existing laws. 

rt.SM3689. There are appropriated out of any moneys in the Treas- 

ury, not otherwise appropriated for the purposes herein- 
after specified, such sums as may be necessary for the same 
respectively, and such appropriations shall be deemed per- 
manent annual appropriations. 

Eefunding proceeds of unclaimed merchandise (customs) 
to repay to claimants the overplus received from the sale 
of unclaimed merchandise, on due proof of their property 
and entitlement. 
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Ll, Ports from which transported. 

When any nmrchandise, other than e.^plosivo articles, 
and articles in liiilk uot provided for in Mectioii foai'[/i'ej 
of this a«!t, imijorted at the porta of New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston, Baltimore, Portland and BaMi, in Maine, 
I'hicago, Port Huron, Detroit, New Orleans, Norfolk, 
Charleston, Savannivh, Mobile, Galveston, Penaacola, Flor- 
ida, Ok'volaiid, Toledo, and Sivn Francisco, shall appear by 
the invoice or bill of lading and maniliBi<t of the importing 
vesael to be consigned to and destined for either of the 
ports specified in the seventh section of this act, the col- 
lector at the port of arrival shall allow the said merchan- 
dise to be uliipped immediately after the entry prescribed 
in section two of this act has been made. ' 
112. Record of merchandise. 

That the collector at the port of first arrival shall retain 
in his office a permanent record of such mercbaudise so to

The Secretary «f the Treasury from time to time stall 
establish HUch rales and regulatious, uot mconsistent witli 
the laws of the Unit«d States, tosecureajast, faithfnl, anil 
impartial tippmisal of all merchniHlise imported into tiie 
Uniteil States, and Just and proi)er entries of sncb lutuiil 
market valne or wholesale prifte ther eof, and of the sijnare 
yards, parcels, or other qnautittos, as the case may require, 
aud of such actual market-value or wholesale price of eucli 
of them. The Secretary of the Treasury shall report all 
such rules and regulations, with the reasons therefor, to 
the then next session of Congress.' 

The Secretary of the Treiisury shall make the following 
annual reports to Congress: 

Third. A report of the rules and regulations establfehe^ 
by bim to secure a just, faithful, aud impartial appraisal "i 
ail goods, wares, and merchandise imported into the United 
States, the actual value thereof, and the number of sqnaTG 
yards, parcels, or other quantities thereof, together with 
his reasons for making such rules. 

120. jVo delirerf without appraisement 

No merchandise liable to be inspected or appraised shall 
be delivered from the custody of the officers of the customs! 
until the same has been inspected or appraised, or until tbe 
packages sent to be inspected or appraised shaM be fouud 
correctly and fairly invoiced and put np, and bo reported to 
the collector. The collector may, liowever. at the request 
of the owner, importer, consignee, or agent, take bondSi 
with approved security, in double the estimated value of 
such merchandise, conditioned that it shall be delivered to 
the order of the collector, at auy time within ten days afW

for examination; and if any package be found by the 
appraisers to contain any article not specified in the invoice, 
aud tbey or a majjority of them shall be of opinion that 
such article was omitted in tbe invoice with fraudulent in- 
tent on the part of tbe shipper, owner, or agent, the con- 
tents of tbe entire package in which the article may be, 
shall be liable to seiiture and forfeiture on conviction thereof 
before any court of competent jurisdiction; but if the ap- 
l>raisers shall be of opinion that no such fraudulent intent 
existed, then the value of such article shall be added to 
tlie entry, and the duties thereon paid accordingly, and tlie 
Raiiie shall be delivered to the importer, agent, or consignee, 
idacb forfeiture may, however, be remitted by the Secretary 
of the Treasury on the i)roduction of evidence satisfactory 
to him that no fraud was iutended.^ 

Tbe collector of the port of New York shall not, under 
any cinmm stances, direct to be sent fur examination and 
appraisement less than one package of every invoice, and 
one package at least out of every ten packages of merchan- 
dise, and a greater number should he, or the appraiser, or 
any assistant appraiser, deem it necessary. When the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, however, from the character and 
description of the merchandise, may be of tbe opinion that 
the examination of a less proportion of packages will amply 
protect the revenue, he may, by special regnlation, direct a 
less number of packages to be examined. 

That public cartage of merchandise in the custody of tljc 
Government shall be let after not less than tbirty days' ' 
notice of sucU letting to lowest respousible bidder giving 
sutHcieut security, and shall be subject to regulationa, 
a|>|iroved by the Secretary of the Treasury, 

122. Market value. 

The President may cause to be established Stand proper 
regulations for estimating the duties ou nieruliaudise 
imported into the United States, in respect to which the 
original cost shall be exhibited in a depreciated currency, 
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ssued and circulated under authority of any foreign 
governments 
U.S., 2904. When the duty upon any imports shall be subject to be 

levied upon the true market-value of such imports in the 
principal markets of the country from whence the importa- 
tion has been made, or at the i)ort of exportation, the duty 
shall be estimated and collected upon the value on the day 
of actual shipment, whenever a bill of lading shall be pre- 
sented showing the date of shipment, and which shall be 
certified by a certificate of the tjnited States consul, com- 
mercial agent, or other legally authorized deputy. 
July 24, 1897. That the owner, consignee, or agent of any imported 
Sec. 32. merchandise which has been actually purchased may, at 

the time when he shall make and verify his written entry 
of such merchandise, but not afterwards, make such addi- 
tion in the entry to the cost or value given in the invoice 
or pro forma invoice or statement in form of an invoice, 
which he shall produce with his entry, as in his opinion 
may raise the same to the actual market value or whole- 
sale price of such merchandise at the time of exportation 
to the United States, in the principal markets of the coun- 
try from which the same has been imported; but no such 
addition shall be made upon entry to the invoice value of 
any imported merchandise obtained otherwise than by 
actual purchase; and the collector within whose district 
any merchandise may be imported or entered, whether the 
same has been actually purchased or i)rocured otherwise 
than by purchase, shall cause the actual market value or 
wholesale price of such merchandise to be appraised; and 
if the appraised value of any article of imported merchan- 
dise subject to an ad valorem duty or to a duty based upon 
or regulated in any manner by the value thereof shall 
exceed the value declared in the entry, there shall be levied, 
collected, and paid, in addition to the duties imposed by 
law on such merchandise, an additional duty of one per 
centum of the total appraised value thereof for each one 
per centum that such appraised value exceeds the value 
declared in the entry, but the additional duties shall only 
apply to the particular article or articles in each invoice 
that are so undervalued, and shall be limited to fifty per 
centum of the appraised value of such article or articles. 
Such additional duties shall not be construed to be penal, 
and shall not be remitted, nor payment thereof in any way 
avoided, except in cases arising from a manifest clerical 
error, nor shall they be refunded in case of exportation of 
the merchandise, or on any other account, nor shall they 
be subject to the benefit of drawback : Provided, That if 
the appraised value of any merchandise shall exceed the 
value declared in the entry by more than fifty per centum, 
except when arising from a manifest clerical error, such 
entry shall be held to be inesumptively fraudulent, and 
the collector of customs shall seize such merchandise and 
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proceed as in cose ot'forfeittire for vinliitioii of the customs 
lnvra, and in any legal proceeding tliat may result from 
Bucli BfiLzure, the undervaluation us shown hy the appraisal 
shall be presumptive evidence of fnind, and the burden of 
proof shall be ou the claimant to rebut the same and for- 
teitnre shall be atljudj^ed unless he shall rebut such pre- 
sumption of fiaudnleiit intent by sufficient evidence. The 
forfeiture provided for in this section shall ajiply to the 
whole of the merchandise or the viihie thereof in the case 
or package containing the particular article or articles in 
each invoice which are undervalued: I'roriiled, further, 
7hat all additional duties, penalties or forfeitures appli- 
cable to merchandise entered by a duly certitied invoice, 
'sLall be alike applicable to merchandise entered by a pro 
forma invoice or statement in the form of an invoice, and no 
forfeiture or disability of any kind, incurred under the 
provisions of this section shall be remitted or niiligated hy 
the Secretary of the Treasury. The duty rthall not, how- 
ever, be assessed in any case upon an amount less than 
the invoice or entered value. 

No portion of the additional duties provided by this Title 
FXXXIV) shall be deemed a line, penalty, or forfeiture, for 
, the purpose of being distributed to any officer of the cus- 
toms, bnt the whole amount theieof, when received, shall 
lie paid directly into the Treasury.' 

Thai it shall be the duty of the appraisers of the United ^ 
States, and every of Ihem, and every person who shall act 
as such appraiser, or of the collector, as the case may be, 
by all reasonable ways and mcaTis in his or their power to 
ascertain, estimate, and iippraise {any invoice or affidavit 
thereto or statement of cost, or of cost of production to the 
.contrary notwithstandinj;) the actual market valae and 
wholesale price of the merchandise at the time of esporta- 
tion to the United States, in the princijiBl markets of the 
country whence the same has been imported, and the nnm- 
ber of yards, jiarcels, or quantities, and actual market value 
or wholesale price of every of them, as the case may require. 

When an ad valorem rate of duty is im]>osed on any im- : 
ported merchandise, or n-hen the duty imposed shall be 
. Tcgulated by, or directed to be estinnited or based upon, 
the value of the. aqnare yard, or of smy specilied ([uantity 
'or parcel of such merchandise, the collector within whose 
'district the same shall be imported or entered shall cause 
, the actual market- value, or wholesale price thereof, at the 
period of the exportation to the United States, in the prin- 
>cipal marketsof the country from which the same has been 
imported, to be appraised, and such appraised value shall 
' be considereil the value upon which duty shall be assessed." 

That whenever imported merchandise is subject to an ad < 
valorem rate of duty, or to a duty based upon or regulated ^ 
in any manner by the value thereof, the duty shall be

is there bought and sold for exportation to the United 
States, or consigned to the Ignited Stsites for 8ale> includ- 
ing the value of all cartons, cases, crates, boxes, sacks, and 
coverings of any kind, and all other costs, charges, and 
expenses incident to placing the merchandise iu condition, 
packed ready fur shipment to the United Status, aud if 
there be useil For covering or holding imported merchan- 
dise, whether dutiable or free, any uuusual article or form 
designed for use otherwise than in the bona tide trans- 
portation of such niorchaudise to the United States, addi- 
tional duty shall be levied and collected upon such material 
or article at the rate to which the same tvould be subject if 
separately imported. 

That the words "value" or "actual market value" when- 
ever used in this actor in any law relating to the appraise- 
ment of imported merchaudise shall be construed to meau 
the actual market value or wholesale price as defined iu 
this section. 
"■ That, when the actual market value as defined by law, 
of any article of imported luerchaudise, wholly or partly 
maiinfactured aud subject to an ad valorem duly, or to a 
duty based in whole or in part on value, cuu not be other- 
wise ascertained to the satisfaction of the appraising othcer, 
such oflicer shall use all available uieauH in his power to 
ascertain the cost of production of such merchandise at the 
time of exportation to the United States, aud at the place 
of manufacture; such cost of production to include the 
cost of materials aud of fabrication, all general expenses 
covering each and every outlay of whatsoever nature inci- 
dent to such production, together with the expense of 
preparing and puttiug up such mercbandiKe ready for ship- 
ment, and an additiou of not less than eight uor more than 
fifty i>ercentum upon the total cost as thus ascertained; 
and in no case shall such merchandise be appraised upon 
original appraisal or reappraisenieiit at less than the total 
cost of production as thus ascertained. It shall be lawful 
for appraising officers, iu determining the dutiable value of 
sach merchandise, to take into consideration the wholesale 
price at which such or similar merchandise is sold or offered 
for sale in the United States, due allowance being made 
for estimated duties thereon, the cost of tiausportation, 
insurance, and other necessary expenses from the place of 
shipment to the United States, and a reasonable commit 
sion, if any has been paid, not exceeding six per eentnni. 
Every consular officer shall furnish to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, as often as shall be required, the prices cnr- 
reut of all articles of merchandise usually ex])orted to the 
Uniti'd States from the port or place in which he is situated j 
and he shall also furnish to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, at least once in twelve months, the prices current of 
all articles of mercban<lise, including those of the faim, the 
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giarden, and the orchani, tlmt are imported tlirongli the 
port or place in wliicb he is stivt-ioued. Aud he »hall also 
'report as to the character of agricultural implemeiitN hi 
ase, and whether tliey are imported to or manufactured iu 
^bat country; as to the character aud extent of agrlcnltural 
Bud liorticnltitral pursuits there. 

That parr of the information thus obtained ■which per- 
tains to agriculture shall be transmitted by the Secretary 
lof the Treasury, ns soon as the same shall have been received 
by hini, to the Secretary of Agriculture, who shall in- 
clude the same, or so much thereof as he may deem mate- 
rial and important, in his annual reports, stating the said 
prices in dollars and cents, and rendering tables of foreign 
weights and measures into their American equivalents. 

■ISS. Avarage value. 

When merchitndise of the same material or description, 
tut of difl'ereut values, is iuvoiced at an average price, and 
not otherwise provided for, the duty shall be assessed upon 
Xbe whole invoice at the rate to which the highest valued 
^ods in such invoice are subject. 

Whenever articles composed wholly, or iu part, of wool 
or cotton, of similar kind, but diil'erent quality, are found, 
in the same package, charged at an average price, it sliall 
^e the duty of the appraisers to adopt the value of the beat 
article contained in such package, and so charged, as the 
average value of the whole. 

When wool of different qualities is imported in the same 
bale, bag, or piickage, it shall be ap[)raised by the appraiser, 
jto determine the rate of duty to which it shall be subjected, 
at the average aggregate value of the contents of the bale, 
bag, or package; aud when bales of different qualities are 
Unbraced in the same invoice at the same prices whereby 
Ebe average price shallbereduced more than ten per centum 
telow the value of the bale of the best quality, the value of 
the whole shall be appraised according to the value of the 
laleof the best quality; aud no bale, bag, or package shall 
)e liable to a less rate of duty iu cousequence of being 
DToieed with wool of lower value. 
In the appraisement of kid and all other gloves imported 

feto the United States there shall be no discrimination in 
itermining by appraisement the foreign market-value of 
lach goods, whether protected by trademark or not; and in 
lio caseshall gloves so protected by trade mark be appraised 
ftt a less foreign market value than the like goods not so 
protected ; and no sale or jiretended sale of such goods shall 
be held to fix the value of the same. 

124. Standard samples, etc. 

The standard by which the cx)lor and grades of sugar 
fire to be regulated, shall be selected and furnished to the 
eollectors of such ports of entry as may b« necessary by 
tbe Secretary of the Treasury, Irom time to time, and in 
BOch manner as he may deem expedient. 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall, by regulation, pre- 
iCribe and require that snmpies from packages of sugar 
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shall be taken by the proper officers, in sach manner as to 
ascertain the trne quality of sucli sugar; and the weights 
of sngar imported in casks or boxes shall be marked dis- 
tinctly by the custom -honse weigher, by scoring the flgares 
indelibly on each package. 

For the purpose of carrying into effect the classificatioii 
of wool and hair of animals, prescribed by Schedule L, ' 
Title "Duties upon Imports," a sufficient number of dis- 
tinctive samples of the various kinds of wool or bair 
embraced in each of the three classes named, selected and 
prepared under the direction of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and duly verilied by him, the standard samples of 
which shall be retained in the Treasury Department, shall 
be de])osited iti tlie custom-houses and elsewhere, as he 
may direct; which samples shall be used by the proper 
officers of the customs, to determine the class to which any 
imported wool or hair belongs. 

The standard for vinegar shall be taken to be that 
strength which requires thirty-five grains of bicarbonate 
of potash to neutralize one ounce troy of viuegar; and all 
import duties that may be imposed by law on vinegar 
imported from foreign countries shall be collected accord- 
ing to this standard. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may, under the direction 
of the President, adopt such hydrometer as he may deem 
best calculated to promote the public interest for the par- 
pose of ascertaining the proof of liquors; and, after such 
ado|itioii, the duties imposed by law upon distilled spirits 
shall be lollected according to proof ascertaiuud by any 
liydioiiietor so adopted, 

Tliut for the purpose of securing uniformity the tbllow- 
Ing is established as the only standard gauge for sheet and 
plate irouand steel intheUnitedStatcsofAiaerica, namely: 
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And OIL and after July first, eighteen tinndred and ninety- 
tliree, the siime and no otlier sliall be used in determining 
duties siiid taxes levied by tbe [Jnited States of America 
on sheet siid plate iron steel. 

But this act shall not be construed to increase daties 
upon any article which may be imported. 

That the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized and 
required to prepare suitable standards in accordance here- 
ivith. 

That in the practical use and application of the standard 
gauge hereby established a variation of two and one-half 
per cent either way may be allowed. 

For the purpose of estimating the duties on importations 
of graiu, the number of bushels shall be ascertained by 
weight, instead of by measuring; and sixty pounds of 
wheat, ttfty-six pounds of corn, flfty-aix pounds of rye, forty- 
eight pounds of barley, thirty-two pounds of oat«, sixty 
pounds of pease, and forty-two pounds of buckwheat, avoit- 
duiwis weight, shall respectively be estimated as a bushel. 

In all cases in which the invoice or entry does not contain 
the weight, or quantity, or measure of merchandise, now 
wcighed,or measured, or gauged,tliesames)ial1 bo weighed, 
ganged, or measured at the expense of the owner, agent, or 
consignee.' 

If, on the opening of any package, a deficiency of any 
iirtiele shall be found, on examination by the appraisers, the 
same shall be certified to the collector on tlie invoice, and 
an allowance foi the same be made iu estimating the duties. 

125. Bond for description of merchandise. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Secretary of tbe Treas- 
ury, it may be necessary iu order to carry into full efiect 
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the laws for the collection of the revenue, he may authorize 
the c«)llector of any district into which merchandise, sub- 
ject to duty, maybe imported, to require theowner, importer, 
or consignee of such merchandise, to give bond, in a sum 
not exceeding the value of such merchandise, that he will 
produce or cause to be produced, within a reasonable time, 
to be fixed by the Secretary, such proof as the Secretary 
may deem necessary, and as is in the power of the owner, 
importer, or consignee, to obtain, to enable the collector to 
ascertain the class or description of manufacture, or rate 
of duty, to which such merchandise is justly liable. 

12& EMamiimtion of import9rs. 

Juno lu. i8»(v That the general appraisers, or any of them, are hereby 
^*^ **' authorixetl to administer oaths, and said general appraisers, 

the boartls of general appraisers, the local appraisers or the 
iH>llei*tors, as the ease may be, may cite to appear before 
them, and examine upon oath any owner, importer, agent, 
consignee^ or other person touching any matter or thing 
which they, or either of them, may deem material respect- 
ing any imported merchandise, in ascertaining the dutiable 
value or classification thereof; and they, or either of them, 
may retiuire the pi-oduction of any letters, accounts, or 
invoices relating to said merchandise, and may require 
such testimony to be reduced to writing, and when so 
taken it shall be filed in the office of the collector, and 
preservetl for use or reference until the final decision of 
the collector or said board of appraisers shall be made 
re8|)eeting the valuation or classification of said merchan- 
dise, ivs the case may be. 

127. Genera/ Appraisers^ decisions. 

st^o. 18. That all decisions of the general appraisers and of the 

boards of general appraisers, resx>ecting values and rates 
of duty, shall be preserved and filed, and shall be open to 
inspection under proper regulations to be prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

All decisions of the general appraisers shall be reported 
forthwith to the Secretary of the Treasury and to the board 
of general appraisers on duty at the port of New York, and 
the report to the board shall be accompanied, whenever 
practicable, by samples of the merchandise in question, and 
it shall be the duty of the said board, under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, to cause an abstract to 
be made and published of such decisions of the appraisers 
as they may deem important, and of the decisions of each 
of the general appraisers and boards of general appraisers, 
which abstract shall contain a general description of the 
merchandise in question, and of the value and rate of duty 
fixed in each case, with reference, whenever practicable, by 
number or other designation, to samples deposited in the 
place of samples at New York, and such abstract shall be 
issued from time to time, at least once in each week, for the 
information of customs ofticers and the public. 
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12C. EjxmioatioB of drugs. 

AJl drugs, medirines, medicinal preparations, inclading ' 
mediciual essential oils aud cbeniical prepiirationa, used 
wholly or in part as medicine, imiwrted from abroad, shall, 
before passing the coatom-bouse, be examined and ap- 
praised, as well in reference to their ([nality, parity, and 
litness for medical purposes, as to their value and identity 
specified in tbe invoice. 

All medicinal preparations, whethercbemicalorotberwise, ' 
usually imported with the name of the manufacturer, shall 
have the true name of tbe manufacturer and tbe place 
where tbey are prepared, jiermanently and legibly affixed 
to each parcel by stamp, label, or otherwise; and all medici- 
nal preparations imported without such names so affixed 
shall be adjudged to be forfeited. 

If, on examination, any drugs, mediciueB, medicinal prep- ' 
arations, whether chemical or otherwise, including medici- 
nal essential oils, are found, in the opiniou of the examiner, 
to be so far adulterated, or in any manner deteriorated, as 
to render them inferior in strength and purity to the stand- 
ard established by the United States, Edinburgh, London, 
French, and German pharmacopcfius and diKpensatDries, 
and thereby improper, unsafe, or dangerous to be used for 
medicinal purposes, a return to that eH'ect shall be made 
upon the invoice, aud the articles so noted «hall not ji&ss 
the customhouse, unless, on a re-examination of a strictly 
anulytical character, called for by the owner or consignee, 
the return of the examiner shall bo found erroneous, and it 
is declared as the result of snch analysis, thiit the articles 
may i)roperly, safely, and without danger, be used for 
medicinal purposes. 

Tlie owner or consignee shall at all times, when dissatis- 
tied with the examiner's return, have the privilege of call- 
ing, at his own expense, for a reexamination; and the 
collector, upon receiving a deposit of such sum as he may 
deem sufficient to defray such expense, shall procure some 
competent analytical chemist possessing the conlidence of 
the medical profession, as well as of the colleges of medi- 
cine and pharmacy, if any such institutions exist in the 
State in which the col lection- district is situated, |to make] 
a careful analysis of the articles included in the return, 
and a report upon the same under oath. In case this 
report, which shall be final, shall declare the return of the 
examiner to be erroneous, and the articles to be of the 
requisite strength and purity, according to the standards 
referred to in the next preceding section, the entire invoice 
shall be passed without reservation, on payment of the 
cMstoinary duties. 

If the examiner's return, however, shall be sustained by 
the analysis and reiwrt, the articles shall remain in charge 
of the collector, and the owner or consignee, on payment 
of the charges of storage and other expenses necessarily 
incurred by the United States, and on giving a bond with 
sureties satisfactory to the collector to land the articles 
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out of the limits of the United States, shall have the privi- 
lege of re-exporting them at any time within the period of 
six months after the report of the analysis; but if the 
articles shall not be sent out of the United States within 
the time specified, the collector, at the expiration of that 
time, shall cause tlie same to bo destroyed, and hold the 
owner or consignee responsible to the United States for 
the payment of all charges, in the same manner as if the 
articles had been re-exported. 
R. s.,29o8. One of the assistant appraisers at the port of ISew York, 

to be appointed with special reference to his qualifications 
for such duties, shall, in addition to the duties that may 
be required of him by the appraiser, perform the duties of 
a special examiner of drugs, medicines^ chemicals, and so 
forth. 

129. Examination of tea. 

Mar. 2, 1897. From and after May first, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
seven, it shall be unlawful fur any person or persons or 
corporation to import or bring into the United States any 
merchandise as tea which is inferior in purity, quality, and 
fitness for consumption to the standards provided in sec- 
tion three of this Act, and the importation of all such 
merchandise is hereby prohibited. 

Hwi.a. That the Secretary of the Treasury, upon the recommen- 

dation of the said board, shall fix and establish uniform 
standards of purity, quality, and fitness for consumption of 
all kinds of teas imported into the United States, and 
shall procure ami deposit in the customhouses of the ports 
of New York, Chicago, San Francisco, and such other ports 
as he may determine, duplicate samples of such standards; 
that said Secretary shall procure a suflftcient number of 
other duplicate samples of such standards to supply the 
importers and dealers in tea at all ports desiring the same 
at cost. 

All teas, or merchandise described as tea, of inferior 
purity, quality, and fitness for consumption to such stand- 
ards shall be deemed within the prohibition of the first 
section hereof. 

Sec. 4. That on making entry at the custom-house of all teas, or 

merchandise described as tea, imported into the United 
States, the importer or consignee shall give a bond to the 
collector of the port that such merchandise shall not be 
removed from tlie warehouse until released by the collector, 
after it shall have been duly examined with reference to its 
purity, quality, and fitness for consumption; that for the 
purpose of sucli examination samples of each line in every 
invoice of tea shall be submitted by the importer or con- 
signee to the examiner, together with the sworn statement 
of such importer or consignee that such samples represent 
the true quality of each and every part of the invoice and 
accord with the specifications therein contained; or in the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury, such samples 
shall be obtained by the examiner and compared by him 
with the standards established by this Act; and in cases

at once be granted to the importer or consignee declariog 
the tea free from tbe control of tbe customs aothonties; 
but if on examination such tea, or mercbandise desmbed 
as tea, is found, in tbe opinion of the examiner, to be infe- 
rior in parity, <tnality, aud fitness for consumption to the 
said standards the importer or consignee shall be immedi- 
ately notified, and the tea, or iiierchaDdise described as tea, 
shall not be rcleast^ by the costom-honse, unless on a 
reexamination called for by the importer or coDsignee the 
linding of the examiner shall be found to be erroneous: 

Provided, That should a jwrtion of the invoice be passed 
by tbe examiner, a jtermit shall be granted for that portion 
and the remainder held for further examination, as provided 
in sectioa six. 

That in case the collector, importer, or consignee sball 
protest against the tiudiug of the examiner, tbe matter iu 
dispute shall be refeiTed lor decision to a boai-d of three 
United States general appraisers, to be designated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and if such board shaU, after due 
examination, find tbe tea in question to be equal iu purity, 
quality, and fitness for consumption to tbe propei* stand- 
ards, a permit sh:ill be issued by tbe collector for its release 
anddelivery to the importer; but if upon such final reexami- 
nation by snch board the tea sball be found to be inferior 
in parity, quality, and fitness for consumption to the said 
standards, the importer or consignee shall give a bond, with 
security satisfactory to the collector, to export said tea, or 
merchandise described as tea, out of the limits of the United 
States within a period of six months after such final reexami- 
nation; and of the same sball not have been exported 
within the time speuified, tbe collector, at the e.'^piratiou 
of that time, shall cause tbe same to be destroyed. 

That tbe examination herein provided for shall be made 
by a duly qualified examiner at a port where standard 
samples are established, and wheie the merchandise is 
entered at ports where there is no r|aalitied examiner, tbe 
3637- 
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exHmiimtioD shall be iiiude at tliat one of said iwrts wLich 
is nearest tUe port of entry, and tbat for this purpose 
samples of tbe mercbaudise, obtained in tbe manner pro- 
scribed by section fonr of tbis Act, sball be forwarded to 
tbe proper portby tbe collector or ebief officer at tbe port of 
entry; tbut iuall cascsof examination or reexaminatioiiof 
teas, oruierebandisedescribedastea, by exam inersor boards 
of Uuited States generalniipraisersundertbeprovisiousof 
this Act, tbe purity, quality, and fituess for coQsamptioii 
of the same sbull be tested accordiiig to the usages and 
ciifitonis of tbe toa trade, Includiug tbe testing of an infu- 
sion of tbe same in boiling Wiit«r, and, if necessary, chem- 
ical analysis. 

That in cases of reexarnitiation of teas, or meicbandise 
described as teas, by a board of United States general 
appraisers in pursuance of the provisions hereof, samples 
of the tea, or merchandise described as tea, in dispute, lor 
transmission to such board for its decision, sball be put up 
and sealed by the examiner in the presence of tbe importer 
or consignee if he so desires, and transmitted to such 
board, togetlier with a copy of the tinding of the examiner, 
setting forth the canse of coudemuatiou and tbe claim or 
gronud of tbe protestof the importer relating to the same, 
such samides, and tbe papers therewith, to be distinguished 
by such mark that the same maybe identified; that the 
decision of such board shall be In writing, signed by 
them, and transmitted, together with the record and 
samples, Mtthin three days after the rendition thereof, to 
the collector, who shall forthwith furnish the examiner and 
the inipoiter or consignee with a copy of said decision or 
finding. 

Tbe board of United States general apitraisers herein 
provided for shall be authorized to obtain tbe advice, when 
necessary, of persons skilled in the examination of teas, 
who shall eiich receive for his services in any i)articular 
case a compensation not exceeding five dollars. 

That no imported teas which have been rejected by a 
customs examiner or by a board of United States general 
appraisers, and exported under the provisions of this Act, 
shall be reimported into the United States under the pen- 
alty of forfeiture for a violation of this prohibition. 

That the Secretary of tbe Treasury shall have the jiower 
to enforce the provisions of this Act by appropriate regu- 
lations. 

That teas actually on shipboard for shipment to the 
Uuited States at tbe time of the passage of this Act sball 
not be subject to the prohibition hereof, but the provisiouK 
of tbe Act entitled "An Act to prevent the importation of 
adulterated and spurious teas," approved March second, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-three, shall be applicahle 
thereto. 

That the Act entitled "An act to prevent the importa 
tion of adulterated and spurious teas," approved March 
second, eighteen hundred and eighty-three, is hereby 
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reptialetl, such repeitl to take effect oil tbe dute on wlik-h 
this Ai!t goes iuto effec-t. 

130, Examiners-^ualifkaiions. duties. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may, or the noitiinatioii 
of the appraiser, appoint suth number of examiners at the 
port of New York as the Secretary may in writing iletcr- 
niine to be neeesaary. to aid e-acb of the assistant apprais- 
ers iu the esamiaatiou, iuspection, and appraisement of 
merchaudiBe. No person shall be appointed sm-h exam- 
iner who is not, at the time of his api>ointmeut, practically 
and thoroughly awiuainteil with the character, quality, ami 
value of the article in the exaiuiuation and appraisement 
of which he is to be employed ; nor shall any such exam- 
iner enter uijon the discharge of his duties, as such, until 
he shall have taken and subscribed an oath faithfully and 
diligently to discharge such duties. 

No appraiser, assistant appraiser, examiner, clerk, veri- 
fier, sampler, messenger, or other person employed i» the 
departments of appraisal at the jiort of New York, or any 
of them, shall engage or be employed in any commercial or 
mercantile business, or act as agent for any person engaged 
iu such business, during the term of his appointment. 

All provisions relating to the duties of appraisers, or to 
any i)roceiedings consequent or dependent upon the tictiou 
of such appraisers and not inconsistent with the provisions 
relating to the appraiser and assistant appraisers at the 
port of New Yorli, shall be construed to apply to them. 

If at any time, from an increase of importation, or from 
any other cause, there shall be found upon the Hoors of the 
public stores in the city of New York an accumulation of 
merchandise awaiting appraisement, tbe appraiser shall, 
nnder regulations established by tbe Secretary of the 
Treasury, direct the assistant appraisers, and others iisso- 
ciated with them in this branch of the public business, to 
devote time beyond the usual business hours, in each day, 
during daylight, to their respective duties, so that the bnsi- 
neas of appraisement may be faithfully and more prouiptly 
dispatched. 

131. Certirieale of appraisement. 

When merchandise is entered at porta where there are 
no appraisers, the mode hereinbefore prescribed of ascer- 
taining the foreign valne thereof shall be carefully observe<l 
by the revenue officers to whom is committed the estimat- 
ing and collection of duties.' 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall have authority to 
direct the appraisers for any collection district to attend in 
any other collection-district for the imriKjse of appraising 
any merchandise imp<irtcd therein. 

The certificate of any one of the appraisers of the dutiable 
valne of any imported merchandise reqaire<l to be apprainctl,

132. Definition of ton. Metric system. 

Wherever the word "ton" ia used in this cUapter,iri ref- 
eiouue to weight, it shall lau uoustnied as meaning twenty 
hnudred- weight, each hundred- weight being oue hundred 
and twelve pounds avoirdupois. It shall be lawful through- 
out the United States of America to (.'mploy the weiglits 
and measures of the metric system; and no contract or 
dealing, or ])leading in any court, shall be deemed invalid 
or liable to objection because the weights or measures 
expressed or refeired to therein are weights or measures 
of the metric system. 

The tables in the schedule hereto auuexed shall bo recog- 
nized in the eoustmction of coutracts, and in all legal 
proceedings, as establishing, in terms of the weights and 
measures now in use in the United States, the equivalents 
of the weights and measures expressed therein in terms of 
the metric system ; and the tables may lawfully be useil for 
cuni|)uting, determining, and expressing in customary 
weights and measures the weights and measures of the 
metric system.

2 
of account of the United States shall be that of the pure ^"' ''^' 
metal of such coin of standard value ; and the values of the 
Httuidard coins in circnlation of the various nations of 
the world shall be estimated quarterly by the Director of 
the Mint, and be proclaimed by tlie Secretary of the Treas- 
ury immediately after the passage of this Act, and there- 
after quarterly on the first day of January, April, July, and 
October in ea^^h year.'

In ill! payments by or to the Treasury, whether made 
here or in foreign countries, where it becomes necessary to 
compute the value of the sovereign or pound sterliug, it 
shall be deemed equal to four dollars eighty-six cents and 
six and oue-half mills, and the same rule shall be applied 
in appraising merchandise imported where the value is, by 
the invoice, In sovereigns or pounds sterling, and in tbe 
construction of contracts payable in sovereigns or i)onndB 
Bterling; aud this valuation shall be the par of exchange 
between Great Britain and the United States; and all con- 
tracts made after the first day of January, eighteen hun- 
dred nndseventy- four, based on an assumed parof exchange 
with tlreat Britain of fifty-four pence to the dollar, or four 
dollars forty-four and foui-ninths cents to the sovereign or 
pound sterliug, shall be null aud void. 

135. Deposit of money paid under protest 

All moneys paid to any collector of the customs, or to any 
Ijerson acting as such, for unascertained duties or fup 
duties paid under protest against the rate or amount of 
duties cliarged, shall be placed to the credit of the Treas- 
urer of tbe United States, aud shall not be held by tlic 
colleclor, or person acting as such, to await any ascertain- 
ment of duties, or the result of any litigation in relation to 
tlie rate or amount of duty legally chargeable aud collecti- 
ble in any case where money is bo paid. 

136. Suits tor recover/ of duties. 

The Solicitor of the Treasury shall make constant and 
strict examinations and comparisons of tlie reports made 
by collectors of bonds for duties delivered by tliem to dis- 
trict attorneys for suit, and of the returnsmadu by district 
attorneys of such bonds so received by them. 

All suits for the recovery of any duties, imposts, or 
taxes, or for the enforcement of any penalty or tbrfeitnre 
provided by any act respecting imports or tonnage, or the 
registering and recording or enrolling and licensing of 
vessels, or the internal revenue, or direct taxes, and all 
suits arising under the postal laws, shall be broughtin the 
name of the United States. 

When suit is lironght on any bond for the recovery of 
duties due to the United States, it shall be tbe duty of the 
court to grant .judgment at the return term, upon motion, 
unless the defeiidaatT in open court, (tho United States 
attorney being present,) makes oath that an error has been 
committed in the liquidation of tbe duties demanded upon 
such bond, specifying the errors alleged to have been com- 
mitted, and that the same have been notified in writing to 
the collector of the district before the said return term: 
wherenpon a continuance may be granted until the next 
term, and no longer, if the court is satisfied that sneli cou- 
tinnance is necessary for the attiiinnieut of Justice.'

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In all suits by tlie United States for the recovery of ^.s. 
dntfes upou imports, or of penalties for the non-payment 
thereof, the judgment shall recite that it was rendered for 
dnties, and snch jiulgiiient, with interest thereon, and 
costs, sliiill be payable in the coin by law receivable for 
datie»; and the execntion issued thereon shall set forth 
that the recovery is for duties, and shall require the mar- 
shal to satisfy the same in the coin by law receivable for 
duties; and in case of levy upon and sale of the property 
of the judgmeut debtor, the marshal shall refnse payment 
from any purchaser at sucli sale in any other money than 
that speeined in the execution. 

Upon iill bonds, on which suits are brought for the recov- R-s- 
ery of dniies, interest shall be allowed, at the rate of six 
per cintuni a year, from the time when said bonds became 
duo. 

In all proceedings brought by the United States in any ii. s., 
court for due recovery as well of duties upon iniiwrts alone 
as of penalties for the nonpayment thereof, the judgment 
shall recite that the same is rendered for duties, and such 
judgment, interest, and costs shall be payable in the coin 
l>y law receivable for duties, and the execution issued on 
such judgment shall set forth that the recovery is for duties, 
and shall require the marshal to satisfy the same in the coin 
by law receivable for duties; and in case of levy upon and 
sale of the property of tlie judgment debtor, the marshal 
shall reiuse payment from any purchaser at such sale in 
any other money than that sjiecilied in the execution. 

137. Excess of deposit — refund. 

That whenever it shall be showu to tlie satisfactiou of June 
the Secretary of the Treasury that, in any case of unas-' 
certained or estimatetl duties, or payments made upou 
appeal, more money has been paid to or deposited with a 
collector of customs than, as has been ascertained by final 
hijnidation thereof, the law reijuired to be paid or deposited, 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall direct the Treasurer to 
refund and pay the same out of any money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. 

The necessary moneys therefor are hereby appro [iriated, 
and this appropriation shall be deemed a permanent indefi- 
nite appropriation ; and the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to correct manifest clerical errors in any 
entry or liquidation, for or against the United States, at 
any time within one year of the date of such entry, but not 
afterwards: 

Provided, That the Secretary of the Treasury Bhall in 
his annual report to Congress, give a detailed statement of 
the various sums of money refiinde<i under the proviaitms 
of this act or of any other act of Congress relating to the 
revenue, together with copies of the rulings under which 
repayments were made. 

There are appropriated, out of any moneys in the Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, for the purposes hereinafter

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spectively; and aucli appropriations shall be deemed per- 
manent iiiiiuial appropriations. 

Kepayiuent of exceas of deposits for nn ascertained duties,

certaiiied duties, or duties or other moneys paid under pro- 
test. 

136. Limitation of retiquidation, 
*■ That wheaever any goods, wares, and merchandise shall 
liave been entered and passed free of duty, and whenever 
duties u]>on any imported goods, wares, and mercbandise 
sball have been liquidated and paid, and such goods, wares, 
and merchandise shall have been delivered to the owner, 
importer, a^ent, or consignee, such entry and passage tree 
of duty and such settlement ot duties shall, after the expira- 
tion of one year from the time of entry, iu the absence of 
fraud and in tbe absence of protest by the owner, importer, 
agent, or consignee, be final and conolusivenpon all parties. 

139. Restrictions on refunr/a. 

No moneys collected as duties on imports, in accordance 
with any decision, ruling, or direction previously mode or 
given by tlie Secretary of the Treasury, shall, except as 
Lereinatter provided, be refunded or repaid, unless in 
accoi'dance with the judgment of a circuit or district court 
of the United States giving construction to the law, and 
from which the Attorney-General shall certify that no 
appeal or writ of error will be taken by the United States: 
or unless in pursuance of a special appropriation for the 
particular refund or repayment fo be made : 

Frovided, That whenever the Secretary shall be of opinion 
that such duties have been assessed and collected under 
an erroneous view of the facts iu the case, he may author- 
ize a re -ex ami nation and reliquidatiou in such case, and 
make such refund in accordance with existing laws as the 
facts so ascertained shall, in his opinion, justify; but no 
such reliquidatiou shall be allowed unless protest and 
appeal shall have be«n made as required by law: 

Provided further, Tbat the restrictive provisions of this 
act shall not apply to such personal and household eftects 
and other articles, not merchandise, as are by law exempt 
from duty : 

And provided also, That this act shall not aSect the 
lofund of excess of deposits based on estimated duties nor 
prevent the correction of errors in liquidation, whether for 
or against the Government, arising solely upon errors of 
fact discovered within one year from the date of payment, 
and, when iu favor of the Government, brought to the 
notice of the collector within ten days from the date of 
discovery. 

That no ruling or decision once made by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, giving construction to any law imposing cus- 
toms duties, shall be reversed or modified adversely to the 
United States, by the same or a succeeding Secretary, 
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except in concurreiK.-6 witli au opinion of tlie Attorney- 
Geueral lecom mending the same, or a, judicial decision of 
a circuit or district conrt of the United States conflicting 
with Bucli ruling or decision, and from which the Attorney- 
General shall certify that no appeal orwrit of error will be 
taken by the United States: 

Provided, That the Secretary of the Treasury may in his 
discretion, decline to acquiesce in the judgment, decision, 
or ruling of an inferior court upon any question affecting 
the interests of the United States, when, in his opinion, 
Buch interests require a final adjudication of such question 
by the court of last resort. 

That the Secretary of the Treasury shall have power to 
make such regulations, not inconsistent with law, ns may 
be necessary to carry this act into effect. 

That the Secretary of the Treasury shall, in his annual 
report to Congress, give a detailed statement of the vari- 
ous Buips of money refunded under the provisions of this 
act or of any other act of Congress relating to the revenue, 
together with copies of the rulings under which repayments 
were made: 

Froriiled, That in all cases where the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall so request the Attorney -General shall take 
an appeal to the Supreme Court. 
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0. The decision of the appraiser or tbe person actiug aa sndi 
(in case.s wliere no objeclion is made thereto, eitlier by tlie 
collector or by the importer, owner, wmsignce, or agent), 
or of the general appraiser in cases of re'appraiaement> 
shall be final and coiiclnsiye as to the dntiable valne of 
sacli merchandise against all parties interested therein, 
nnless the importer, owner, consignee, or agentof the raor- 
chandtse shall bedissatisfied with such decision, and shall, 
within two days thereafter give notice to the collector in 
writing of saeh dissatisfaction, or nuless tlie collector shall 
deem the appraisement of tbe merchandise too low, in 
either case the collector shall transmit the invoice and all 
the papers appertaining thereto to tlio hoard of three gen- 
eral appraisers, which shall be on dnty at the ix)rt of New 
York, or to a board of three general appraisers who may 
be designated by the Secretary of the Treasary for such 
duty at that port or at any other port, which board shall 
e.famine and decide the case thns submitted, and their 
decision, or that of a majority uf them, shall be tina) and 
conclusive as to the dutiable value of such merchandise 
against all parties interested therein, and the collector or 
Ifae person acting as such shall ascertain, tlic, and liquidate 
the rate and amount of duties to be paid on such mer- 
chandise, and tlie dutiable costs and clnirges thereon, 
according to law. 

141. Protest— classification. 

The decision of the collector as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable upon impr>rted merchandise, includ- 
ing all dutiable costs and charges, and as to all fees 
and exactions of whatever character (except dutjea on ton- 
nage), shall be final and conclusive against all persona 
interested therein, unluss the owner, importer, consignee, 
or agent of such merchandise, or the person paying such 
fees, charges, and exactionsotherthan duties, shall, within 
ten days after "but not before" such aBcertainmeut and 
liqiddatjon of duties, as will in cases of merchandise 
bond as for consumption, or within ten d^s

after tbe payment of sui^h fees, cliargua, iind exactions, if 
(liHSatisfted witii siicli ileci^ion j^ive iiotice iuwritiug to the 
collector, setting: fnrtli therein lUstinctly and speeifically, 
and ill respect to each entry <»r payment, the reasouB for 
Lis objections thereto, and if Ihe morelmndise is entered 
for eonsnniptiou sliall pay tlio full aniuunt of the duties 
and charges ascertained to lie due thereon, 

Ujion such notice and payment tlie collector shall trans- 
mit the invoice and all the papers and exhibits connected 
therewith to the board of three general aiipraiaers, which 
shall be on dnty at the port of New York, or to a board 
of three general appraisers who may be designated by the 
Secretary of the Treasuiy for such duty at that iiort or at 
any other port, which board sliall examine and decide the 
vase thus submitted, and their decision, or tliat of a major- 
ity of them, shall bo llnal and conclusive upon all persons 
interested therein, and tbe record shall be transmitted to 
the jtroper collector or peison acting as such wiio shall 
litpiidato the entry accordingly, except in cases wliere an 
application shall be tiled in the circuit court within the 
time and in tlie manner provided for in section Hfteenof 
this act. 

H2. Appeal to circuit court. 

If the owner, importer, consignee, or agent of any im 
ported merchandise, or the collector, or the Secretary of 
tbe Treasury, shall be dissatisfied with the decision of the 
boardof general appraisers, as ]irovided for in section four- 
teen of this act, as to the constructiou of the law and the 
facts respecting the classification of such merchandise and 
the rateof dutyimposed thereon under such classilication, 
they or either of them, may, within thirty days next alter 
such decision, and not afterwards, apply to the circuit court 
of the United States within the district inwhich the matter 
ai'ises, for a review of the qnestioua of law and fact involved 
in such decision. 

Such application shall be made by filing in the office of 

the clerk of said circuit court a concise statement of the 

- errors of law and fact complained of, and a copy of such 

statemeiit8)iallbeBervedontheco11ector,oron the importer, 

owner, consignee, or agent, as the case may be. 

Thereupon the com t shall order tlie board of appraisers 
to return to said circuit court the record and the evidence 
taken by them, together with a certified statement of the 
facta involved in the case, and their decisions thereon ; and 
all the evidence taken by and before said appraisers shall 
be competent evidence before said circuit court ; and within 
twenty days after the aforesaid return is made tlie court 
may, upon the ajjplication of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the collector of the port, or the importer, owner, consignee, 
or agent, as the case maybe, refer it to one of said general 
appraisers, as an ofticer of the court, to take and return to 
the court such further evidence as maybe olfered by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, collector, importer, owner, con- 
signee, or agent, within sixty days thereafter, in such order 
ifrad under such rules as the court may prescribe; and such 
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furtlier evideace with the aforesaid retamu Hball constitute 
the record upon which said circuit court shall give priority 
to and proceed to hear and determine the (luestious of law 
and fact involved in sucli decision, respecting; the claasili- 
cation of such merchandise and the rate of duty imposf-d 
thereon under snch classification, and the decision of such 
court shall be linal, and the i)ropei' collector, or person iiet- 
iiig as such, shall liquidate the entry accordingly. 

143. Pafmenl of judgment, 

">■ All final judgments, when in favor of the importer, shall 
be satisfied and paid by the Secretary of the Treasury 
from the x'ermanent iiulefinite appropriation providetl for 
in section twenty-three of this act. 

For the purposes of this section the drcuit courts of the 
United States shall bo deemwl always open, and said cir- 
cuit courts, respectively, may establish, and from time to 
time alter, rules and regulations not inconsistent berewitli 
for the procedure in snuh cases as they shall <leem proi>er. 

144. Circuit court of appeals — jurisdiction. 

II. The circuit courts of appeals establisiied by this act 
shall exercise appellate j uri8<lictiou to review by appeal or 
by writ of error final decision in the district court iind the 
existing circuit courts in all cuses other than those pro- 
vided for in the preceding section of this act, unless other- 
wise provided by law, aud the judgments or decrees of the 
circuit courts of appeals shall be final in ail cases in which 
the jurisdiction is dependent entirely upon the opposite 
parties to the suit or controversy, being itlieus and citizens 
of the United States or citizens of different States; also 
in all cases arising under the patent laws, under the levenue 
laws, and under the criminal laws and in admiralty cases, 
excepting that in every such subject within its appellate 
juri.'idictiou the circuit court of appeals at any time may 
certity to the Supreme Court of the United States any 
question or propositions of law coucerning which it desires 
the instruction of that court for its proper decision. 

And thereupon the Supreme Court may either give its 
instruction on the questions and propositions certified to 
it, which shall be binding upon the circuit courts of appeals 
iu sucli case, or it may require that the whole record and 
cause may be sent up to it for its consideration, and there- 
upon shall decide the whole matter in controversy in the 
same manner as if it had been brought there for review by 
writ of error or appeal. 

And excepting also that in any such case as is lierein- 
beforo made final in the circuit court of appeals it shall be 
competent for the Supreme Oourt to require, by certiorari 
or otherwise, any such ease to be certilied to the Supreme 
Court for its review and determination with the same 
power and authority in the case as if it had been carried 
by appeal or writ of errar to the Supreme Court. 

In all cases not hereinbefore, in this si'ction, made final 
there shall be of right an appeal or writ of error or review 
of the ease by the Supreme Court of the United States 
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wliere tlie matter iu cimtruversy shall exceed one tliimaaiid 
dolljirs besides costs. 

But no aucli appeal shall be taken or writ of error sued 
OHt UQless within oue year alter the entry of the order, 
judtfment, or decree sought to be reviewed. 

145. Casn reiiewBd by Supreme Court — how remanded. 

Whenever on appeal or writ of error or otherwise a 
case cotuiog directly from the district court or existiug 
eircuit court shall be reviewed and determined iii the 
Sajtreme Uourt the cause shall be remanded to the proper 
district or circuit court tor further proceedings to be taken 
in pursuance of such determination. 

And whenever on appeal or writ of error or otherwise a 
case coming from a circuit court of appeals shall be re- 
viewed and determined in the Supreme Court the cause 
shall be remauded by the Supreme Court to the proper 
district or circuit court for further proceedings in pursu- 
iiiico of such determination. 

Whenever on appeal or writ of error or otherwise a case 
coming ftom a district or circuit court shall be reviewed 
and determined iu the circuit court of appeals in a case in 
which the decision in the circuit court of appeals is flnal 
such cause shall be remanded to the said district or circuit 
court for further proceedings to be there taken in pursu- 
ance <if such determination.

If any peraon w!to ' 
may be driving or conducting, or iu cbargu of any sucb car-

If iiny offlcer, or other person, executing or aiding or 
assisting in the seizure of good.s. nnder any act providing 
for or regulating the collection of duties on imports or ton- 
nnge, is sued for anything done in virtue of the powers 
given thereby, or by virtue of a warrant granted by any 
judge, or justice, pursuant to law, he may pletul the gen- 
eral issue and give such act and the special matter in 
evidence. 

In all casesof seizure of property subject to forfeiture fur 
any of the causes named in any provision of law relatinfr 
to the customs, or for the registering, enrolling, or licens- 
ing of vessels, when, in the opinion of the collector or other 
principal oRicer of the revenue making such seizure, the 
value of the property seized does not exceed five hundred 
dollars, he shall cause a list and particular description of 
tli» property seized to be prepared in duplicate, and an 
apprai-'vment of the same to be made by two sworn apprais- 
ers under the revenue Iaws,if there arie snoli appraisers at 
or near the place of seizure; bnt if there are no such 
appraisers, then by two competent and disinterested citi- 
zens of the United Staten, to be selected by him for that 
purpose, residing at or near the phme of seizure; which 
list and appraisement shall bo properly attested by such 
collector or other officer and the persons making the 
iipjiraisal. For sncb services of the appraisers they shall 
be allowed out of the revenue one dollar and fifty cents 
each, for every day necessarily eni|)Ioyed in snch service.

district shnll be situated; and if no newspaper shall be 
published iti such county, then notices shall be posted in 
proper publi« places, which notices shall describe the arti- 
cles seiKcd, and state the time, cause, and place of seizure, 
iind shall require any i>er8ou chiimiuf; such articles to 
!ip]>ear and lilu with such collector or other officer his claim 
to such articles within twenty days from the date of the 
11 rst publication of such notice. 

.s,,*:iTii. In every case where a rorfeitnre of any vessel or mer^ 

chiindiso ^hjill accrue, it shall be the duty of the collector 
iir olhcr proper ofiicer, who shall {jive notiie of the seizure 
of such vessul or of such merchandise, to insert in the same 
ndvertisemeut tlie nayie and place of residence of the per- 
son to whom any such vessel and nierchaudise belonged or 
were consigned, at tlie time of such seizure, if the same be 
known tobim. 

.s.,au7ti. Any person elaiminjr the property so seized may, at any 

time within twenty days from the date of such publication, 
llle with the collector or other officer a claim, stating' his 
interest in tlia articles seized, and, upon depositing with 
such (rollect^ir or other ofiicer a bond to the United States 
in the jienal sum of two hundred and fifty dollars, with two 
sureties, to be approved by such collector or other officer, 
conditioned that, in case of the condemnation of the articles 
so claimed, the obligors shall pay all the costs and expenses 
of the prnceedings to obtain such condemnation. Such col- 
lector or other officer shall transmit the same, with the 
duplicate list and description of the articles seized and 
claimed, to the United States district attorney for the dis- 
trict, who shall proceed for a coudemnatiou of the proi>erty 
in the ordinary mode presciibed by law. 

.s.,BU7;. If no such claim shall be filed or bond given within the 

twenty days above spocitieil, such collector or other ofScfif 
shall give iiot less than fifteen days' notice of the sale of 
the property so seized, by publication in the manner before 
mentioned; and, at the time and place specified in suufa 
notice, be shall sell at public aucti<in the property so seized, 
and shall deposit the proceeds, after deducting the actual 
expenses of such seizure, pnbbcation, and sale, in the 
Treasury of the United States, as shall be directed by the 
See.retary of the Treasury. The collector, however, shall 
have power to adjourn sucli sale from time to time for a 
perimi not exceeding thirty days in all. 

.K.,ao7«. Any person claiming to be interested in the property sold 

under the provisions of the preceding section may, within 
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tlirec mouths alter amili siile. apply to tLe Secretary of Uio 
Tronsnry for a f emiaBtou of tbe lorfeiture arid a restoration 
of tlio proceeds of sucli sale, aud tLe same may be graiiti'd 
by the Secretary iipou satisfactory proof, to be fiirnisljed in 
such manner as he sball direct, that the applicant, at the 
tinii' of the seizare and sale of the property in question, 
did not know of the seizure, aud was in such circunistances 
siH prevented him from knowing of the same, and that such 
Ibrffeiture was incurred without willful negligence or any 
iutention of fraud on the part of the owner of such property. 

If no application for such remission or restoration shall k-s-.^utd, 
be made within three months after such sale, the Secretary 
of theTreaaury shall then cause the proceeds of such sale 
to be distributed in the same manner as if such property 
had been condemned and sold in pursuance of a decree o^ 
a competent court. 

Whenever seizure shall be made of any property which, it- s.. :;08n. 
in the opinion of the api)rai8ers, is liable to perish or waste, 
or to be greatly reduced in value by keeping, or which can- 
not be kept without great disproportionate expense, whether 
such property eonsinis of live auimals or merchandise, and 
when the property thus seized shall not exceed five hundred 
dollars in value, and when no claim shall have been inter- 
posed therefor as is hereinbefore provided, the appraisers, 
if requested by the collector or prindpal omcer milking the 
seizure, at the time when such appraisal is made, shall cer- 
tify on oath in their appraisal the belief that the prop 
erty seized is liable to speedy deterioration, or that thu 
expenses of its keeping will largely reduce the net proceeds 
of tbe sale; and in case the appraisers thus certify, such 
collector or other officer may proceed to advertise and sell 
the same at auction, by giving notice for such time as he 
may think reasonable, but not less than one week, of such 
seizure and intendedsale, by advertisement as is hereinbe- 
fore provided; andtheproceedaof such sale shall be depos- 
ited to the credit of the Treasurer of the United States, 
subject, nevertheless, to the payment of such claims as 
shall be presented within three months from the day of sale, 
and allowed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

152. He/ease on payment of appraise// value. 
The collectors of the several districts of the United K.s..™gi. 

States, in all cases of seizure of any merchandise for vio- 
hition of the revenue laws, the appraised value of which, 
in the district wherein such seizure shall be made, does not 
(exceed one thousand dollars, are liereby authorized, sub- 
j«'i-t to the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, to 
release such merchandise on payment of the appraised value 
thereof. 

153. Smuggling defined. 
If any person shall fraudulently or knowingly import or ji,s.,3i)82 

bring into the United States, or assist in so doing, any mer- 
chaudise, contrary to law, or shall receive, conceal, buy, 
sell, or in any manner fwiilitate the transportation, eon- ^ 
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cealiiieut, or ^ale of such merchandise ^fter importation, 
knowing the same to have been imported contrary to law, 
sncli merchandise shall be forfeited and the offender i^hall 
be fined in any snm not exceeding five thonsand dollars 
nor lees than fifty dollars, or be imprisoned for any time 
not exceeding two years, or both. Whenever, on trial for 
ii violation of this section, the defendant is ahowu to have 
or to have had possession of such goods, snnh possession 
shall be deemed evittence suflicieiit to antlioriae conviction, 
unless the defendant shall explain the posseaaion to the 
satisfaction of the jury.' 

Whenever any article subject to duty is found in the 
baggage of any person arriving within the United States, 
which was not, at the time of making entry for hiuch Ijag- 
gage, mentioned to the collector bel'oie whom such entry 
was made, by the person making entry, such article shall 
be forfeited, and the peram in whose biiggage it is found 
shall be liable to a penalty of treble the value of such 
article, 
*, That whenever any olBcer of the customs or other person 
shall detect and seize goods, wares, or merchandise, in the 
act of being smuggled, or which have been smuggled, he 
shall be entitled to such compensation therefor as the Sec- 
retary oftbeTreasury shall award, not exceeding in amount 
one half of the net proceeds, if any, resulting from such 
seizure, after deductiug all duties, costs, and charges con- 
nected therewith : '' 

Provided, That for the purposes of this OA-.t smuggling 
shall be construed to mean the act, with intent to defraud, 
of bringing into the United States, or, with like intent, 
attempting to bring into the United States, dutiable arti- 
cles without passing the same, or the package containing 
the same, through the custom house, or submitting them 
to the officers of the revenue for examination.' 

And whenever any person not an officer of the United 
States shall furnish to a district attorney, or to any chief 
officer of the customs, original information concerning any 
Haud upon the customs revenue, perpetrated or contem- 
plated, which shall lead totherecovery of any duties with- 
held, or of any fine, penalty, or forfeiture incurred, whether 
by importers or their agents, or by any officer or person 
employed in the customs service, such compen station may, 
on such recovery, be paid to such person so furnishing 
information as shall be Just and reasonable, not exceeding 
in any case the sum of live thousand dollars; which com- 
pensation shall be paid, under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, out of any money appropriated for 
that purpose.*

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1154. Reports to Solicitor anil district attorney. 
Whenever any seizure shall be made for the purpose of 
enforciug any forfeit lire, the collector or other persou caus- 
iiij; Kuch seiiitire to be made shall iniineiliately give infor- 
inalion thereof to ttie bolicitor of the Treasury. 

Whenever the Solicitor of the Treasury receives iofor- 
mation ftoni a collector of duties that such collector has 
delivered aiiy bond for duties to a district attorney for suit, 
the Solicitor of the Treasury shall make bucIi entry thereof 
as that the attorney may duly iippeiir uharrreivble therewith, 
until the anionnt has been paid to the United States, or he 
has obtained Judgment tliereou and delivered execution to 
the marshal, or otherwise been duly discharged therefrom. 

The Solicitor of the Treasury, under direction of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, shall take cognizance of all frauds 
or attempted frauds upon the revenue, and shall exercise 
a general supervision over the measures for their prevention 
and detection, and for the prosecution of persouB charged 
with the commission thereof. 

The several collectors of customs shall report within ten 
days to the rtintrict attorney of the district in which any 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture may be incurred for the violation 
of any law of the United States relating to the revenue, a 
statement of all the facts and circumstances of the case 
within their knowledge, or which may come to their knowl- 
edge from time to time, stilting the namesof the witnesses, 
and the provisions of the law believed to be violated, and 
on which a reliance may be had for condemnation or con- 
viction. Jf any collector shall in any case fail to feport to 
the proper district attorney, as prescribed in this section, 
siich collector's right to any compensation, benefit, or allow- 
ance in such case shall be forfeited to the United States, 
and the sume may, in the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, be awarded to such persons as may make com- 
plaint and prosecute the same to .indgment or conviction. 

That it shall be the duty of any officer or person employed ^ 
in the customs revenue service of the United States, upon 
detection of any violation of the customs-laws, forthwith 
to make complaint thereof to the collector of the district, 
whose duty it shall be promptly to report the same to the 
district attorney of the district in which such frauds shall 
be committed. 

Immediately uikju the receipt of such complaint, if, iu 
bis judgment, it can be sustained, it shall be the duty of 
Bach district attorney to cause investigation into the facts 
to be made before a United States commissioner having 
jurisdiction thereof, and to initiate proper proceedings to 

» recover the fines and penalties iu the premises, and to prose- 
flate the same with the utmost diligence to final judgment.' 
185. Proceedings lor forfeiture. 

It shall be the duty of every district attorney to whom ] 
any collector of customs, or of internal revenue, shall report, 
according to law, any case in whicli any fine, penalty, or 

ilSOpiiiH.. 532. 
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forfeiture bas been iucurred in th« district of sucb attorney 
for the violatiou of any law of the United States relating 
to tlie revenue, to t^ause tbe pro])er proceedings to be com- 
mencetl and prosecuted nitbout delay, for the fines, iienal- 
ties, and forfeitures in sncb case provided, nnless, npon 
inquiry and examinatioD, he shall decide that such proceed- 
ings can Hut probably be sustai»ed,or that the ecds of public 
iustioe do not require that such proceedings should be insti- 
tnted; in which case he shall i-eport the facts in customs 
ciises to tlic Secretary of the Treiisnry, and in iuternal- 
reyenue cases to the Comuiissiouer of Internal Revenue 
for their diicction. And for the expenses incurred and 
services rendered in all such eases, the district attorney 
shall receive and be paid from the Treasury such snin as 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall deem jnst and reasou- 
iible, uiMiii the certificate of the judge before whom such 
cases are tried or disposed of: Provided, That the anunal 
.compensattoi) of such district attorney shall not exceed the 
maximum aiiioniit prescribed by law, by reason of such 
allowance and payment. 

District attorneys, npon receiving the report of a col- 
lectors sliall c;nise suit and proseculioa to be commenced 
and prftseciited without delay for the tines and personal 
penaf^es by law in such case provided, unless upon inquiry 
aiidexami nation they shall decide that a conviction cannot 
probably be obtained, or that the ends of public justice do 
not require that a suit or prosecution should be instituted, 
in which case they shall report the facts to the Secretary 
of the Treasury for his direction. For expenses incurred 
and services rendered in prosecutions for such lines and 
personal jienalties, they shall receive ^ach allowance as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall deem just and reasonable, 
upon the certilicate of the judge before whom such prose- 
cution was had. 

Every district attorney shall, on instituting any suit for 
the recovery of any fine, penalty, or forfeiture, immediately 
transmit to the Solitiitor of the Treasury a statement 
thereof. 

Then' shall beHaxed and paid to every district attorney 
two per centum npon all moneys collected or realized in 
any suit or proceeding arising under the revenue laws, 
and conducted by him, iu which the United States is a 
]iarty, which shall be in lieu of all costs and fees iu such 
proceed in g. 

On and after the first day of .Tuly eighteen hundred and 
ninety-six, all fees and emoluments to be paid to Uuited 
Stutes district attorneys • » • shall be charged as 
heretofore and shall be collected as far as possible and paid 
to the Clerk of the Court having jurisdiction, and by him 
covered into the Treasury of the United States, and said 
officers shall be paid for their official services which shall 
include services in the Circuit Court of Appeals of their 
res|)ective circuits whenever sitting, salaries and compen- 
sation provided in the act and not otherwise. 

Whenever two or more things belonging to tlie same 
pi-eson are seized for an alleged violation of the revenue 
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laws, the wlio]e must be included in oue suit; and if eeiia- 
rate nctious iire prosecuted in such cases, the court shall 
consolidate tlieni. 

That in all suits and prooiwdinga other than criminal ^,; 
arisin^r nndei- any of the revenue- laws of the United States, ''"' 
the attorney representiug the Govcrntnent, whenever, in 
Ilia t>i-Iief, any busineaabook, invoii'e, or paper, belonging 
tD or nudcr theiiontrol of the defendant or cIaiD>ant,:wili 
tend to prove any allegation made by the United States, 
may make a written motion, particularly describing SiUjuh 
book, invoice, or papier, and setting forth the ollegatiou 
which heexpects to prove; and thereupon thecourtinw^ich 
suit or proceeding is pending may, at its discretion, issue a 
notice to the defendant or claimant to produce anch book, 
invoice, or paper in court, at a day and hour to be 8t>Gcifled 
in said notice, which, together with a copy of said motion, 
shall be served formally on the defendant or claimant by 
the United States marshal by delivering to him a certified 
copy thereof, or otherwise serving the same as origiual 
notices of suit in the same court are served : and if the 
defendant or claimant shall fail or refuse to produce such 
book, invoice, or paper in obedience to such notice, the 
allegations stated in ttie said motion shall be taken as con- 
fessed unless his failure or refusal to produce the same 
shall be explained to the satisfaction of the court; and if 
produced, the said attorney shall be permitted, under the 
direction of the court, to make examination (at which ex- 
amination the defendant or claimant, or his a^nt, may be 
present) of such entries in said book, invoice, or paper as 
relate to or tend to prove the allegation aforesaid, and may 
ofter the same in evidence on behalf of the United States. 

But the owner of said books and papers, his agent or 
attorney, shall have, subject to the order of the court, the 
custody of them, except jiending their examination in court 
as aforesaid.' 

All merchandise or property of any kind seined under 
the provisions of any law of the United Statea relating to 
the ou8tom8,8hall, unless otherwise provided for by law, be 
placed and remain in the custody of the collector or other' 
principal officer of the customs of the district in which the 
seizure shall be made, to abide adjudication by the proper 
tribnnal, or other disposition according to law.^ 

When any vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise are seized ■ 
by any officer of the customs, and prosecuted for forfeiture 
by virtue of any law respecting the revenue, or the regis- 
tering and recording, or the enrolling and licensing of ves- 
sels, the court shall cause fourteen days' notice to be given 
of such seizure and libel, by causing the substance of such 
libel, with the order of the court thereon, setting forth the 
time and place appointed for trial, to be inserted in some 
newspaper published near the place of seizure, and by post- 
ing up the same in the most public manner for the space of 
"- teen days, at or nearthe place of trial; and proclama- 
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tJMD nhail be made iu sucli inaiiiter ns tlte court slinll direct. 
And if no persou appesirs .ind claims sucli vessel, goodn, 
wares, or merchandise, and gives bond to defend tLe prosc- 
cntion thereof and to resjiond tUe cost in case he shall not 
supiMrt his claim, the conrt shall proceed to hear and de- 
tt^riniiie the oanse according to law. 

Upon tlie prayer of any claimant to the conrt, that any 
vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise, seized and i>rosecnte(l 
nuder any law respecting^ the revenue from imports or ton- 
nage, or the registering and recording, or the enrolling and 
licensing of vessels, or any part thereof, should be delivered 
to him, the court shall appoint three proper persons to ap- 
praise such property, who shall be sworn in opeu court, or 
before a commissioner appointed by the district court to 
administer oaths to appraisers, for the faithfal discharge 
of their duty; aiid the appraisement shall be m.-ule at the 
expense of the party on whose prayer it is granted. If, on 
the retam of the appraisement, the claimant, with one or 
more sureties, to be approved by the court, shnll execute a 
bond to the United States for the payment of a sum e<iiia! 
to the sum at which the property prayed to be delivered is 
appraised, and produce a certilicate from the collector iif 
the district where the trial is had, and of the naval officer 
thereof, if any there be, that the dnties on the goods, wares, 
and merchandise, or tonnage-duty on the vessel so claimed, 
have been paid or secured in like manner as if the same hail 
been legally entered, the court ^all, by role, order snch 
vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise to be delivered to 8ik-.Ii 
claimant; and tliesaid bond shall be lodged with the projier 
officer of the court. If judi^ment passes iu favor of tlie 
claimant, the court shall cause the said bond to be canceleti ; 
but if Judgment passes against the claimant, as to the 
whole or any part of such vessel, goods, wares, or merchaii ' 
disc, and the claimant does not within twenty days there- 
after pay into the court, or to the proper officer thereof, 
tlie amount of the appraised value of such vessel, goods, 
wares, or merchandise so condenmed, with the costs, Jadg- 
.raent shall be granted upon the bond, on motJou in open 
court, without further delay. 

Any district judge may appoint commissioners, before 
whom appraisers of vessels or goods and merchandise 
seized for breaches of any law of the United States may 
1)0 sworn; and suchoaths, so taken, shall be as efl'ectaal as 
if taken before the judge in open conrt. 

In suits or informations brought, where any seizure is 
made pursuant to any act providing for or regnlatinff the 
collection of duties on imports or tonnage, if the property 
is claimed by any person, the burden of proof shall lie 
upon such claimant: Provided, That probable cause is 
shown for such prosecution, to be judged of by the court.' 
IU. That in all suits or informations brought, where any sei- 
zure has been made pursuant to any act providing for or 
regulating the collection of duties on imports or tonnage, 
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if the property is clainied by auy persoD, the burdeii of 
proof shall lie iii)oii such (ilaiaiaiit: I'romdaii, Thtit prob- 
able cause is shown for such prosecution, to be Juiced of 
by the court. 

All vessels, goods, wiU'es, or luerchaudiue which shall be 
coiideiiiiied by virtue of any law resi)ectiug the revenue 
from ini|>orts or tonuage, or the registering aud recording, 
or the enrolling and licensing of vessels, aud for which 
bonds shall not have been giveu by theclaiinant, shall be 
sold by the marshal or other proper officer of the court in 
which condemnation shall be had, lo the highest bidder, at 
public auction, by order of such court, and at such place 
as the court may appoint, giving at least fifteen days' notice 
(except in cases of ]>erisliable merchandise) in one or more 
of the imblic newHpa|)ers of the place where such sale shall 
be; or if no paper is published in such place, in one or 
more of the papers published in the nearest pla<» thereto; 
for which advertising, a sum not exceeding five dollars shall 
be paid. Aud tlie amount of such sales, deducting all 
proper charges, sliall be paid withiu ten days after such 
sale by the person selliug the samit to the clerk or other 
pro|)er officer of the court directing suchsale, tobeby him, 
after deducting the cliarges allowed by the court, paid to 
the collector of the district iu which such seizure or for 
feiture has taken place, as hereiubelbre directed. 

Id any cause of admiralty and maritime jnrisdictiou, or : 
other case of seizure, depending in any court of the United 
States, any judge of the said court, iu vacation, shall have 
the same authority to order any vessel, or cargo, or other 
property to be delivered to the claimants, upou bail or bond, 
or to be sold when necessary, as the said court has iu term 
time, aud to appoint appraisers, and exercise every other 
incidental ixtwer necessary to the complete execution of the 
authority herein granted; and the recognizance of bail or 
bond, under such order, may be executed before the clerk 
upou the party's producing the certificate of tlie collector 
of the district, of the sntficieucy of the security offered; 
and the same proceedings shall be had incase of said order 
of delivery or of sale, as are had iu like cases when ordered 
in term time: Provided, That ujwn every such application, 
either for an order of delivery or of sale, the collector aud 
the attorney of tlie district shall have reasonable notice iu 
cases of the United States, and the party or counsel in all 
other cases. 

When a warrant of arrest or other process in rem is ■ 
iesaed in auy cause of admiralty jurisdiction, except the 
oases of seizure for forfeiture under auy law of the United 
States, the marshal shall stay the exeentiou of such process, 
or discharge tlie property arrested if the process has been 
levied, on receiving l¥om the claimant of the proi)erty a 
bond or stipulation in double the amount claimed by the 
libelant, withguERcieut surety, to be approved by the judge 
of the court where the caiise is pending, or, in his absence, 
by the collector oftheport,couditioned to answer the decree 
of the court iu such cause. Such bond or stipulation shall 
be retumed to the coiu^ t, and j udgment thereon, against both 
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tht principal and Kuretieti, may be recovered at t)ie time of 
teiiderhig the decree in the ori^nnal caase. 

Wlie'Dever a veusel, nr tlie owner or master iif a vessel, 
lian become subject to u jwiialty for a violation of tlie rev- 
tume laws of tlie United States, sncli vessel shall be holden 
lor the payment of sueli penalty, and may be seized and 
jiroceeded against snmmaiily by libel to recover such 
penalty.' 

When proceedin};s are Lad befure a court of the United 
States or of the Territories, on several libels against any 
vessel and cargo, which might legally be joined in one libel, 
there shall not be allowed thereon more costs than tin one 
libel, nuless special cause for libeling the vessel and car;;)) 
separately is satisfactorily shown on motion in open court. 
And iu proceedings on several libels or informations against 
any cargo, or parts of cargo, or merchandise seized as fiir- 
feiled for the same cause, there shall not be alloweil more 
coats than would be lawfal on one libel or informatiini, 
whatever may be the number of owners or consignees 
therein concerned. But allowance may be made on one libel 
or information for the costs incidental to several claims. 

The collector within whose district any seizure shall be 
made or forfeiture incurred for any violation of the duly 
laws is hereby enjoiaed to cause suits for the same to be 
commenced withoutdclay, and prosecuted to eS'cct; andis, 
moreover, authorized to receive from the court within which 
such trial is had, or from the proiier otlicer thereof, the sum 
recovered,after deduitiug all proper charges to be allowed 
by the court; and on receipt thereof he shall }iay and dis- 
tribute the same without delay, according to law. 

In all criminal or pen id causes in which judgment or sen- 
teuire has been or shall be rendered, imposing the payment 
of a fine or penalty, whether alone or with any other kind 
of punishment, the said jndginent, so far as the tine or 
penalty is concerned, miiy be enfonu'd by execution against 
the property of the defendant in like manner as judgments 
iu civil cases are enforced: Provided, That where thejndg- 
ment directs that the defendant shall be imprisoned until 
the fine or penalty imposed is paid, the issue of execntion 
on the judgment shall not operate to discharge the defend- 
ant from imprisonment until the amount of the judgment 
is collected or otherwise paid. 

If any inforuicr or plaintiff on a penal statute, to whom 
the penalty or any part thereof, if recovered, is directed to 
accrue, discontinues his suit or prosecution, oris nonsuited 
therein, or if upon trial judgment is rendered iu favor of 
the defendant, the court shall awanl to the defendant his 
costs, unless such informer or plaintilf is au officer uf the 
United States specially authorized to commence snch pros 
ecution, and the court, at the trial ia o]>eu coui't, certifies 
upon tlie lecord that there was reasouable cause for uom- 
mencingthe same; in which case no costs shall be adjudged 
to the defendant. 

Whenever a seizure, condemnation, and sale of merchan- 
dise takes place within the United ^States, and the value 
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thereof is less tliiiu two hnndred and tifty dollars, that part 
of the forfeiture which iiccrnes to the United States, or so 
inuch thereof as may be uecessary, shall be applied to the 
pftymeiit of the cost of prosecution.' 

All penalties and forfeitures which shall be incurred by i 
virtue of this Title [L] may be sued for, prosecuted, aud 
recovered as penalties and forfeitures incurred by virtue 
of the laws relating to the collection of duties, and shall' 
be appropriated iu like uiauner; exceiit when otherwise' 
expressly prescribed.^ 
156. Jurisdiction. 

Thejurisdictionvestedin the courts of the CTnited States 
iu the cases aud proceedings hereinafter mentioned, shall be 
exclusive of the courts of the several States : 

Of all suits for penalties and forfeitures incurred under 
the laws of the United States.^ 

The district courts shall have .jurisdiction as follows: i 

Of all suits for |)enalties and forfeitures incurred under 
any law of the United States.' 

Of all suits at common law brought by the United States, 
or by any officer thereof, authorized by law to sue.° 

Of all suits by the assignee of any debenture fdr draw- 
back of duties, issued under any law for the collection of 
dutiesj against the person to whom such debenture was 
originally granted, or against any indorser thereof, to 
recover the amount of such debenture. 

The circuit courts shall have original jurisdiction as 
follows : 

Of all suits in equity, where the matter in dispute, esclu- 
siveof costs, exceeds the sum or value of five hundred dol- 
lars, and the United States are petitionerB. 

Of all suits !it coiumou law where the United States, or 
any officer thereof suing under the authority of any act of 
Congress, are plaintiH's.*' 

Of uU suits at law or in equity, arising under any act pro- 
viding for revenue from imports or tonnage, cxcepC civil 
causes of admiralty and maritime jurisdiction, and seizures 
on laud or on waters not within admiralty and maritime 
jurisdiction, and except suits for penalties and forfeitures; 
of all causes arising under any law providing internal rev- 
enue, and of all causes arising under the postal laws. 

Of all suits by the assignee of any debenture for draw- 
back of duties, issued under any law for the colleetioii of 
duties against the person to whom such debenture was

Prtweediiiga on seizures for lorfeiture of any vessel or 
cargo entering any port of entry wliieh has been closed by 
tbe I'resident in pursuance of law, or of goods aud ebat- 
telu coming from a State or section declared by proclama- 
tion of tbe President to be in insurrection into other parts 
of the United States, or of any vessel or vehicle conveying 
such property, or conveying persons to or from such State 
or section, or of any vessel belonging, in whole or in part, 
to any inhabitant of such State or section, may be prose- 
cuted in any district court into which the property so 
seized may be taken, and proceedings instituted; and the 
district court thereof shall have as full jurisdiction over 
such proceedings as if the seizure was made in that district. 

All pecuniary i>ena1ties and forfeitures may be sued for 
and recovered either in the district where they accrue or in 
the district where the olf'ender is found. 

Until otherwise provided by law, all violations of this 
chapter I Title XXIII, Ch. 3], and of the severallaws hereby 
extended to the Territory o( Alaska and tlie waters thereof, 
committed witbiu the limits of the same, shall be prosecuted 
in any district court of the United States in California or 
Oregon, or iu the district courts of Washington ; and the col- 
lector and deputy collectors appointed for Alaska Territory, 
and any person authorized in writing by either of them, or 
bytheSecretaryof the Treasury, shall have power to arrest 
persona and seize vessels and merchandise liable to lines, 
penalties, or forfeitures under this aud the other lavs 
extended over the Territory, aud to keep aud deliver the 
same to the marshal of some one of such courts; and such 
courts shall have original jurisdiction, and may take cog- 
nizance of all cases arising under this act and the several 
laws hereby extended over the Territory, and shall proceed 
therein in the same manner and with the like effect as if 
such cases had arisen within the district or Territory where 
the proceeilings are brought.' 

When any civil suit or criminal prosecution is commenced 
iu any court of a State against any otScer appointed under 
or acting by authority of any revenue law of the United 
States now or hereafter enacted, or against any person 
acting under or by authority of any such officer, on account 
of any act done under color of his office or of any such Jaw, 
or on account of any right, title, or authority claimed by 
such officer or other person under any such law ; or is com- 
mcDccd against any persou holding property or estate by 
title derived from any such officer, and affects the validity 
of any such revenue law; or is commenced against any 
ofQcer of tbe United States, or other person, on account of 
any act done under the provisions of Title XXVI, "Thb 
Elective Fhahchisb," or on account of any right, title 
or authority claimed by such officer or other person under 
any of the said provisions, the said suit or prosecution 
may, at any time before the trial or liual bearing thereof, 
be removed for trial into the circuit court next to be holdeu 
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in the district wliere the same is pending, upon tbe petition 
of such defeudant to aaid circuit court, and in the follow- 
ing manner : Said petition sliall set forth the nature of the 
suit or prosecatiOD, and be verified by afadavit; and, 
together with a certlflcate signed by an attorney or coun- 
selor at law of some court of record of the State where 
such suit or prosecution is commenced, or of the United 
States, stating that, as counsel for tbe petitioner, he has 
examined the proceedings against him, and carefully in- 
quired iato all the matters set forth in the petition, and 
that he believes them to be true, shall be jiresented to the 
said circuit court, if in session, or if it be not, to the clerk 
thereof at his oMce, and shall be filed in said office. Tlie 
cause shall thereupon be entered on the docket of the circuit 
court, and shall proceed as a cause originally commenced 
in that coart; but all bail and other security given upon 
such suit or prosecution shall continue in like force and 
efi'ect as If the same had proceeded to final jndgment and 
execution in the State court. When the suit is commenced 
in the State court by summons, subptena, petition, or 
another process except capias, the clerk of the circuit court 
shall issue a writ of certiorari to the State court, requiring 
it to send to the circuit court the record and proceedings in 
the cause. When it is commenced by capias, or by any 
other similar form of proceeding by which a personal arrest 
Is ordered, he shall issue a writ of habeas corpus cum cansa, 
a duplicate of which shall be delivered to the clerk of the 
State court, or left at his office, by the marshal of the dis- 
trict, or his deputy, or by some person duly authorized 
thereto; and thereupon it shall he the duty of the State 
court to stay all further proceedings in the cause, and the 
sait or prosecution, upon delivery of such process, or leav- 
ing the same as aforesaitl, shall bo held to be removed to 
the circuit court, and any further proceedings, trial, or 
judgm(!ut therein in the State court shall be void. And if 
the defendant in the suit or prosecution be in actual cus- 
tody or mesne process therein, it shall be the duty of the 
marshal, by virtue of the writ of habeas corpus cum causa, 
to take the body of the defendant into his custody, to be 
dealt with in the cause according to law and the order of 
the circuit court, or, in vacation, of any judge thereof; and 
If, upon the removal of such suit or prosecution, it is made 
to appear to the circuit court that no copy of the record 
and proceedings therein in the State court can be be ob- 
tained, the circuit court may allow and require the plaintiti' 
to proceed do novo, and to file a declaration of his cause of 
action, and the parties may thereupon proceed as in actions 
originally brought in aaid circuit court. On failure of the 
plaintiff so to proceed, Judgment of non prosequitur may 
be rendered agaiust him, with costs for the defeudant.'

PINES, PENALTIES, AND FOEFEITURES. 

In all suits op proaecntiona for the recovery of dntlea or 
pecuuiary penalties prescribed i>y tbe laws of tlie United 
States, coimnenced iu any State where, by the laws thereof, 
i m prison niei It for debt shall not have been abolished, tbe 
person against whom process is issued shall be held to 
special bail, subject to ttie rules which prevail iu civil suits 
iu which special bail is required. 

157. Costs. 

When, in auy prosecution commenced on account of the 
seizure of any vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise, made 
by any collector or other officer, under any act of Congress 
authorizing such seizure, judgment is rendered for theelaim- 
ant, but it appears to the court that there was reasonable 
cause of seizure, the court shall cause a proper certificate 
thereof to be entered, and the claimant shall not, in aucU 
case, be entitled to costs, nor shall the person who made 
the seii^ure, nor the prosecutor, be liable to suit or judg- 
ment on account of such suit or prosecntiou: Provided, 
That the vessel, goods, wares, or merchandise be, after 
Judgment, forthwith returned to such claimantor his agent.' 

If, in any suit against an officer or other person execut- 
ing or aidiug or assisting in theseizureof goods, under any 
act providing for or regulating the collection of duties on 
imports or tonnage, the plaintiff is nonsuited, or Judgment 
passed against him, the defeiidaut shall recover double 
costs. 

When Judguieut is rendered against the defendant in 
a prosecution for auy flue or forfeiture incurred under a 
statute of the United States, he shall be subject to the 
payment of costs; and on every conviction for any other 
offense not cajjital, the court may, in its discretion, award 
that the defendant shall pay the costs of the prosecution. 

When Judgment is rendered in favor of the claimant of 
auy vessel or other property seized on behalf of the United 
States, and hbeled or informed against as forfeited under 
any law thereof, he shall be entitled to possession of the 
same when his own costs are paid. 

158, Writ of srror and appeal.- 

A writ of error may be allowed to review any final judg- 
ment at law, and an appeal shall be allowed from any fiual 
decree in equity hereinafter mentioned, without regard to 
the sura or value in dispute; 

Any final judgment of a circuit court, or of any district 
court acting iis a circuit court, in auy civil action brought 
by the United States for the enforcement of any revenue 
law thereof.'

159. Limitation of suits. 

No person shall be proaecnted, tried, or punished for any 
oS'ense, not capital, except as provided in section one thou- 
sand and forty-six, unless the indictment is found, or the 
information is instituted within three years next after such 
offense shall have been committed. But this act shall not 
have efl'ect to authorize the prosecution, trial or punisli- 
meot for auy oft'enae, barred by the provisions of existing 
[ laws.', 

I Nothing in the two preceding sections [R. 8. 1(143 and 
' 1044 as amended by act April 13, 187(i\ shall extend to any 
person fleeing from justice. R. S., 1IM5. 

No person shall be prosecuted, tried, or punished for any 
crime arising under the revenue laws, or the slave-trade 
laws of the United States, unless the indictment is found 
or the information is institnted within five years next after 
the committing of such crime.^ 

No anit or prosecution for any penalty or forfeiture, 
pecuniary or otherwise, accruing under the laws of the 
United States, shall be maintained, except in cases where 
it is otherwise specially provided, unless the same is com- 
menced within five years from the time when the penalty 
or forfeiture accrued: Proviiied, That the person of the 
r offender, or the property liable for such penalty or forfeit- 
I ore, shall, within the same period, be found within the 
' United States; so that the proper process therefor may be 
instituted and served against such persou or property.^ 

That no suit or action to recover any pecuniary penalty 
or forfeiture of property accruing under the enstoma reve- "^ 
nue laws of the Uuitetl States shall be instituted unless 
such suit or action shall be commenced within three years 
after the time when such penalty or forfeiture shall ' 
accrued: 

Provided, That the time of the absence from the United 
States of the person subject to such penalty or forfeiture. 
L or of any concealment or absence of the property, shall 
F not be reckoned within this period of limitation. 

160. Compensation in lieu of moieties. 
The thirty-ninth section of the act entitled "An act 

farther to prevent smuggling, and for other purposes," 
approved July eighteenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-six; 
and the second section of the act entitled "An act to regulate

the disposition of the proceeds of fiuea, peualties, and forfeit- 
ures incurred uuder the laws relating to the cuatome, and 
for other puriwses," approved March secoud, eighteen hun- 
dred and8ix^-seveii,be,and the same are h6reby,repealed. 

That all provisions of law nnder which moieties of any 
fines, penalties, or forfeitures, uuder the cnstoma-revenne 
laws, or any share therein, or commission thereou, are paid 
to informers, or otiicers of customs, or other ofBcers of the 
United States, are hereby repealed ; and from and after the 
date of the passage of this act the proceeds of all such Giiea, 
penalties, and forfeitures shall be paid into the Treasury of 
the United States.' 

That it shall hereafter be the duty of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, out of any money specifically appropriated 
by Congress, to make suitable compensation in certain cases 
under the customs -revenue laws, as hereinafter provided, 
and not otherwise; and for the purpose of making such 
compensation for the next iiscal year, the sum of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars is hereby appropriated out of any 
moneyin the Treasury not otherwise appropriated; and lie 
shall annually report to Congress, in detail, all payments 
by him for such purpose. 
*• That no payment shall be made to any person furuishiug 
information in any case wherein judicial proceediuga shall 
have been instituted, unless his claim to compensation 
shall have been established to the satisfaction of the court 
or judge haviug cognizance of such proceedings, and the 
value of his services duly certified by said court or judge 
for the iiiformatiou of the Secretary of the Treasury; but 
no certificate of the value of such services shall be con- 
clusive of the amount thereof.^ 

And when any floe, penalty, or forfeiture shall be col- 
lected without judicial ]>roceeding8, the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall, before directing payment to any jierson 
claiming such compensation, require satisfactory proof that 
such person is justly entitled thereto. 

That except in cases of smuggling as aforesaid, it shall 
not be lawful for any officer of the United States, under 
any jiretense whatever, directly or indirectly, to receive, 
accept, or contract for auy portion of the money which 
may, under any of the provisions of this or any other act, 
accrue to any such person furnishing information ; and any 
such officer who shall so receive, accept, or contract for any 
portion of the money that may accrue as aforesaid shall 
beguiltyof a misdemeanor, and, on conviction thereof shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or 
imprisonment for not more than one year, or both, in the 
discretion of the court, and shall not be thereafter eligible 
to any office of honor, trust, or emolument. 

And auy such person so furnishing information as afore- 
said, whoshall pay toany such oflficerof the United States, or 
to any person for his use, directly or indirectly, any portion 
of said niouey, or any other valuable thing, on aocouat of 
or because of such money, shall have a right of action 
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against such officer or other person, aud liis legal repre- 
sentatives, to recover back the same, or tiie value thereof. 

That all acts aud parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- aec.26. 
visions of this act are hereby repealed ; that nothing herein 
contained shall affeetexieting rights of the United States; 
and in all cases in which prosecntions have been actually 
commenced for forfeitures incurred, the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall have ijower to make compeusation, as pro- 
vided in the fourth section of this act, to the persons who 
would, under former laws, have been entitled to share in 
the distribution of such forfeitures,' 

161. Refund of proceeds of sale. 

There are appropriatedj out of any moneys in the Treas- B.s„3e89. 
uiy not otherwise appropriated, for the purposes hereinafter 
siiecifled, sucli sums as may be necessary for tlie same re- 
spectively; and such appropriations shall be deemed per- 
manent annual appropriations. 

Kefunding proceeds of goods seized and sold, (customs:} 

To refund the proceeds of goods, wares, and merchandise 
seized and sold for having been illegally imported into the 
United States. 

• ■ ■ That the Secretary of the Treasury be, and he nc^r. a, i87». 
is hereby, authorized to expend, out of the appropriation 
for defraying the expenses of collecting the revenue from 
" customs, such amount as be may deem necessary, not ex- 
ceeding one hundred thousand dollars per annum, for the 
detection aud prevention of frauds upou the customs rev- 
enue. * * • 

162. Destroying documents, withholding public funds, etc. 

Every consul, vice-consul, commercial agent, or vice-com- K.s.,5112. 
mercial agent, who knowingly and falsely certities to any 
invoice, or other papers to which his certificate is by law 
authorized or required, shall be punished by a flue of not 
more than ten thousand dollars, and by imprisonment for 
a term not more than three years. 

Every person who willfully conceals or destroys any e.s.,bms. 
invoice, book, or paper relating to any merchandise liable 
to duty, which has been or may be imijorted into the United 
States from any Ibreign port or country, after an inspection 
thereof has been demanded by the collector of any collec- 
tion-district, or at any time conceals or destroys any such 
invoice, boot, or paper for the pnrpose of suppressing any 
evidence of fraud therein contained, shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than five thousand dollars, or by imprison- 
ment not more than two years, or both. 

If any person falsely makes, forges, counterfeits, or R.s.,5<23. 
alters any instrument in imitation of, or purporting to he, 
an abstract or orticial copy, or certificate of the recording, 
registry, or enrollment of any vessel, in the office of any col- 
lector of the customs, or a license to any vessel, for carrying 
on the coasting trade, or fisheries of the Unit«d States, or 
a certificate of ownership, pass, passport, sea-letter, or

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clearance, granted for any vessel, iindi-r tlio autliority of 
the United States, or a permit, debenture, oi' otlier olficial 
document, granted by any collector or other officer of the 
customs, by virtue of his oifiee; or passes, utters, or pub- 
lishes, or attempts to pass, utter, or publish, as true, any 
such false, forged, counterfeited, or falsely altered instm- 
ment, abstract, oHicial copy, certilicate, license, pasa, pass- 
port, sea-letter, clearance, permit, debenture, or otlier offi- 
cial document herein specified, knowing the same to be 
false, forged, counterfeited, or falsely altered, with an in- 
tent to defraud, he shall be punished by a line of not more 
than one thousand dollars and by imprisonment at hard 
labor not more than three years. 

Every officer of the levenue who, by any means whatever, 
knowingly admits or aids in admitting to entry any goods, 
wares, or merchandise, upon payment of less than the 
amount of duty legally due thereon, shall be removed &om 
office, and shall be fined not more than Ave thousand dol- 
lars, or be imprisoned not more than two years.' 

Every person who, by any means whatever, knowingly 
effects, or aids in effecting any entry of any goods, wares, 
or merchandise at less tlian the true weight or measure 
thereof, or ujioa a false clasaiQcatiou thereof as to quality 
or value, or by the payment of less than the amount of duty 
legally due thereon, shall be fined not more than five thou- 
sand dollars, or be imprisoned not more than two years, or 
both.' 

If two or more persons conspire either to commit any 
offense against the Uuited States or to defraud the United 
States in any manner or for any purpose, and one or more 
of such parties do any act to eftfect the object of the con- 
spiracy all the parties to such conspiracy shall be liable to 
a penalty of not more than ten thousand dollars, or to 
imprisonment for not more than two years or to both fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of the court 

Every disbursing officer of the United States who depos- 
its any public money intrusted to hira in any place or in 
any manner, except as authorized by law, or converts to 
his own use in any way whatever, or loans with or without 
interest, or for any purpose not prescribed by law with- 
draws from theTreasurerorany assistant treasurer, or any 
authorized depository, or for any purpose not prescribed 
by law transfers or applies any portion of the public money 
intrusted to him, is, in every such act deemed guilty of an 
embezzlement of the money so deposited, coTiverted, loaned, 
withdrawn, transferred, or applied; and shall be punished 
by imprisonment with hard labor for a term not less than 
one year nor more than ten years, or by a fine of not more 
than the amount embezzled or less than one thousand dol- 
lars, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Every officer or agent of the United States who, having 
received public money which he is not authorized to retain 
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as salary, pay, or emolnment, fails to reuder Lia afxoiints 
for the same as provided by law, shall be deemed guilty of 
embezzlemeDt, aud shall be lined in a sum equal to the 
amouDt of the money embezzled, aud shall be imprisoued 
not less than six mouths or more thau teu years. 

Every person who, having moneys of the United States km,,.' 
in Ms hands or possession, fails to make deposit of the 
same with the Treasurer, or some assistant treasurer, or 
some public depositary of the (Juited States, wheu required 
so to do by the Secretary of the Treasury, or the hea*! of 
any other proper Department, or by the ai;couutiug ofBeers 
of the Treasury, shall be deemed guilty of embezzlement 
thereof, and shall be imprisoned not lesB thau six mouths 
nor more thau ten years, and fined in a sum etjual to the 
amount of money embezzled. 

163. Gratuities prohibited. 

Every person engaged in the importation of gooila, wares, ii. s., 5 
or merchandise into the United States, or intereated as 
principal, clerk, or agent, in the entry of any goods, wares, 
or merchandise, who at any time makes, or oETers to make, 
to any officer of the reveuue, any gratuity or present of 
any money, or other thing of value, shall be fined not more 
than five thousand dollars or be imprisoned not more thau 
two years.' 

That any person whoshallgive, or offer to give or promise Juhb 
to give any money or thiug of value, directly or indirectly, ^°' ^' 
to any cfficer or employee of the United States in consid- 
eration of or for any act or omission contrary to law in 
connection with or pertaining to the importation, appraise- 
ment, entry, examination, or inspectiou of goods, wares, or 
merchandise including herein any baggage, or of the liqui- 
dation of the entry thereof, or shall by threats or demands, 
or jtromises of any character attempt to properly influence 
or control any such officer or employee of the United States 
as to the perforjuance of his oQicial duties shall, on con- 
viction thereotj be fined not exceeding two thousand dol- 
lars, or be imprisoned at hard labor not more than one year, 
or both, in the discretion of the court; and the evidence of 
such giving, or otfering, or promising to give, satisfactory 
to the court in which such trial is had, shall bo regarded 
as prima facie evidence that such giving or offering or 
promising was contrary to law, and shall put upon the 
accused the burden of proving that such act was innocent, 
and not done with an unlawful iuteutiou. 

That any ofScer or employee of the United States who s«i;.2t 
shall, excepting for lawful duties or fees, solicit, demand, 
exactor receive fromanypersoo, directly or indirectly, any 
money or thing of value, in connection with or pertaining 
to the importation, appraisemeut, entry, examination, or 
inspection of goods, wares, or mitrchandise, including herein 
any baggage, or liquidation of the entry thereof, on convic- 
tion thereof^ shall be fined not exceeding five thousand dol-

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lara, or be irapriaoned at bard labor not more than two 
yeiiTB, or botli, in the discretion of the court. 

And evidence of such soliciting, demanding, exacting, or 
receiving, satisfactory to the court in wliicU such trial is 
hiul, shall be regarded as prima facie evidence that such 
soliciting, demanding, exacting, or receiving was contrary 
to law, and shall pnt npon the accused the burden of prov- 
ing that such act was innocent and not with an unlawful 
intention. 
R.S..MM1. Every ofticer of the United States who is guilty of extor- 

tion under color of his office shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than Ave hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not 
more than one year, except those officers or agents of the 
United States otherwise diftiarently and specially provided 
for in subsequent sections of this chapter.

164. Prohibited importations, penalty for. 

July a*, is«;. That whoever, being an officer, agent, or employee of the 
^^"- Government of the United States, shall kuowiugly aid or 

abet any person engaged in auy violation of any of the 
provisions of law prohibiting importing, advertising, deal- 
ing in, exhibiting, or sending or receiving by mail obscene 
or indecent publications or representations, or means for 
preventing conception or procuring abortion, or other 
articles of indecent or immoral use or tendency, shall be 
deemedguiltyof a misdemeanor, and shall for every offense 
be punishable by a fine of not more than live thousand 
dollars, or by imiirisonment at hard labor for not more than 
ten years, or both. 
sroiB. That any judge of any district or circuit court of the 

United States, within the proper district, before whom 
complaint in writing of auy violation of the two preceding 
sections \16 and 17] is made, to the satisfaction of such 
judge, and founded on knowledge or belief, and if upon 
belief, setting forth the grounds of such belief, and sup- 
ported by oatti or afiirmatiou of the complainant, may issue, 
conformably to the Constitution, a warrant directed to the 
marshal or any deputy marshal in the proper district, direct- 
ing him to search for, seize, and take possession of any snch 
article or thing mentioned in the two preceding sections, 
and to make due and immediate return thereof to the end 
that the same may be condemned and destroyed by pro- 
ceedings, which shall be conducted in the same manner aa 
other proeeediuffS in the case of municipal seizure, and 
with the same right of appeal or writ of error.' 

165. Trusts, penalty concerning. 
Ang. 27, IBM. That every combination, conspiracy, trust, agreement, or

illegal, and void, when the same is made by or between 
two or more persons or corporations either of whom is 
engaged in importing any article from any foreign couDtry

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iuto tlie Fnited States, and when such combination, con- 
spiracy, trust, agreement, or contract is intended to operate 
in restraint of lawful trade, or free competition in lawfal 
trade or commerce, or to increase the market price in any 
part of the United States of any article or articles imported 
or intended to be imported into the United States, or of 
any maiiiifactnre into which saeh imported article enters 
or is intended to enter. Every person who is or shall here- 
after be engaged in the importation of goods or any com- 
modity from any foreign country in violation of this section 
of this Act, or who shall combine or conspire with another 
to violate the same, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on con- 
viction thereof in any conrt of the United States, such i»er- 
son shall be lined in a sum not less than one hundred 
dollars and not exceeding five thousand dollars, and shall 
be further punished by imprisonment, in the discretion of 
the conrt, for a term not less thau three months nor exceed- 
ing twelve mouths. 

16fi. Appearance before general appraisers — penalty far refusal. 

That if any person so cited ' to appear shall neglect or juneio,ii

and sections seven, eight, and nine of the act entitled,

eighty-three, and all other acts and parts of acts inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed, 
but the repeal of existing laws or modifications thereof

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1S8. Remission of fines, penaltiea, and forfeitures. 

Whenever any person wlio aliall have inonrred any fine, 
penalty, op forfeiture, or disability, or may be interested in 
any vessel or meruLauilise wliicb has become subject to 
any seizure, forfeiture, or disability by authority of any 
provisions of law for impoaiug or collecting any duties or 
taxes, or relating to registering, recording, enrolling, or 
Ucensiug vessels, and for regulating the same or provid- 
ing for the suppression of insurrections or unlawful com- 
binations against theUoited States, shall prefer his petition 
to the judge of the district in which such tine, penalty, or 
forfeiture, or disability has accrued, tnily and particularly 
setting forth the cireumsiances of his ease, and shall jiray 
that the same may be mitigated or remitted, the judge shall 
inquire, in a summary manner, int« the circumstances of 
the case; first causing reasonable notice to be given to the 
person claiming such fine, penalty, or forfeiture, and to 
the attorney of the United States for such distiict, that 
eaeh may have an opportunity of showing cause against 
the mitigation or remission thereof; and shall cause the 
iuets appearing npon such inquiry to be stated and annexed 
to the petition, and direct their traEismission to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. The Secretary shall thereupon have 
power to mitigate or remit such tine, forfeiture, or penalty, 
or remove such disability, or any part thereof, if, in his 
opinion, the same was incniTcd without willful negligence, 
or any intention of traud in the person incurring the same; 
and to direct the prosecution, if any has been instituted 
for the recovery thereof, to cease and be discontinued, upon 
such terms or conditions as be may deem reasonable and 
just. ' 

That whenever, for an alleged violation of the customs g^ 
revenue laws, any person who shall be charged with having 
incurred any tine, penalty, forfeiture, or disability other 
than imprisonment, or shall be interested in any vessel or 
merchandise seized or subject to seizuie, when the ap- 
praised value of such vessel or merchandise is not Ie.ss 
than one thousand dollars, shall present his petition to the 
judge of the district in which the alleged violation occurred, 
or in which the projierty is situated, setting forth, truly 
and particularly, the facts and circumstances of the case, 
and praying for relief, such judge shall, it' the case, in his 
judgment, requires, proceed to inquire, in a summary man- 
ner into the circumstances of the case, at such reasonable 
time as may be fixed by him for that purpose, of which the 
district attorney and the collector shall be notified by the 
petitioner, in order that they may attend and show cause 
why the petition should be refused.*

be held before tlie .judge to whom the petition ia presented, 
or if he shall so dii'ect, before any United States eommia- 
sioner for such district, and the facta appearing thereon 
shall be stated and annexed to the petition, and, together 
with a certified copy of the evidence, transmitted to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who shall thereupon have power 
to mitigate or remit such fine, penalty, or fortfeitare, or 
remove such disability, or any part thereof, if, in hia opinion, 
the same shall have been incurred without willlul negli- 
gence or any intention of traud in the person or persons 
incurring the same, and to direct the prosecution, if any 
shall have been instituted for the recovery thereof, to cease 
and bo discontinued upon such terms or conditions as he 
may deem reasonable and just.' 

That it shall not be lawful for any officer or officers of 
the United States to compromise or abate any claim of the 
United States arisiug under the custom laws, for any fine, 
penalty, or forfeiture incurred by a violation thereof; and 
any ofScer or person who sball so compromise or abate any 
such claim, or attempt to make such compromise or abate- 
ment, or in any manner reheve or attempt to relieve ftom 
such fine, penalty, or forfeiture, shall be deemed guilty of 
a felony, and, on conviction thereof, shall suffer iuiprison- 
jiient not exceeding ten years, and be fined not exceeding 
ten thousand dollars: J^-ovided, however, That the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall have power to remit any fines, 
penalties, or forl'eitures, or to compromise the same, in 
accordance with existing law. 

Nothing in the nineteenth section of the act entitled " An 
act to amend the customs- revenue laws, and to repeal moie- 
ties," approved June twenty- second, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four, shall be construed to affect any authority, 
power, or right which might theretofore have been law- 
fully exercised by any court, judge, or district attorney of 
the United States to obtain the testimony of an accomplice 
in any crime against, or fraud upon the customs-revenue 
laws, on any trial or proceeding for a fine, penalty, or for- 
feiture under said laws, by a discontinuance or dismis- 
sal, or hy an engagement to discontinue or dismiss any 
proceedings against such accomplice, 
1G9. Secretary to prescribe regulations in certain coses. 

The Secretary of the Treasirry is authorized to prescribe 
such rules and modes of proceeding to ascertain the facts 
upon which an application for remission of a fine, penalty, 
or forfeiture is founded, as he deems proper, and, npon 
ascertaining them, to remit the fine, penalty, or forfeiture, 
if in bis opinion it was incurred without wiUfnl negligence 
or fraud, in either of the following cases: 

First. If the iine, penalty, or forfeiture was imposed under 
authority of any revenue law, and the amount does not 
exceed one thousand dollars. 

Second, Where the ease t>ceurred within either of the 
collection districts in the States of California or Oregon. 
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Third, If tlie fine, penalty, or forfeiture was impoBed 
under authority of any provisions of law relating to the 
importation of merchandise tvom foreign contiguous terri- 
tory, or relating to manifests for vessels enrolled or licensed 
to carry on the coasting- trade on the northern, northeast- 
em, and northwestern frontiers. 

Mfth. If the fine, penalty, or forfeiture was imposed by 
authority of any provisions of law for levying or collecting 
any duties or taxes, or relating to registering, recording, 
eiiroUing, or licensing vessels, and the case arose within 
the collection-district of Alaska, or was imposed by virtue 
of any provisions of law relating to fur seals upon the 
islands of Saint Paul and Saint George.' 

The Secretary of the Treasury may, upon application 
therefor, remit or mitigate any flue, penalty, or forfeiture 
provided for in laws relating to vessels or discontinue any 
jirosecution to recover penalties or relating to forfeitures 
denounced in such laws, excepting the penalty of imprison- 
ment or of removal from office, upon such terms as he, iu 
his discretion, shall think proper; aud all rights granted 
to informers by such laws shall be held subject to the Sec- 
retary's powers of remission, except in cases where the 
claims of any intbrmer to the share of any penalty shall 
have heen determined by a court of competent Jurisdiction 
prior to the application for the remission of the penalty or 
forfeiture ; and the Secretary shall have authority to ascer- 
tain the facts upon all such apphostions iu such manner 
and under such regulations as he may deem proper. 

In all cases of fine, penalty, or forfeiture, embraced in the 
act approved March 3, 1797, ch. 13, or mentioned in any 
act in addition to or amendatory of such act, that have 
occurred or may occur in the collection district of Alaska, 
the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized, if iu his opin- 
ion the fine, penalty, or forfeiture was incurred without 
willful negligence or intention of fraud, to ascertain the 
facts in such manner and under such regulations as he may 
deem proper without regard to the provisions of the act 
above referred to, and upon the facts so to be ascertained, 
he may exercise all the power of remission conferred upon 
him by that act, as fully as he might have done had such 
facts been ascertained under and according to the provisions 
of that act. 

That whenever any application shall be made to the Sec- g," 
retary of the Treasury for the mitigation or remission of any 
tine, penalty, or forfeiture, or the refund of any duties, in 
case the amount involved is not less than one thoueand 
dollars, the applicant shall notify the district attorney and 
the collector of customs of the district in which tbe duties, 
flue, penalty, or forfeiture accrued; and it shall be the duty 
of such c-ollector and district attorney to furnish to the 
Secretary of the Treasury all practicable information neces- 
sary to enable him to protect the interests of the United 
States.

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1. That wlienever any fine, penaltj-j forfeiture, exaction, or 
char^^e ariaiii^ under tlie laws relating to vessels or seamen 
has been paid to any collector of ciistoms or coDsuIar offi- 
cer, and application lias been made within one year from 
such payment for the refunding or remission of the Bam*;, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, if on investigatioD he finds 
that such line, penalty, forfeiture, exaction, or charge was 
illegally, improperly, or excessively imposed, shall have the 
power, either before or after the same has been covered iuto 
the Treasury, to refund so much of such fine, penalty, for- 
feiture, exaction, or charge as he may think proper, trom 
any moneys in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated.' 

170. Informers may be mitnesses. 

1. That no officer, or other person entitled to or claiming 
compensation under any provision of this act, shall be 
thereby disqaalifled from becoming a witness in any action, 
suit, or proceeding tor the recovery, mitigation, or remis- 
sion thereof, but shall be subject to examination and cross- 
esamination in like manner with other witnesses, without 
being thereby deprived of any right, title, share, or inter- 
est in any fine, penalty, or forfeiture to which such exami- 
nation may relate; and in every such case the defendant or 
defendants may appear and testify and be examined and 
cross-examined in like manner. 

171. Compromise of claims. 

Upon a report by a district attorney, or any special attor- 
ney or agent having charge of any claim in favor of the 
United States, showing in detail the condition of such 
claim, and the terms npon which the same may be corapro 
mised, and recommending that it be compromised upon the 
terms so offered, and npon the recommendation of the 
Solicitor of the Treasury, the Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized to compromise such claim accordingly. But the 
provisions of this section shall not apply to any claim 
arising under the postal laws.' 

172. indigent tonvkts. 

When a poor convict, sentenced by any court of the 
United States to be imprisoned and pay a fine, or tine and 
cost, or to pay a fine, or fine and costs, has been con&uetl 
in prison thirty days, solely for the non-payment of such 
fine, or fine and costs, such convict may make application 
in writing to any commissioner of the United States court 
in the district where he is imprisoned setting forth his 
inability to pay encb fine, or fine and costs, and after notice 
to the district attorney of the United States, who may 
appear, ofi'er evidence, and be heard, the commissioner 
shall proceed to hear and determine the matter. If on 
examination it shall appear to him that such convict is 
unable to pay such fine, or fine and costs, and that he has 
not any property exceeding twenty dollars in value, except 
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such as is by law exempt from being taken on execution 
for debt, the commissioner shall administer to him the 
following oath: ^' I do solemnly swear that I have not any 
property, real or personal, to the amount of twenty dollars, 
except such as is by law exempt from being taken on civil 
process for debt by the laws of (naming the State where 
oath is administered;) and that I have no property in any 
way conveyed or concealed, or in any way disposed of, for 
my future use or benefit. So help me God." Upon taking 
such oath such convict shall be discharged; and the com- 
missioner shall give to the keeper of the jail a certificate 
setting forth the facts. 
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When any bond ia required by law to be executed by any 
firm or partnership for the payment of duties upon goods, 
wares or merchandise, imported into the United States by 
i- such firm or partnership, or for any other purpose connected 
with the general transaction of business at any oustom- 
house, the execution of such bond by any member of such 
firm or partnership, in the name of said firm or partnership, 
shall bind the other members or partners thereof, in like 
manner and to the same extent, as if such other members 
or partners had personally executed the same. 

And any action or suit may be instituted on such bond 
against all the members or partners of such firm, as if all of 
the members or partners had executed the same. 

Whenever any recognizance, stipulation, bond, or under- 
taking conditioned for the faithful performauce of any duty, 
or for doing or refraining from doing anything iu such 
recognizance, stipulation, bond, or undertaking specified, 
is by the laws of the United States requited or permitted 
to be given with one surety or with two or more anieties, 
the execution of the same or the guaranteeing of the per- 
formance of the condition thereof shall be sutticient when 
executed or guaranteed solely by a corporation incorporated 
under the laws of the United States, or of any State hav- 
ing power to guarantee the fidelity of ]iersons holding posi- 
tions of publicorprivate trust, and to execute and guarantee 
bonds and undertakings injudicial proceedings: 

I'roviUed, That such recognizance, stipulation, bond, or 
undertaking bo approvecl by the head of department, court, 
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judge, ofBcer, board, or body executive, legislative, or judi- 
cial required to approve or accejit tlie same. 

But no officer or person having the approval of auy bond 
Bhall exact that it shall be famished by a guarantee com- 
pany or by any particular guarantee company. 

That no such company shall do business under the sec.2. 
provisions of this Act beyond the limits of the titate or 
Territory under whose laws it was incorporated and in which 
its principal office is located, nor beyond the limits of the 
District of Columbia, when such company was incorporated 
under its laws or the laws of the Qtiited States and ita 
principal office is located in said District, until it shall by a 
written power of attorney appoint some person residing 
within the jurisdiction of the court for the judicial district 
wherein such suretyship is to be undertaken, who shall be 
a citizen of the State, Territory, or District of Columbia, 
wherein such court is held, as its agent, upon whom may be 
served all lawful process against such company, and who 
shall be authorized to enter an appearance in its behalf. 

A copy of such power of attorney, duly certified and 
authenticated, shall be filed with the cleik of the district 
court of the TJnited States for such district at each place 
where a term of such court is, or may be held, which coi»y, 
or a certified copy thereof, shall be legal evidence in all 
controversies arising under this Act. 

If any such agentshallberemoved, resign, or die, become 
insane, or otherwise incapable of acting, it shall be the 
duty of such company to appoint another agent in his 
place as hereinbefore prescribed, and until such appoint- 
ment shall have been made, or during the absence of any 
agent of such company from such district, service of proc- 
ess may be upon the clerk of the court wherein sueh suit 
is brought, with like elt'ect as upon an agent appointed by 
the company. The ofiieei' executing such process upon 
such clerk shall immediately transmit a copy thereof by 
mail to the company, and state such fact in his return. 

A judgment, decree, or order of a court entered or made 
after service of process as aforesaid shall be as valid and 
binding on such company as if served with process in said 
district. 

That every company before transacting auy business secs. 
under this Act shall deposit with the Attorney-General of 
the United States a copy of its charter or articles of incor- 
poration, and a statement signed and sworn to by its 
president and secretary showing its assets and liabilities. 

If the said Attorney-General shall be satisfied that such 
company has authority under its charter to do the business 
provided for in this Act, and that it has a paid up capital of 
not less than two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, in 
cash or its equivalent, and is able to keep and perform its 
contracts, he shall grant authority in writing to such 
company to do business under this Act- 
That every such company shall, in the mouths of Janu- s™.*. 
ary, April, July, and October of each year, file with the said 
Attorney-General a statement, signed aud sworn to by its 
3037 14 
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prasident and secretary, shoving its assets and liabilities, 

as is required by section three of this Act. 

And the said AttorneyGeaeral shall bare the power, 
and it shall be Iuh duty, to revoke tbe antbonty of any 
RDcb company to traniiact any new bosinesa imder tbis Act 
whenever in his Judgment such company is not Bcdrent or

He may ini^titute inquiry at any time into the sotreDcy 
of said company and may re^foire that additional eecuri^ 
l>e given at any time by any principal irhem hedeema sneb 
company no longer sufficient security. 

That any snrety company doing bm^iness ander tbe pro- 
visions of this Act may be sued in respect thereof in any 
court of the Unite*! States which Las now or hereafter may 
havejurisdiction of actions or suits upon sach recognizance, 
atipalation, bond, or nndertakiug, in the district in which 
sDcli recognizance, stipulation, bond, or undertaking was 
made or guaranteed, or ia tbe district in which the principal 
ofljce of sncli company is located. 

And for the purposes of this Act sach recognizaiwe, 
stipulation, bond, or undertaking shall be treated aa made 
or guaranteed in the district in which tbe office is located, 
to which it is returnable, or in which it is filed, or in tbe 
district in which the principal in such recognizance, stipn- 
lation, bond, or undertaking resided when it was made or 
guaranteed. 

That if any such company shall neglect or refuse to pay 
any tinal judgment or decree rendered against it upon any 
such recognizance, stipulation, bond, or nndertakiog made 
or guaranteed by it under tbe provisions of this Act, from 
which no appeal, writ of error, or supersedeas has been 
taken, for thirty days after tbe rendition of such judgment 
or decree, it shall forfeit all rl^ht to do business under this 
Act. 

That any company which shall esecate or guarantee any 
recognizance, stipulation, bond, or undertaking under the 
provisions of this Act shall be estopped in any pro<eeding 
to enforce the bability which it shall have asuumed to incur, 
to deny its corporate power to execute or guarantee such 
instrument or assume such liability. 

That any company doing business under tbe provisions 
of this Act which shall fail to comply with any of its pro- 
visions shall forfeit to the United States for every such 
failure not less than five hundred dollars nor more than 
five thousand dollars, to be recovered by suit in the name 
of the United States in the same courts in which suit may 
be brought against such company under the provisions of 
this Act, and such failure shall not afl'ect the validity of 
any contract entered into by such company. 

No fee shall accrue to any district attorney on any bond 
left with him for collection, or in a suit commenced on any 
bond for the renewal of which provision is made by law, 
unless the party neglects to apply for such renewal for 
twenty days after the maturity of the bond. 

Whenever it appears that any collector has made return 
of any bond as in suit, or delivered for suit, which is not, 
at the time, iu suit, or delivered i'or ^uit, or has returnetl 
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any bond as iii suit for the whole amount thereof, when part 
thereof has been paid to him, or as in suit for more than is 
actually due thereuu, tlie Solicitor of the Treasury shall, 
immediately upon discovery thereof, commuuieate the facts 
to the President of the United States. 



174. Warehouse regulations. 

The Secretary of the TreaBury may from time to time 
establish snch rules and regulations, not iucou si stent with 
law, for the due execution of the piovisions of this chapter, 
[Title XXXIV, eh. ?\ and to secure a just accountability 
onder the same, as he may deem to be esijedieut and neces- 
sary. 

That the Secretary of the Treasury shall, from time to^^ 
time, make such regulations as he may deem necessary for 
the conduct and management of the bonded warehouses, 
generalorder stores, and other depositories of the imported 
merchandise thronghout the United States ; all regulations 
or orders issued by collectors of customs in regard thereto 
shall be subject to revision, alteration,or revocation by him; 
and no warehouse shall be bonded and no general -order 
store established without his aathority and approval. 

And it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
in granting permits to establish general-order warehouses, 
to require such warehouse or warehouses to be located con- 
tiguous, or as near as may be, to the landing places of 
steamers and vessels ft'om foreign ports; and that no officer 
of the customs shall have any personal ownership of, or 
interest iu, any bonded warehouse or general-order store. 

175. Public stores and warehouses. 

There shall be purchased or erected, under the orders of 
the President, suitable warehouses, with wharvesand inclos- 
ures, where merchandise may be uuladeu and deposited, 
from any vessel which shall be subject to a quarantine, or 
other restraint, pursuant to the healtli-laws of any State, 
at such convenient places therein as the safety of the public 
revenue and the observanceof snch health laws may require. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent 
the leasing or hiring of such buildings or accommodations 
as may be required for the use of the United States apprais- 
ers for the due examination and apjiraisal of imported mer- 
chandise at the ports where such officers are provide*! by 
law, nor to prohibit the leasing or hiring by collectors of 
the customs, for short periods, with the approval of the 
Secretary of tlie Treasury, of such stores as may be required 
for custom-house purposes at any of the smaller revenue 
ports of the United States. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may, at his discretion, 
lease such warehouses as.he deems necessary for the storage 
of unclaimed goods, or goods which for any other r 
are required by law to be stored by the Government. 

No leases shall be entered into by the United States for 
any warehouses for the storage of warehoused or unclaimed 
merchandise at any port where there may exist any private 
bonded warehouses : J'ruvideil, That such buildings may be 
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leased as may be retiuired for tlie uae of appraisers for the 
examination itud appraiaalof imimrted meiuhandise at ports 
where such oflicera are provided by law ; aud collectors may 
lease, for short periods, at auy of the smaller porta, such 
stores as may be required for custom-house purposes, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Ireasury.' 

s.,2»M. All warehouses hired by the collector, uaval oflBcer, or 

surveyor, shall be on imblic account, and paid for by the 
collector as such, aud shall be appropriated escluaively to 
the use of receiving foreign nnarchandise, subject, as to the 
rates of storage, to regulation by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

.S..29S7. jjq collector or other officer of the customs shall enter 

into any contract or agreement for the use of any building 
to be thereafter erecited as a public store or warehouse, and 
no lease of any buildiug to be so used shall be takeu for a 
longer period than three yeai's, nor shall rent be paid, in 
whole or in part, in auy case in advance. 

,s.,M5a. Cellars and vaults of stores for the storage of wines and 

distilled spirits only, and yards tor the storage of coal, 
mahogany, and other woods and lumber, may, at the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Treasury, be constituted 
bonded warehouses for the storage of such articles under 
the same regulations aud conditions as required in the 
storage of other merchandise; the cellars or vaults shall 
be exclusively appropriated to the storage of wines or dis- 
tilled spirits, and shall have no opening or entrance except 
the one il'om the street, on which separate aud different 
locks of the custom-house and owner or proprietor of the 
cellars or vaults shall be placed. 

, s., MSB. Parts of such building as shall be approved by the Secre- 

tary of the Treasury may be bonded for the storage of grain, 
under such rules, regulations, aud conditions as he may 
prescribe for the security of tile revenue. 

17G. Private warehouses. 
,s.,2B«o. Private warehouses shall be used solely for the purpose 

of storing warehoused merchandise, and shall be previously 
approved by the Secretary of the Treasury, and be placed 
iu charge of a. proper oEdcer of the customs, who, together 
with the owner and proprietor of the warehouse, shall have 
the joint custody of all the merchandise stored in the ware- 
house; andall the labor on the merchandise so stored mast 
be performed by the owner or proprietor of the warehouse, 
under the supervision of the ofiicer of the customs in charge 
of the same, at the expense of the owner or proprietor. 
s., aafli. Before any of the stores or cellars, owned or occupied by 

private individuals, shall be used as a warehouse for mer- 
chandise imported by other merchants or importers, the 
owner, occupant, or lessee thereof shall enter into bond, in 
such sums and with such snreties as may be approved by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, exonerating and holding 
harmless the United States and its officers from or on 
account of any risk, loss, or expense of auy kind or descrip-

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tion, conuected with or ariaiog from the depositor keeping 
of the mercliaridise in the ^varehoases; and all imports 
deposited in any pablic or private warehoase authorized 
by this Title [XXXIV] shall be at tlJ6 sole and exclasive 
risk and expense of the owner or importer. 

From and after thepassageof this act importers' bonded wjir.ai, 
warehoQses, to be naed for the storage and cleansing of 
mported rice intended for exportation to foreign conntries, 
may be established at any port of entry in the United 
States, under such rules and regnlatioua as the Secretary 
of the Treasury may prescribe. 
177. Manufacturing bonded warehouses. 

That all articles manufactured in whole or in part of July w 
imported materials, or of materials subject to internal- ^™' ^^ 
revenue tax, and intended for exportation without being 
charged with duty, and witiunit having au internal- re venue 
stamp affixed tfaeret<i, shall, under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, in order to be so 
manufactured and exported, be made and manufactured in 
bonded warehouses similar to those known and designated 
in Treasury Uegulations as bonded wareiiouseti, class six: 
Provided, That the manufacturer of such articles shall first 
give satisfactory bonds for the faithful observance of all 
the provisions of law and of such regulations as shall be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury: Provided 
farther, That the manufacture of distilled spirits from 
grain, starch, molasses or sugar, including all dilutions or 
uiixtures of them or either of them, shall not be permitted 
in such manufacturing warehouses. 

Whenever goods manufactured in any bouded ware- 
house established under the provisions of the preceding 
paragraph shall be exported directly therefrom or shall be 
duly laden for transportation and immediate exportation 
tinder the supervision of the proper oflBcer who shall be 
duly designated for that purpose, such goods shall be 
exempt from duty and from the requiremeuts relating to 
revenue stamps. 

Any materials used in the mauufacture of such goods, 
and any packages, coverings, vessels, brands, and labels 
used in pnttiiig up the same may, under the regulations of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, be conveyed without the 
payment of revenue tax or duty into any bonded manufac- 
turing warehouse, and imported goods may, under the 
aforesaid regulations, be transferred without the exaction 
of duty from any bonded warehouse into any bonded manu- 
facturing warehouse; but this privilege shall not be held to 
apply to implements, machinery, or apparatus to be used 
iu the construction or repair of any bonded manufacturing 
warehouse or for the prosecution of the business carried on 
therein. 

No articles or materials received into such bonded manu- 
facturing warehouse shall be withdrawn or removed there- 
from except for direct shipment and exportation or for 
transportation and immediate exportation in bond under 
the supervision of the officer duly designated therefor by 
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tlie rollector of tbe port, who ahaJI certify to snch Bhipment 
and exportation, or ladening for trauaportation, as the case 
may be, describing tlie articles by tbeir mark or otherwise, 
the (iiiantity, the date of exportation, and the uame of the 
vessel. All labor performed and services rendered nnder 
these provisions shall be under the sapervision of a dniy 
designated otBcer of tbe customs and at the expense of the 
manufacturer. 

A careful aeconiit shall be kept by the collector of all 
inerchivndise delivered by bim to any bonded manufacturing 
warehouse, and a sworn monthly return, verified by tbe 
customs officers in charge, shall be made by the mauufac- 
turera containing a detaileii statement of all imported 
merchandise used by him in the manufacture of exported 
articles. 

Before commencing busiuesa tbe proprietor of anymana- 
I'actnring warehouse shall file with the Secretary of tbe 
'fteaaury a list of all the articles intended to be manufac- 
tured in such warehouse, and state tbe formula of manu- 
I'actnre and the names aud quantities of the ingredients to 
be naed thereiu. 

Articles manufactured under these provisions may be 
withdrawn under such regalatious as tbe Secretary of the 
Treaanry may prescribe for transportation and delivery into 
any bonded warehouse at an exterior port for the sole i)ur- 
pose of immediate export therefrom. 

The provisions of Itevised Statutes thirty-four bandred 
and thirty-three shall, so far as may be practicable, apply 
to any bonded mannfacturiiig warehouse establiaiieil nnder 
this Act and to the merchandise conveyed therein. 

178. Warehouses for smelting and refining. 
n. That tbe works of manufacturers engaged in smelting 
or refining metals, or both smelting and reQning, in the 
United States may be designated as bonded warehouses 
under auch regul.itiona as tbe Secretary of tbe Treasury 
may prescribe: Provided, That such nianufacturers sball 
first give satisfactory bonds to the Secretary of tbe Treas- 
ury. Ores or metals in any crude form requiring smelting 
or refining to make them readily available in tbe arts, im- 
ported into the United Staies to be smelted or refined and 
intended to be exported in a refined but unmanufactured 
state, shall, under such rules as the Secretary of tbe Treas- 
ury may prescribe, and under the direction of tbe proper 
officer, be removed in original packages or in bulk from the 
vessel or other vehicle on whii:h tliey have been imported, 
or from the bonded waiehouse in which the same may be, 
into tbe bonded warehouse in which such smelting or refin- 
ing, or both, may be carried on, for the purpose of being 
smelted or refined, or butli, without payment of duties 
thereon, and may there be amelted or refined, together with 
otheVmetalsofhomeor foreign production: Provided, That 
each day a quantity of refined metal equal to ninety per 
centum of the amount of imported metal smelted or re- 
fined that day shall be set aside, and such metal so set 
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aside eliall not be takeu from said works except for traus- 
portation to another boiiileii warelionse or for exportation, 
under the direction of the pmper otlicer liaviug charge 
thereof as aforesaid, whose certificate, deacribing the arti- 
cles by their marJcs or otherwise, the quantity, the date of 
importation, and the name of the vessel or other vehicle by 
which it was imported, with snoli additional particulars as 
may from time to time be required, shall be received by 
tlie collector of customs aa sufficient evidence of the expor- 
tation of the metal, or it may be removed under such regu- 
lations aa the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, 
ui>ou entry aud payment of duties, for domestic coiisunip- 
tioQ, and the expoitatiou of the niuety per centum of met- 
als hereinbefore ])rovided for shall entitle the ores and 
metals imported under the provisions of this section to 
admission without payment of the duties thereon : Pro 
vided further, That in respect to lead ores imported under 
the provisions of this section the refined metal set aside 
shall either be reexported or the regular duties paid thereon 
within six months from the date of the receipt of the ore. 
All labor performed and services rendered under these regu- 
lations shall be under the supervision of an officer of the 
customs, to be appointed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and at the expense of the manufacturer. 

179. Sampling and assaying. 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe regulations wnr. i 
for the sampling and assaying of lead ores imported into "" ' 
the United States, and such regulations shall provide that 
the method of samplingand assaying such ores shall be the 
same as that usually adopted for commercial purposes by 
public sampling works in the United States; aud he is 
authorized to ineurthe necessary expense out of theappro- 
priation for the oollecti(m of the revenue from customs ; 

Provided, That no part of the expense herein authorized 
and directM sliall be incurred for the erection of sampling 
works by the United States.' 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to ,.''"°'' ■ 
expend, from the appropriation for collecting the revenue 
from custonia, to provide for the purchase of the necessary 
land, and for the construction and equipment of sampling 
works thereon, or for the leasing of suitable buildings aud 
equipment for the sampling and as.saying of imported silver 
ores and other ores containing lt'a<l at El Paso, Tesas; 
Northport, Washington; and Bonner's Ferry, Idaho, and 
at such other ports as in the judgment of the Secretary of 
the Treasury the interests of the revenue demand, the sum 
of forty-five thousand dollars, to be available for the fiscal 
year eighteen hundred and ninety seven : 

Provided, That the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized, in case of importation of said ores at ports at 
which no fa<;ilitie8 arc provided, to send a portion thereof 
to any port having said facilities, at which port said portion 
may be sampled aud assayed.

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Tlip collector at the port of importation shall therenpon 
liqnidato the entry upon said assay. 

In no instance, however, aliall a less portion tliaii one- 
(ifth of any iinportatioii of ores be sampled and assayed. 

180. Deposit of merchandise in warehouiie. 

Any niercliandise subject to duty, witli the exception of 
perisliable articles, also guiipowder, and other explosive 
substances, except firecrackers, which shall have been duly 
entered and bonded for warehousiug, in conformity with 
existinglaws, may be deposited, at the option of the owner, 
importer, consignee, or ageut, at his expense and risk, in 
anypublic warehouse owned or leased by the United States, 
or in the private warehouse of the importer, the same 
being used exclusively for the storage of warehoused mer- 
chandise of his own importation or to his consignment, or 
in a private warehou.se used by the owner, occupant, or 
lessee, as a general warehouse for the storage of ware- 
housed merchandise ; such place of storage to be designated 
on the warehouse entry at the time of entering such mer- 
chandise at the custom-house.' 

When merchandise, imported into the United States, has 
not been entered in pursuance of the provisions of any act 
regulating imports and tonnage, the same shall be deposited 
in the public warehouse, and shall there remain, at the 
expense and risk of the owner, until such invoice is pro- 
duced. Nothing herein contained shall be understood to 
prohibit the sale of such quantities of merchandise so 
stored as may be necessary to dischaige the duties thereon, 
and all intervening chiirges, at the time or times whenanch 
duties shall become due and payable. 

In all cases of failure or neglect to pay the duties within 
the period allowed by law to the importer to make entry 
thereof, or whenever the owner, import«r, or consignee 
shall make entry for warehousing the same, in writing, in 
such Ibrm and supported by such proof aa shall be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, the merchandise 
shall be taken possession of by the collector, and deposited 
in the public storos, or in other stores to be agreed on by 
the collector or chief revenue offictir of the port, and the 
importer, owner, or consignee, such stores to be secured 
under the joint locks of the inspector and importer, there 
to be kept, with due and reasonable care, at the charge and 
risk of tlie owner, importer, consignee, or agent, and subject 
at all times to their order, upon payment of the proper 
duties and expense.'*, to be ascertained on due entry thereof 
for warehousing, and to be secured by a bond of the owner, 
importer, or consignee, with surety to the satisfaction of 
the collector, iu double the amount of the duties, and in 
such form as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe.*

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All merchandise, of which incomplete entry has been 
made, or an entry without the specification of particulars, 
either for want of the original invoice, or for any other 
cause, or which has received damage during the voyage, 
shall be conveyed to some warehouse or storehouse, to be 
designated by the collector, iu the parcels or packages con- 
taining the same, there to remain with due and reasouable 
care, at the expense and risk of the owner or consignee, 
under the care of some ])roper ofEcer, until the particiSars, 
cost, or value, as the case may require, shall have been 
ascertained either by the exhibition of the original invoice 
thereof, or by appraisement, at the option of the owner, 
importer, or consignee; and notil the duties thereon shall 
have been paid, or secured to be paid, and a permit granted 
by the collector for the delivery thereof. 

All distilled spirits, wines, and malt liquora, imported iu . 
pipes, hogsheads, tierces, barrels, casks, or other similar' 
packages, shall be first placed in public store or bonded 
warehouse, and shall not be removed therefrom until the 
same shall have been inspected, marked, and branded by 
a United States customs- ganger, aud a s'lamp affixed to 
each package, indicating tlie date and particulars of such 
inspection; aud the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized to piescribe the form of, and provide, the requi- 
site stamps, and to make all regulations which he may 
deem necessary and proper for caiTying the foregoing re- 
quirements into efJ'ect, 

Any pipe, hogshead, tierce, barrel, cask, or other package 
withdrawn from public store or bonded warehouse after the 
thirtieth day of June, eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, 
purporting to contain imported liquor, found without hav- 
ing thereon the stamp hereby required, shall be, witli its 
contents, forfeited to the United States; 

And whenever any cask or package of imported distilled 
spirits of not less than five wine-gallons is tilled for ship- 
ment, sale, or delivery on the premises of any wholesale 
liquor- dealer, the same shall be stamped with a special 
stamp for imported spirits, under such rules and regula- 
tions as the Commissioner of Internal lievenue has pre- 
scribed, or may hereafter prescribe, in the case of domestic 
distilled spirits. 

Merchandise imported into the port of Louisville, and 
destined tor Jeffersonville, may be landed and warehoused 
at Jett'ersonville, under the custody and control of the sur- 
veyor of the port of Louisville. 

TheSecretaryof the Treasury may extend the privileges 
of the provisions relating to warehouses, and the regula- 
tions of the Treasury Department relating thereto, to the 
port of Albany. 

All merchandise of which the collector shall take posses- 
sion under the provisions relating to tiie time for the dis- 
charge of a vessel's cargo shall be kept with due and rea- 
sonable care at the chaige aud risk of the owner. 

When mercbanilise shall be imported into any port of the ^ 
United States from any foreign country in vessels, and it ' 
shall appear by the bills of lading that the merchandise so 
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imported is to be delivered immediately after the entry of 
the vessel, tlie collei^tor of sueli port may tal^e imssesBioii 
of such merubaiidise and deposit tiie same iu bouded ware- 
liouse. 

And wben it does not appear by the bills of lading tbat 
tlie uiercbandise so importe<l is to be immediately deliv- 
ered, tlie collector of the customs may take poasessiciii of 
the same and deposit it in bouded warebouse, iit the reqaeet 
of the owner, master, or eousiguee of the vessel, on three 
clays' notice to sncb collector after the entry of the vesael. 

181. Withdrawal of merchandiae. 
fi.,2flBi). No merchandise shall be withdrawn &om any warehouse 

in which it may be deposited, in a less quantity than in an 
entire package, bale, cask, or box, unless in bulk; nor shall 
merchandise so imported in bulk be delivered, except in 
the whole quantity of each parcel, or in a quantity not less 
than one ton weight, unless by special authority of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. 
s.,!37u. Any merchandise deposited ill bond in any public or pri- 

vate bouded warehouse may be withdrawn for cousumptioii 
within one year from the date of original importation on 
payment of the duties and charges to which it maybe sub- 
ject by law at the time of such withdrawal; and after the 
expiration of one year from the date of original importation, 
and until the expiration of three years from such date, any 
merchandise in bond may be withdrawn for consumption 
on payment of the duties assessed on the original entry and 
charges, and an additional duty of ten i>er centum of the 
amount of such duties and charges. 

.s..\!37i. All merchandise which may be deposited in pnblic store 

or bonded warehouse maybe withdrawn by the owner lor 
exportation to foreign countries; or may be transshipped 
to any port of the Pacific or western coast of the United 
States at any time before the expiration of three years from 
the date of original importation; such goods on arrival at 
a Pacific or western port to be subject to the same rules 
and regulations as if originally imported there. Any goods 
remaining in public store or bonded warehouse beyond 
three years shall be regarded as abandoned to the Govern- 
ment, and sold under such regulations as the Secretary of 
the Treasury may prescribe, and the proceeds paid into 
the Treasury. In computing this period of three years, if 
such exportation ortransshipment of any merchandise shall, 
either for the whole or any part of the term of three years, 
have been prevented by reason of any order of the Pr&si- 
dent, the time during wliieb such exportation or transship 
ment of such merchandise sliall have been so prevented 
shall be excluded from the computation. Merchandise 
withdrawn for exportation shall be subjectonly to the pay- 
ment of such storage and charges as may be due tliereou. 

.S..29TZ. The Secretary of tlio Treasury, in ease of any sale of any 

merchandise remaining in public store or bonded ware- 
house beyond three years, may pay to the owner, consignee, 
or agent of sacb merchandise, the proceeds thereof, after 
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deducting duties, charges, and esiienaes, iu contbrmity 
with the provision relating to the sale of merchandise 
reiiiaiiitiig iu a warehouse for more than one year. 

If any mercliaiidise shall remain in public store beyond 
one year, without payment of tho duties and charges 
thereon, except as hereinbefore provided, then such mer- 
chandise shall be appraised by tlie appraisers, if there be 
any at such port, and if none, then bytwo merchants to be 
designated and sworn by tlie collector for that purpose, and 
sold by the collector at public auction, on due public notice 
thereof being first given, iu the manner and for the time 
to be prescribed by a general regulation of the Treasury 
department. Xt such public sale, distinct printed cata- 
logues descriptive of such merchandise, with the appraised 
value affixed thereto, shall be distributed among the per- 
sons present at such sale. A reasonable opportunity shall 
be given before such sale, to persons desirous of purchas- 
ing, to insiwct the quality of such merchandise. The pro- 
ceeds of such sales, after deducting the usual rate of 
storage at the port in question, with all other charges and 
expenses, including duties, shall be paid over to the owner, 
importer, consignee, or agent, and proper receipts taken 
for the same. 

The overplus, if any there be, of tho proceeds of sucli 
sales, after the payment of storage, chaigea, expenses, and 
duties, remaining unclaimed for the space of tea days after 
such Bales, shall be paid by the collector into the Treasury 
of the United States; and the collector shall transmit to 
the Treasury Department, with the overplus, a copy of the 
inventory, appraisement, and account of sales, specifying 
the marks, numbers, and descriptions of the packages sold, 
their contents, nnd appraised value, the name of the ves- 
sel and master in which, and of the port whence, it was 
imported, and the time when, and the name of the person 
to whom such merchandise was consigned in the manifest, 
and the duties and charges to which the several consigu- 
menlswere respectively subject; and the receipt or certifi- 
cate of the collectiJr shall exonerate the master of any 
vessel, in which such merchandise was imported, from all 
claim of tho owner thereof, who shall, nevertheless, on due 
proof of his interest, be entitled to receive from the Treas- 
ury the amount of any overplus paid into the same under 
the provisions of this Title |XXXIV]. 

All merchandise of a perishable nature, and all gunpow- : 
der and explosive substances, except fire-crackers, depos- 
ited in any public or private bonded warehouse, shall be 
sold forthwith.' 

Any collector of the customs is authorized, under such '■ 
directions and regulatiotis as may be prescribed by tho 
Secretary of the Treasury, to sell, upon due notice, at pub- 
lic auction, any unclaimed merchandise deposited in public 
warehouse whenever the same may from depreciation in 
value, damage, leakage, or other cause, in the opinion of 
such enllector, be likely to prove insufficient, on a sale

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thoreof, to pay the duties, storage, and other charges if 
suffered to remain iii public store for the period allowed by 
law in the ease of nnclaimed merchandise. 
*'■ That section twenty of the act entitled "An act to sim- 
plify the laws in relation to the collection of reveunea," ap- 
proved June tenth, eighteen hundred and ninety, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

That any merchandise deposited in bond in any public 
or private bonded -warehouse may be withdrawn for eon- 
samptiou within three years from the date of original im- 
portation, on payment of the duties and charges to which 
it may be subject by law at the time of such withdrawal.' 

Provided, That nothing herein shall affect or impair exist- 
ing provisions of law in regard to the disposal of perishable 
or explosive articles. 

1B2. Withdrawal of supplies for vessels. 

The privilege of purchasing supplies from the public 
warehouses duty free, shall be extended, under such regu- 
lations aa the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe, to 
the vessels of war of auy nation in ports of the United 
States which may reciprocate such privilege toward the 
vessels of war of the United States iu its ports. 
'■ That all articles of foreign production needed for the re- 
pair of American vessels engaged in foreign tra^le, includ- 
ing the trade between the Atlantic and Pacific ports of the 
United States, may be withdrawn from bonded warehouses 
freeof duty, under such regulations as theSecretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe. 

That the si-vteenth section of an Act entitled "An Act to 
remove certain burdens on the American mei'chant marine 
and encourage the American foreign carrying trade, and 
for other purjKisea," approved June twenty-sixth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-four, be amended so as to read as 
follows : 

That all articles of foreign or domestic production 
needed and actually withdrawn from bonded warehouses 
and bonded manufacturing warehouses for supplies (not 
including equipment) of vessels of the United States en- 
gaged in foreign trade, or in trade between the Atlantic 
and Pacific ports of the United States, may be so with- 
drawn from said bonded warehouses, free of duty or of 
internal-revenue tax, as the case may Iw, under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe} 
but no such articles shall be landed at any port of the 
United States.'

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183. Withdrawal for rewarehousing. 

Any merchandise, duly entered tor warehousiug, may be ■ 
withdrawn under bond, without payment of the duties, 
from a bonded warehouse in any collection -district, and be 
transported to a bonded warehouse in any other collection- 
diatrict, and rewarehoused thereat ; and any such merchan- 
dise may be so transported to its destination wholly by 
land, or wholly by water, or partially by land and partially 
by water, over such routes as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may prescribe, and may likewise be conveyed over any 
foreign territory, the government of which may have, or 
shall by treaty stipulations grant, a free right of way over 
such territory.' 

The Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe the form 
of the bund to be given for the transportation of merchan- 
dise from a port in one collection district to a port in another 
collection district as provided in the preceding section ; also 
the time for sucli delivery; and for a I'ailure to transport 
and deliver within the time limited any aucli bonded mer- 
chandise to the collector at the design ated^ort, a duty of 
double the amonnt to which such merchandise would be 
liable shall be collected, which duty shall be secured by 
such bond, or the merchandise may be seized and forfeited 
for such failure, and any steam or other vessel, or vehicle, 
transporting such bonded merchandise, the luaster, owner, 
or conductor of wbich shall fail to deliver the same to the 
collector at the designated port, shall be liable to seizure 
and forfeiture. And the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby autliori/.ed to remit, in whole or in part, on such 
conditions, and under such regulations, not inconsistent 
with law, as he may prescribe, the additional duty secured 
by the bond given for the transportation of merchandise 
from a port in one collection district to a jwrt in another 
collection district prescribed by the preceding section : Pro- 
vided, Tliat it shall be proved to the satisfaction of the 
Secretary of the Treasury that the failure to transport and 
deliver the merchandise aforesaid according to the condi- 
tions of the bonds occurred without wilful negligence or 
fraudulent intent on the part of the obligors.^ 

184. Imported manufactured tobacco and cigars— how to be packed. 

All mauufactnred tobacco aud snuff (not including 
cigars) imported from foreign countries shall, in addition 
to the import duties imposed on the same, pay the tax 
imposed by law on like kinds of tobacco and snuff manu- 
fa<;tured in the United States, and have the same stamps 
respectively aflxed. Such stamps shall be affixed and can- 
celed on all such articles so imported by the owner or 
importer thereof, while they are in the custody of the 
proper custom-house officers, and such articles shall not 
pass out of the custody of said officers until the stamps 
have been affixed and canceled. Such tobacco and snuff

sliatl V)6 put up ill packages, as prescribed by lawi 
articles tuaiiufacturGd iu the Uuited States before tbe 
BtampB are aflixed ; mid the owner or importer shall be 
liable to all the penal provisions prescribed for manufac- 
tures of tobacco and snuff manufactured in the United 
States. Whenever it is necessary to take any sneh arti- 
cles, 80 imported, to any place for tbo purpose of repack- 
ing, aftixiug, and canceling such stamps, other than the 
pnblic stores of the United States, the collector of customs 
of the port where they are entered shall designate a 
bonded warehouse to which they shall be tal^en, under the 
control of such customs ofBcer as he may direct. And 
every officer of customs who permits any such articles to 
pass out of his custody or control without compliance by 
the owner or ira]iort€r thereof with the provisions of this 
section relating thereto, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall be lined not less than one thonsand 
dollars nor more than tive thonsand dollars, and imprisoned 
not less than six months nor more than three years. 

All cigars imjiorted from foreign countries shall pay, in 
addition to the import duties imposed thereon, the tax pre 
scribed by law for cigars manufactnred ill the United States, 
and shall have the same stamps aftixed. The stamps shall 
be altixed and canceled by the owner or importer of the 
cigars while they are in the custody of the proper custom- 
house officers, and the cigars shall not pass out of the cus- 
tody of snch officers until the stamjia have been so affixed 
and canceled, but shall be put up iu boxes contaluing quan- 
tities as prescribed in this chapter Ickapter 7\ for cigars 
manufactured in the United States, before the stamps are 
atSxed. And the owner or importer of such cigars shall be 
liable to all thex>eual provisions of this Title [XXXV] pre- 
scribed for manufacturers of cigars manufactured iu the 
Uuited States. Whenever it is necessary t« take any cigars 
so imported to any place other than the public stores of the 
United States, for the purpose of affixing and canceling 
such stamps, the collector of customs of the port where 
such cigars are entered shall designate a bonded warehouse 
to which they shall be taken, under the control of such cus- 
toms officer as such collector may direct. And every officer 
of customs who permits any such cigars to pass out of his 
custody or control, without compliance by the owner or 
importer thereof with the provisions of this section relating 
thereto, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall 
be fined not less than one thousand dollars nor more than 
five thousand dollars, and imprisoned not less than six 
months nor more than three years. 

All cigars of every description, on hand after the first 
day of April, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, shall be 
taken to have been either manufactured or imported after 
the passage of the internal- revenue act of July twentieth, 
eighteen hundred and aixty-eight, and shall be stamped 
accordingly. Every person who sells or otters for sale any 
imported cigars, or cigars purporting or claimed to have 
been imported, not put up iu packages and stamped as pro- 
vided by thlB chapter, shall be liued not less than Ave hon- 
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dred doUarB nor more th:in five thouaimd dollars, and be 
imprisoDed not less than nix montliB nor more than two 
years. 

185. Imported oleomargarine — internal revenue tar. 

That all iileomargarine imported from foreign c(tnntriea g^"}!' 
shall, in addition to any import duty imposed on the same, 
pay an internal revenue tax of fifteen cents per pound, 
such tax to be represented by coupon stamps as iu the 
case of oleomare:arine manufactured in the United States. 
Tlie stamps shall be r.itlxed and canceled by the owner or 
importer of the oleomargarine while it is in the custody of 
the proper custom-house officers; and the oleometrgarine 
sball not pass out of the custody of said officeia until the 
stamps have been so affixed and canceled, but sball be 
put np in wooden packages, each containing ]iot less than 
ten pounds, as prescribed iu this act ibr oleomargarine 
mnnufactured in the United States, before the stamps are 
affixed; and the owner or importer of snch oleomargariuc 
shall be liable to all the penal provisions of this act pre- 
scribed for manufactures of oleomargarine manufactured 
in the United States. Whenever it is necessary to take 
anyoIeomargarii)e so imported to any place other thau tJie 
public stores of the United States for the purpose of affix- 
ing and caoceling such stamps, the collector of customs of 
the port where such oleomargarine is entered shall desig- 
nate a bonded warehouse to which it shall be taken, under 
the control of such customs officer as such collector may 
direct; and every officer of customs who permits any such 
oleomargarine to pass out of his custody or control without 
compliance by the owner or importer thereof with the pro- 
visions of this section relating thereto, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be liued not less thau one thousand 
dollars nor more than five thousand dollars, and imprisoned 
not less than six months nor more than three years. Every 
person who sells or otfors for sale any imported oleomar- 
garine, or oleomargarine purporting or claimed to have 
been imported, not put up in packages and stamped as 
provided by this act, shall be fined not less than five hun- 
dred dollars nor more than five thousand dollars, and be 
imprisoned not less than six months nor more than two 
years, 

186. Penalty for obliterating marks or opening warehouse. 

Any person convicted of altering, defacing, or obliterat- 
ing any mark wliich has been placed by any officer of the 
reveuue on any package of warehoused merchandise shall 
be liable to a penaltyof five hundred dollars for every such 
oETense. 

If any imiwrteror proprietor of any warehoused merchan- 
dise, or any person in his employ, shall, by any coutrivance, 
fraudulently open the warehouse, or shall gain access to the 
merchandise, except in the presence of the proper officer of 
the customs, acting in the execution of his duty, such im- 
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porter or proprietor shall be liable to a. peualty of 
tbonsaiid dollars for every sucli otterise.' 

If any warelionsed inerchaDdise shall be fraudulently con- 
cealed in or removed from any public or private warehouse, 
the same shall bo forfeited to the United States; and all 
persons convicted of fraudulently concealing or removing 
fliicli merchandise, or of aiding; or abetting such conceal- 
meat or removal, shall be liable to the same penalties as 
are imposed for the fraudulent introduction of merchaQdise 
into the United States. 

Any person maliciously opening, breaking, or entering, 
by any means whatever, any car, vessel, vehicle, warehouse, 
or package containing any such merchandise so delivered 
for transportation, or removing, injuring, breaking, or de- 
facing any lock or seal placed upon such car, vesBel, vehicle, 
warehouse, or package, or aiding, abetting, or encoaragiug 
any other person or persons so to remove, break, injure, or 
deface such looks or seals, or to open, break, or enter such 
car, vessel, or vehicle, with intent to remove or cause to be 
removed unlawfully any merchandise therein, or in any 
manner to injure or defraud the United States; and any 
person receiving any merehandise unlawfully removed from 
any such car, vessel, or vehicle, knowing it to have been so 
unlawfully removed, shall be guilty of felony, and in addi- 
tion to any penalties heretofore prescribed shall be panisli- 
able byimprisoument for not less than six months nor more 
than two years. 

1B7. Reports of merchandise in warehouse. 

The collectors of the several ports of the United States 
shall make quarterly reports to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, according to sntih general instructions as the Secretary 
may give, of all merchandise remaining in the warehouses 
of their respective porta, specifying the quantity and de- 
scription of the same. 

188. Assessment of duf/ on weight at time of entry. 

That on and after the day when this Act shall go into 
effect all goods, wares, and merchandise previously im- 
ported, for which Jio entry has been made, and all goods, 
wares, and merchandise previously entered without pay- 
ment of duty and under bond for warehousing, transporta- 
tion, or any other purpose, for which no permit of delivery 
to the importer or his agent has been issued, shall be sub- 
jected to the duties imposed by this Act and to no other 
duty, upon the entry or the withdrawal thereof: Provided, 
That when duties are based upon the weight of merchandise 
deposited in any public or private bonded warehouse, said 
duties shall be levied and collected upon the weight of such 
meichandiae at the time of its entry.

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby further autlior- 
iKcd to [ireaeribe such rules aud regalatinus, not inconsistent 
with the laws of the United States, as lie may deem neces- 
sary to carry into eli'ect the provisions of the laws relating 
to drawbacks, and to prevent the illegal reimportatiou of 
any merchandise which shall have been exported as hereia 
provided.' 

190. Allowance of drawback. 

A drawback of duties, as prescribed by law, shall be 
allowed and paid on all merchandise imported into the 
United States, in respect to all such merchandise as shall 
be exported to any foreign port other than the dominions 
of any foreign state immediately adjoining to the United 
States, either from the district of original importation, or 
from certain other districts; andalldnties, drawbacks, and 
allowances which shall be payable, or allowable, on any 
S])ecilJo quantity of merchandise, shall be deemed to apply 
in proportion to any greater or less quantity, except as 
herein otherwise provided.* 

That where imported materials on which duties have ■ 
been paid are used in tlie manufacture of articles manu- ' 
factured or produced in the United States, there shall he 
allowed on the exportation of such articles a drawback 
equal in amount to the duties paid on the materials used, 
less one per centum of such duties: Provided, That when 
the articles exported are made in part fl:om domestic mate- 
rials the imported materials, or the parts of the articles 
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made from such materials, shall so appear in the completed 
articles that the quantity or measure thereof may be ascer- 
tained : And provided further^ That the drawback on any 
article allowed under existing law shall be continued at 
the rate herein provided. That the imported materials 
used in the manufacture or production of articles entitled 
to drawback of customs duties when exported shall, in all 
cases where drawback of duties paid on such materials is 
claimed, be identified, the quantity of such materials used 
and the amount of duties paid thereon shall be ascertained, 
the facts of the manufacture or production of such articles 
in the United States and their exportation therefrom shall 
be determined, and the drawback due thereon shall be paid 
to the manufacturer, producer, or exporter, to the agent of 
either or to the person to whom such manufacturer, pro- 
ducer, exporter, or agent shall in writing order such draw- 
back paid, under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall prescribe.^ 

191. Refund on withdrawal from warehouse. 

E.s.,2977. Merchandise upon which duties have been paid may 

remain in warehouse in custody of the officers of the cus- 
toms at the expense and risk of the owners of such mer- 
chandise; and if exported directly from such custody to a 
foreign country within three years, shall be entitled to 
return duties. But proper evidence of such merchandise 
having been landed abroad shall be furnished to the col- 
lector by the importer, and one per centum of the duties 
shall be retained by the Government. 

192. Restrictions on drawback, 

R. s., 3016. No merchandise imported shall be entitled to a drawback 

of the duties paid, unless the duties so paid shall amount 
to fifty dollars at least; nor unless they shall be exported 
in the original casks, cases, chests, boxes, trunks, or other 
packages, in which they were imported without diminution 
or change of the articles which were therein contained, at 
the time of importation, in quantity, quality, or value, nec- 
essary or unavoidable wastage or damage only excepted. 

R.s.,3017. No drawback of the duties shall be allowed on merchan- 

dise entitled to debenture under existing laws, unless such 
merchandise shall be exported from the United States 
within three years from the date of the importation of the 
same. One per centum on the amount of all drawbacks 
allowed shall be retained for the use of the United States 
by the collectors paying such drawbacks, respectively. 

R. s., 3025. No return of the duties shall be allowed on the export of 

any merchandise after it has been removed from the cus- 
tody and control of the Government, except in the cases 
provided in sections three thousand and nineteen, three 
thousand and twenty, three thousand and twenty- two, and 
three thousand and twenty-six.^

193. Exportation without payment of duties. 

If the owner, importer, consignee, or agent of any mer u.h.,b 
chandiseon which the duties have not been paid, shall give 
to the collector satisfactory security that the niei'chandisc 
shall be landed out of the jurisdiction of the United States, 
in the manner reqaired by the laws relating to exportations 
for the benefit of drawback, the collector and naval officer, 
if any, on an entry to re-export the same, shall, upon pay- 
ment of the appropriate expeuses, permit the merchandise, 
under the inspection of the proper officers, to be shipped 
without tlje payment of any duties thereon. 

194. Exportation of drugs and chemicals. 

All drugs, medicines, ai.d chemical preparations entered J-s,* 
for exportation aud deposited in warehouse or public store, 
may be exported by the owner thereof in the original pack- 
age, or otherwise, subject to audi regulations as shall be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

195. Drawback on soft. coal, leather, and materials for construction of 

ressels. 

That imported salt in bond may be used in curing 'i'*Iipar''^4' 
taken by vessels licensed to eiigage in the fisheries, and in 
curing fish on the shores of the navigable waters of the 
United States, under Buch regulations as the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall prescribe; and u]Jon proof tliat the salt 
has been used for either of the purposes stated in this pro- 
viso, the duties on the same shall be remitted: Provided 
further ^ That exporters of meats, whether packed or 
smoked, which have been cured in the United States with 
imported salt, shall, upon satisfactory proof, under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe, 
that such meats hava been cured with imported salt, have 
refunded to them from the Treasury the duties paid on the 
salt BO used in curing such exported meats, in amounts nut 
lees than one hundred dollars. 

A drawback ofseventy-flve cents per ton shall be allowed U"-

back, unless exported in such packages, which shall 
deemed the packages nf original importation, nor unb 
they fnlly agree with the return made by the ofiBoer.

DRAWBACK. 

When the owner, importer, consigiiee, or agent, of any '- 
merchandise entitled to debenture, may wish to transfer 
the same into pa<tkage8, other than those in which the 
mercliaudise was originally imported, the collector of the 
port where the same may be shall permit the transfer to be 
made, if necessary for the safety or preservation thereof. 

Due notice of the wish to make such transfer, in writing, 
setting forth sufficient canse for the transfer, shall be given 
to the collector, who shall appoint an inspector of the reve- 
uue to ascertain if the allegation be trae, and, if found cor- 
rect, to superintend the transfer, and to cause the marks 
and numbers upon the original packages to be inscribed 
upon the packages into which the merchandise shall be 
transferred. 

Every imjwrter, owner, consignee, agent, or exporter, 
who shall enter merchandise for importation, or for expor- 
tation, or transportion from one port to another, with the 
right of drawback, shall deposit with the collector the 
original invoiceof such merchandise, if not before deposited 
with the collector, and in that case an authenticated copy 
thereof, to be filed and preserved by him in the archives 
of the cnstom-honse,wbich shall be signed by sncb importer, 
owner, consignee, agent, or exporter, and the oath to be 
made on the entry of such merchandise shall be annexed 
thereto. 

It shall be the duty of the collector to canse all merchan- 
dise entered for re exportation, with the right of drawback, 
to be inspected, and the articles thereof compared with 
their respective invoices, before a permit shall be given for 
lading the same; and where the merchandise so entered 
shall be found not to agi'ee with the entry it shall be for- 
feited. 

Allinerchandise,subjecttoad valorem duty, and intended 
for exportation, with benefit of drawback, which shall be 
transported from one district to another, shall be accompa- 
nied by a copy from the invoice, of the cost "thereof, certi- 
fied by the collector of the district Ixom which it may have 
been last reshipped, which certified copy shall be produced 
tothecoUectorof the district ti-om which such merchandise 
is intended to be exported; and such merchandise, as well 
as all such merchandise subject to ad-valorem duty, as shall 
be exported from the district into which it may have been 
originally imported, shall be inspected by the appraisers at 
the time of exportatiou, in tlie same manner aa on the im- 
portation of such merchaudise; and if the same is found 
not to correspond with the original invoice, the merchandise 
shall be subject lo forfeiture. 

ITie collector shall direct the surveyor, where any, to 
inspect, or cause to be inspected, the merchandise uotifled 
for exportation, and if it is found to coirespuud fully with 
the notice and pioot cnnceruing the same, the collector, 
together with the naval ofUcer, if any, shall grant a permit 
for lading the same on board of the vessel named in such 
notice and entry. Such lading shall be performed under 
the superintendence of the officer by whom the same has 
'l^eh so inspected; and the exporter shall make oath that 
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tb« mercbandise, so noticed for esportataon, 3nd 
board saob YeKset, previous to the ciearauce tl 
nitbin t«D days after savh clearant.'c, is truly intended 
be exported to the plat-e whereof Dotice lias beeu 
and is not tnt«Dded to be relanded within tbe 1 
States; otlierwi^ the iiiercbaDdise shall not be entitled 
the benefit of drawback. 

All mercbantliae imported iuto tbe Uoited States, 
daties on which have been paid, or secured tu be p 
may be transported by laud, or partly by laud aiul partly 
by water, or coastwise, from the district into which it waa 
imported to auy iK>rt of entry and exported from such poi4 
of entry with the l>enefit of drawback. 

WLcuever the exporter entering any merchandise, for till 
benedt of drawbrack. shall not have completed such entiy^ 
by takin;; the oath or giving the bond repaired by thi 
existing laws, within the period prescribed by law, bDl 
shall offer to complete the entry afler the expiration of tbt 
period, the Secretary of the 1>easary may, ai>on applifiij 
tioii to htm made, by the exporter, setting forth tbe eaaiM 
of his omission, under oath, and accompanied by a staftB 
meut of the collector of all the circumstances attendiug tl9 
transaction within tbe knowledge of sucb collectur, if bH 
shall be satisfied that the failore to complete the enb;^ 
was accidental, without any intention to evade tbe law orj 
delrand the revenue, direct the entry to be completed, a~ ^ 
the certificates or debeutures, as tbe case may be, to ist 
in the same manner, as if such entry bad been complet 
within the period prescribed by the existing laws of t 
l'nite<l States. 

Sone of the provisions of this Title [XXXITJ sh 
oi>erate to prevent the exportation of bonded mercbandi 
from warehouse within three years firom the date of ori^ ' 
importation, nor its transportation in bond from the _ 
into which it was originally imported to any other port 
tbe purpose of exi>ortation. 

Any merchandise imported from the British North 
ican provinces adjoining the United States, which shi 
have been duly entered and the duties thereon paid 
secured according to law at either of the ports of entry 
the collection-districts situated on the northern, uorth^sl 
em, and northwestern frontiers of the United States, 
be transporteil by land or by water, or partly by land 
partly by water, to anj- port or ports from which meiehu 
dise may be exported for benefit of drawback, and be them 
eiportetl with such privilege to any foreign country, Tl 
laws relating to the transportation of merchandise entitle 
to drawback, and the doe exportation and proof of landin 
thereof, and all regulations which the Secretary of tl 
Treasury may prescribe for the security of the reTeam 
most, however, be complied with. 

Any imported merchandise, in the original package. 
which shall have been duly entered and wareboosed ii 
puraoauceof the provisions relating to warehouses, 
exported thei'ufrom in conformity with law, and be trans- 
I>orted iu the manner indicated, to ports in the a4)oilu] 
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British provineea, and become entitled to the benefits of 
those provisions- 
Merchandise imported into the United States and ex- i 
ported from the port of iiake Ponti:hartrain shall be entitletl 
to the benefit of a drawback of the duties opon exportation 
to any foreign port, under the same provisions, regulations, 
restrictions, and limitations, as if such merchandise had 
been exported directly from New Orleans by way of the 
Mississippi Kiver. 

Any imported merchandise which has been entered, and i 
tlie duties paid <'V secured according to law, for drawback, 
may be exported to the British North American provinces 
adjoining the United States. 

198. Debentures. 

Ail debentures shall be issued and made payable to the ^ 
original importer of the merchandise, entered for exporta- 
tion, whenever the same shall be requested, in writing, by 
the exporter, and not otherwise. In respect to any mer- 
chandise, on which the duties shall have been paid prior to 
an entry for exportation, the debenture for the amount of 
the drawtiauk of snch duties shall be made payable in fif- 
teen days, to be computed from the time of signing the 
bond, to be given as hereinafter directed. 

Whenever payment of any debenture is refused by the ■ 
collector of the district where It was granted, for a longer 
time than three days, after the same shall have become 
payable, such reiiisal to be proved in the same manner as 
the Don-payment of a hill of exchange, the possessor or 
assignee of such debenture may bring suit thereupon 
against the person to whom it was originally granted or 
against any indorser thereof. 

In aU suits for the recovery of money upon debentures i 
issued by the collectors of customs under any act for the coh 
lection of duties, it shall be the duty of the court to grant 
judgment at the return term, unless the defendant, in open 
court, exhibit some plea, on oath, by which the court is 
satisfied that a continuance is necessary to the attainment 
of .justice; in which case, and not otherwise, a continuance 
until the next term may be granted. 

In suits upon debentures, issued by the collectors of the i 
customs under any act for the collection of duties, interest 
shall be allowed, at the rate of six per centum per annum, 
from the time when snch debenture became due and 
payable. 

Debentures shall be assignable by delivery and indorse- ' 
ment of the parties who may receive the same. 

Where any merchandise is exported from any other dis- i 
trict than the one into which it was originally imported, 
thecollector of such district, together with the naval officer 
thereof, where there is one, shall grant to the exporter a 
certificate, expressing that such merchandise was exported 
Irom such district, with the marks, numbers, and descrip- 
tions of the packages and their contents, the names of the 
master and vessel in which and the port to which it was 
exported, and by whom, and the names of the vessel and 
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master in which it was brought, and by whom shipped at 
the district from whence it came, and the amount of the 
drawback to which it is entitled. Such certificate shall 
entitle the possessor thereof to receive from the collector 
of the district with whom the duties of the merchandise 
were paid, a debenture or debentures, for the amount of 
the drawback expressed in the certificate, payable at the 
same time, and in like manner as is herein directed for 
debentures on merchandise exported from the port of 
original importation. 
R. s.,3042. rpjjg collcctor may refuse to grant such debenture, in case 

it shall appear to him that any error has arisen, or any 
fraud has been committed; and in case of such refusal, if 
the debenture claimed shall exceed one hundred dollars, 
it shall be the duty of the collector to represent the case to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, wlio shall determine whether 
such debenture shall be granted or not. In no case, more- 
over, of an exportation of goods shall a drawback be paid, 
until the duties on the importation thereof shall have been 
first received. 

199. Bond for landing certificate. 

R. s., 3043. Before the receipt of any debenture, in case of exporta- 

tion from the district of original importation, and in case of 
exportation from any other <listrict before the receipt of any 
such certificate, as is hereinbefore required to be granted, 
the person applying for such debenture or certificate shall, 
previous to such receipt, and before the clearance of the 
vessel in which the merchandise was laden for exportation, 
give bond, with one or more sureties, to the satisfat^tion of 
the collector, who is to grant such debenture or certificate, 
as the case may be, in a sum equal to double the amount 
of the sum for which such debenture or certificate is granted, 
conditioned that such merchandise, or any part thereof, 
shall not be relanded in any port within the limits of the 
United States, and that the exporter shall produce, within 
the time herein limited, the proofs and certificates required 
of such merchandise having been delivered without such 
limits. 

R.s.,3044. All bonds which may be given for any merchandise 

exported from the United States, and on which any draw- 
back of duties or allowance shall be payable, in virtue of 
such exportation, shall and may be discharged, and not 
otherwise, by producing within one year from the date 
thereof, if the exportation be made to any port of Europe 
or America, or within two years, if made to any part of 
Asia or Africa, a certificate under the hand of the consignee 
at the foreign ])ort to whom the merchandise shall have 
been addressed, therein i)articularly setting? forth and 
describing the articles so exported, their marks, numbers, 
description of packages, the number thereof, and their 
actual contents, and declaring that the same have been 
received by them from on board the vessel, specifying the 
names of the master and vessel from which they were so 
recived; and where such merchandise is not consij»ned or 
addressed to any particular person at the foreign port to 
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irhich tbe vessel is destined, or may arrive, but wliere tlie 
master, or otber person on board sncb vessel may be the 
cuuaignee of such merchandise, a certificate from tlie per- 
son to whom anch uierchanilise may be soid or delivered, 
by Hucli master or other person, shall be produced to the 
same effect as that ruqiiireil if the person receiving the 
snme were originally intended to be the consignee thereof. 

In addition to such certiticate, it shall be necessary to pro- 
dnve a certificate under the hand and s^al of the consul iir 
agent of the United States, residing at the place, declaring 
either that the facts stated in the certificate of consignee, 
or otber iwrsou, are to his knowledge trne, or that snch 
certilicate is deserving of full faith and credit; which cer- 
tiBcates of the consignee, or other person, and consul or 
agent, shall, iu all cases, as respects the landing or delivery 
of the merchandise, be confirmed by the oath of the master 
and mate, if living, or, in case of their death, by the osith 
of the two principal surviving oflicers of the vessel in which 
tbe exportation shall be made. Where there is no consul 
or agent of the United States residing at the place of deliv- 
ery, the certificate of the consignee, or other person hereiii- 
betbre required, shall be confirmed by the "certificate of two 
reputable American merchants residing at the place, or if 
there are no such American merchants, then by the certifi- 
cate of two reputable foreign merchants, testifying that the 
several facts stated in snch consignee or other iierson's cer- 
tificate, are, to their knowledge, just and true, or that such 
vortiflcate is, in their opinion, worthy of full faith and credit; 
and sui'li certificate shall also be supported by the oathof the 
master and mate, or otber principal officers of the vessel, iu 
manner as before prescribed. The oath of the master and 
mate, or other principal otticers, shall, iu all cases, when 
taken at a foreign port, be taken and subscribed before the 
consul or agent of the United States residing at such for- 
eign port, if any such consul or agent reside thereat. 

It shall be lawful for the consuls or agents of the United 
States, residing at the foreign ports, to demand twenty-five 
cents for administering each oath and one dollar for grant- 
ing each certificate required by tbe preceding section, and 
if any consul or agent shall demauil other or greater fees 
than are thus allowed, his bond shall be forfeited. 

). Discharge of bond on other evidence. 
' In cases of loss by sea, or by capture or other unavoid 
able accident, or when, from the nature of the trade, the 
proofs and certificales before required are not, and cannot 
be, procured, the exporter shall be allowed te adduce to 
the collector of tlie port of exportation such other proofs 
as they may have, and as the nature of the case will 
admit; which proofs shall, with a statement of all the cir- 
cumstances attending the transaction within the knowledge 
of such collector, be transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, who shall have power to allow a further reason- 
able time for obtainiug such proofs; or if be besatisHed 
with the truth and validity of the proofs adduced, to direct 
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the boud of Biieh c\i>or'tci- U> be canceled. If the a 
of such bond shall not esceed the peaal sum of two hnu 
dred dollars, the collettor, with the naval officer, when tliere 
is one, and alone, where there is none, may, pursuant bx 
sneh rules as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of tiw 
Treasary,adit]itsnchproof asmay beaddaced; and iftliM 
deem the same satisfactory, cancel such iioud acuordinf^ 

201. Appropriations for payment of debentures. 

So much niouey as may be necessary for the payment of 
debentures or drawbai;ks and allowances which may be 
authorized and payable, is hereby appropriated for that 
purpose out ot any money in the Treasury, to be expended 
under the direction of the Secretary of that Department, 
act^ordiug to the laws authorizing debentures or drawbacks 
and allowances. The collectors of the customs shall be tbe 
disbursing agents to pay such debentures, drawbacks, and 
allowances. All debenture certificates issued accordingly 
law shall be received in payment of duties at the custom- 
house where the same have been issued, the laws regulatinfl 
drawbacks having been (tomplied with. ^j 

There are appropriated, out of any moueys in the TreaM 
ury not otherwise appropriated, for the purposes hereina^w 
specided, such sums as may be necessary for the t^ame rw 
speotively; and such appropriations shall be deemed pen 
manent annual appropriations. 

Debentures and other charges, (customs:) 

To pay debentures and other charges arising froui dutieji, 
the revenue remaining in the hands of the coUectiug officers 
not being sufficient to pay said debentures. 

Uebentares and drawbacks, (customs;) . 

For the payment of debentures or drawbacks, boantlOH 
and allowances, which are or may be authorized and pt^ 
able according to laws authorizing them: Provided, The' 
collectors of customs shall be the disbursing agents to pay 
the same. 

202. Penalty for relanding goods, and for falsa entry. 

If any merchandise entered for exportation, with ititent 
to drawback the duties, or to obtain any allowance given 
by law on the exportation thereof, shall be landed within 
any port within the limits of the United States, all such 
merchandise shall be subject to seizure and forfeiture, 
together with the vessel from which such merchandise shall 
be landed, and the vessels or boats used in landing the same; 
and all persons concerned therein shall, upon indictment 
and conviction thereof, suffer imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding six months. For discovery of frauds and seizure 
of merchandise lelanded contrary to law, the several officers 
established by this Title [XXXIV] shall have the same 
powers, and, in case of seizure, the same proceedings shall 
be had, as in the case of merchandise imj^iorted contrary 
to law. 

If any merchandise, of which entry shall have been made 
in the office of a collector, for the benefit of drawback or 
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bonnty upon exportation, shall he entered by a feilae denomi- 
natioD, or erroneously aa to the time when and tbe vessel 
inwbicliitwas imported, or shall befontid to disagree with 
tlie packages, quantities, or qualities, aa they were at the 
time of original importation, except sucU disagreement as 
may have been occasioned by necessary or unavoidable 
wastage or damage only, and except also in cases where 
permission sliallhave been obtained according to lawto alter 
or change tbe qnautities or packages thereof, all such mer- 
chandise, or the value thereof to be recovered of the owner 
or person making such entry, shall be forfeited, and the 
person making such false entry shall also forfeit a sum 
equal to the value of the articles mentioned or described in 
such entry.' 

Ko forfeiture shall be incurred under the preceding sec- 
tion if it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
collector and naval ofBcer of the district, if there be a naval 
oSicer, and if there be no naval officer, to the satisfaction of 
the collector, or of the court in which a prosecution for the 
forfeiture shall be had, that such false denomination, error, 
or disagreement happened by mistake or accident, aud not 
from any intention to defraud the revenue. 
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203. Mercfiandise in transit to and from Canada and Mexico. 

All niercliaudise aFriviug at tlie ports of New York, 
Boston, Portlaud in Mniue, or auy otLer port specially 
designated by the Secretary of tlie Tieaaury, and destined 
for places in the adjacent British provinces, or arriving 
at the port of Brownsville in Texas, or any other port 
Bi>eeially designated by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and destined tor places in the republic of Mexico, may 
be entered at thecustom-hoiiae, and conveyed, in transit, 
through the territory of the United States, witliout the 
payment of dntiea, under sach regulations as the Secretary 
of the Treasury may prescribe. 

The Secretary of the Treasury be, and is hereby, author- 
ized and directed to suspend the opei'ation of section three 
thouBand and five of the Revised Statutes, in so far as the 
same i»ermit8 goods, wares, and merchandise to be trans- 
ported in bond through the tjnited States into the ti'ee zone 
of Mexico, so long as the Mexican free-zone law exists : 

Frovided, That nothing herein contained shall be con- 
Btmed so as to prevent the transportation of nierchandiae 
in bond to be delivered at points in the territory of Mexico 
beyond the limits of said free zone. 

Imported mercliandise in bond, or duty paid, and prodncta 
or raanutactures of the United States, may, with the con- 
sent of the projier antliorities of the British provinf«a or 
republic of Mexico, be transported from one port in the 
United States to another port therein, over the territory of 
such provinces or republic, by such routes, and under such 
rules, regulations, and conditions as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe: and the merchandise so trana- 
pnrted sball, upon arrival in the United States from such 
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provinces or republic, be treated in regard to the liability 
to or exemption from duty, or tax, as if tlie transportation 
had taken plfice entirely within the limits of the United 
States, 

Railroad-cara or other vehicles laden with merchandise, i 
sealed by a customs ollicer, passing, under the provisions 
of the preceding sectiou and the regulations of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, from one port in the Uuited States to 
another therein, through foreign contiguous territory, shall 
be exempt from the payment of any fees for receiving or cer- 
tifying manifests thereof 

No merchandise exported to Mexico or the British North : 
American Provinces shall be voluntarily landed or brought 
into the United States; and any so landed or broughtinto 
theUnited States shall be forfeited; and the same proceed- 
ing shall be had for its condemnation, and the distribution 
of the proceeds of the sales, as in other cases of forfeiture 
of mercliandise illegally imported. Every person con- 
cerned in the voluntary lauding or bringing such merchan- 
dise into the United States shall be liable to a penalty of 
four hundred dollars. 

204. Common carrier shall post rates. 

Any common carrier subject to the provisions of this act , ■ 
receiving freight iu the United States to be carried through **' 
a foreign country to anyplace in theUnited States shall 
also in like manner print and keep open to public inspec- 
tion, at every dei)ot or office wlieie such freight is received 
for shipment, schedules showing the through rates estab- 
lished and charged by such common carrier to all points in 
the Uuited States beyond the foreign country to which it 
accepts freight for shipment; and any freight shipped from 
theUnited States.throughaforeign conn try into theUnited 
States, the through rate on which shall not have been made 
public as required by this act, shall, befoie it is admitted 
into the United States from said foreign country, be sub- 
ject to customs duties as if said freight were of foreign 
production; and any law in conflict with this section is 
hereby repealed. 

205. Withdrawal for export to Meieico. 

Any imported merchandise in the original packages which 
shall bave been duly entered and bonded, in pursuance of 
the provisions relating to warehouses, may be withdrawn 
from warehouse for immediate exportation, without pay- 
ment of duties, to Chihuahua, in Mexico, by the route of 
the Arkansas River, through Van Buren, or by the route 
of the Red River, through Fulton, or by the route of the 
Misaonri River, through Independence, or by such other 
routes as maybe designated by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. Any imported merchandise duly entered and bonded 
at Brownsville, in the district of Brazos de Santiago, or 
imported andbonded at any other port of the United States, 
and transported thence in bond, and duly rewarehoused at 
Brownsville, may be withdrawn troni warehouse for imme- 
diate exportation, without payment of duties, to x)orts and 
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places in Mexico, by land or water, or paitly by laud and 
partly by water, or by such routes iis may be designated 
by the Secretary of tbe Treaaury. 

Any imported inerchandiBe duly entered and bonded in 
any port of tlie United States may be witbdiawn from 
warehouse without payment of duties, for immediate expor- 
tation for San Fernando, Paso del Norte, and Cbihaaliua, 
in Mexico, through the port of Lavaca, in the cotlectioa- 
district of Saluria, in the State of Texa», and be trans- 
shipped inland, thence to San Antouio, in that State, aud 
from the latter i>laee to tlie destinations in Mexico, either 
by way of Eagle Pass, the Presidio del Norte, or San 
Elizario, all on the Rio Grande; and the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized to prescribe such regula- 
tions, not inconsistent with law, as he may deem proper 
and necessary, respecting the packing, marking, inBj)eo- 
tion, proof of due delivery at their foreign destinationn of 
the imports authorized by this and the foregoing sectioii to 
be exported irom warehouse to ports and phices in Mexico, 
and for the due protection in other resjiects of the public 
revenue. 

Imported merchandise duly entered and bonded at a port 
of the United States, and withdrawn from warehouse in 
accordance with existing law, for exportation for San Fer- 
nando, Paso del Norte, and Ghihuahna, in Mexico, may pass 
10, through Eagle Pass, the port of entry for the district of 
Saluria, in Texas, under such ri'gulatious as the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall prescribe, as well as through the port 
of Lavaca. 

20S. Manner of importation, encept on frontier. 

Except into the districts hereinbefore described on the 
northern, northwestern, and western boundaries of the 
United States, adjoining to the Dominion of Canada, or 
into the districts adjacent to Mexico, no merchandise of 
foreign growth or manufacture, subject to the payment of 
duties, shall be broughtinto the United States from any for- 
eign port in any other manner than by sea, nor in any vessel 
of less than thirty tons burden, agreeably to the admeasure- 
ment directed for ascertaining the tonnage of vessels; or 
lauded or unladen at anyother j)ort than is directed by tbis 
Title, [XXXI V] under the penalty of seizure and tbrfeiture 
of all such vessels, and of the merchandise imported therein, 
landed or unladen in any other manner. 

All persons may import any merchandise of which tbe 
importation shall not be entirely prohibited, into (he dis- 
tricts which aie or may be established on the noitheru and 
northwestern boundaries of the United States, in vessels 
or boats of any burden, and in rafts or carriages of any 
kind or nature whatsoever. 

All vessels, boats, rafts and carriages, of what kind 
soever, arriving in such districts, on the northern and 
northwestern frontiers, containing merchandise subject to 
duties, on being imported into any port of the United 
States, shall be reported to the collector, or other chief 
orticer of the customs at the port of entry in the district 
into which it shall be so imported; and such merchandise 
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^^H shall be accompanied witb like mauifests, aud like entries 
^H shall be made, by the persons baying charge of auy such 
^^ vessels, boats, rafts, and carriages, aud by the owners or 
consignees of the merchandise Itideu on board the same; 
aud the powers and duties of the officers of the customs 
shall be exercised aud discharged in the districts last lueu- 
tioueil, in like manner as is prescribed in respect to mer- 
chandise imported in vessels from the sea; and generally, 
all such importations shall be subject to like regulations, 
penalties, and forfeitures as iu other districts, eKcejit as is 
hereinafter specially provided. 

207. Delivery of manifests. 

The master of any ve.s8el, except registered veBsela, and 
every person liaving charge of any boat, canoe, or raft, 
and the condactor or driver of any carriage or sleigh, and 
every other person, coming from any foreign territory adja- 
cent to the United States into the United States, with 
merchandise subject to duty, shall deliver, immediately ou 
his arrival within the United States, a manifest of the cargo 
or loading of Buch vessel, boat, canoe, raft, carriage, or 
sleigh, or of the merchandise so brought from such foreign 
territory, at the office of any collector or deputy collector 
which shall be nearest to the boundary-line, or nearest to the 
road or waters by which such merchandise is brought ; aud 
. every snch manifest shall be verified by the oath of such 
person delivering the same; which oath shall be taken 
before such collector or deputy collector; and such oath 
shall state that such manifest contains a fuU, just, and 
true acconnt of tLe kinds, quantities, and values of all the 
merchandise so brought from sncli foreign territory.' 

If the master, or other person having charge of any ves- 
sel, boat, canoe, or raft, or the conductor or driver of any 
carriage or sleigh, or other person bringing" such merchan- 
dise, shall neglect or reinse todelivcr the manifest required 
by the preceding section, or pass by or avoid such office, 
the merchandise sabject to duty, and so imported, shall be 
forfeited to the United States, together with the vessel, 
boat, canoe, or raft, the tackle, apparel, and furniture of the 
same, or the carriage or sleigh, and harness and cattle 
drawing the same, or the horses with their saddle's and 
bridles, as the case maybe; and such master, conductor, 
or other importer shall be subject tea penalty of four times 
the valne of the merchandise so imported. 

Auy person who shall hereafter deliver to any railway or 
trans])ortation company or other common carrier commod- 
ities for transportation and exportation by rail trom the 
United States eo foreign countries, shall also deliver to the 
collector of customs at the frontier port through which the 
goods passiuto the foreign coantry a manifest, in snch form 
as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, duly certi- 
fied as to its accuracy by said person or his agent, exhibit- 
ing the kinds, quantities, and values of the several articles 
delivered by such person or his agent for exportation. 

'SteinLam r.ir.9,,2 Paine, 168; U. 8. f. Smith, 2 Biatch.,127; Cer- 
; tain yuuutity of Pine LuiTibor, 4 ibid., 182 ; U. S. i'. Nolton, 5 ibid., 427. 
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And uo railway car coDtaining commodities, the iirodaol 
or maniifactare of tbe United States or foreigu goods, dntf 
paid or free of duty, iateoded to be exported to any foreigQ 
eonutry, shall be permitted hereafter to leave the dDitw 
States nntil the ageat of the railway or transportatioo 
compauy, or tbe j>erson having such car in i-harge, shall 
deliver to the cnstous officer at tbe lust port iu the United 
Htates through which the commodities pa^s into foreigd 
territory a manifest thereof, which shall specify the kindi 
and i|aai]tities of the commo<lities in the form prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, and antil the manifest 
exhibitiug the kinds, quantities, and values of the several 
commodities, shall have been delivered tu the collector ol 
cnstonis, as above required, by the pursou exporting anctt 
commodities, or by his agent, or information satisfactory b 
such customs officer as U) the kind, quantities, and valnM 
of the domestic and foreign free or duty paid commodities 
laden ou such car. The agent or employee uf any railw^ 
or transportation company who shall transiKtrt sncli com 
modities into a foreign country befoi-u the delivery to th4 
collector of customs of the manifest, as above required, shal 
be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars for each ofl'euse ; 

Provided, That tbe provisions of this law shall apply t( 
commodities trausiiorted to the frontier iu railway cars foi 
exportation and transshipment across the frontier into thi 
adjacent foreign territory in ferry boats or vehicles, so faj 
as to require tbe person in ctiarge thereof to furnish to thi 
collector of customs information of the kinds, quantities 
and values of such commodities; And provided farth^. 
That nothing contained in the foregoing shall be held aj 
applicable to goods in transit between American porta bj 
routes passing throngli foreign territory or to merchandise 
in transit between places in the Dominion of Oanada b] 
routes passing through the United States, or to mertdiaft 
dise arriving at the ports designated under tbe authority 
of section three thousand and live of the Revised Statutes 
and which may be destined for places in the Bepablic a 
Mexico. • • " 

208. Impection at port of arrival. 

All merchandise, and all baggage and effects of pasaea 
gerH, and all other articles imported into tbe United State 
from any contiguous foreign country, except as hereaftei 
provided, as well as the vessels, cars, aitd other vebiclM 
and euvelopes in which the same shall be imported, shall 
be unladen iu the presence of, and be inspected by, a] 
inspector or other officer of the customs, at the fiist port d 
entry or custom-house in the United States where the sanx 
shall arrive; and to enable the proper officer thoroughlj 
to discharge this duty, he may require the owner or hii 
agent, or other person, having charge or possession of anj 
trunk, traveling- bag, or sack, valise, or other envelope, w 
of any closed vessel, car, or othei' vehicle, to open the samOi 
or deliver to him the pro}ier key. 

If any owuer, agent, or other person shall refuse or negi 
lect to comply with his demands, allowed by the precedii^ 
section, the officer shall retnin such trunk, travel ing-baj^ 
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or sack, valise, or whatsoever it may be, and open the same, 
aud, AS soon thereafter as may be practicable, examine the 
contents; and if any article subject to the payment of fluty 
shall be found therein, the whole contents, together with 
the envelope, shall be forfeited to the United StatPnS, and 
disposed of as the law provides in other similar cases. If 
any such dutiable merchandise or article shall be found in 
any such vessel, car, or other vehicle, the owner, agent, or 
other person in charge of which shall have refused to open 
the same or deliver the key as herein provided, the same, 
together with the vessel, cai-, or other vehicle, shall be for- 
feited to the United States, and shall be held by sucli officer, 
to be disposed of as the law provides i u other similar cases 
of forfeiture. 

209. Sealing of cars and rBSsels. 

To avoid the inspection at the first port of arrival, the 
owner, agent, master, or conductor of any such vessel, car, 
or other vehicle, or owner, agent, or other person having 
chitrge of any such merchandise, baggage, effects, or other 
ai-ticles, may apply to any officer of the United States duly 
authorized to act in the premises, to seal or close the same, 
under and according to the regulations hereinafter author- 
ized, previous to their importa'ion into the United States; 
which officer shall seal or close the same accordingly; 
whereupon the same may proceed to their port of destina- 
tion without further inspection. Every such vessel, car, or 
other vehicle, shall proceed, without unnecessary delay, to 
the port of its destiuation, as named in the manifest of its 
cargo, ireight, or contents, and be there inspected. Noth- 
. ing contaioed in this section shall be coustraed to exempt 
such vessel, car, or vehicle, or its contents, from such exami- 
nation as may be necessary and proper to prevent frauds 
upon the revenue aud violations of this Title [XXXIV]. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized and 
required to make such regulations, and from time to time 
BO to change the same as to him shall seem necessary and 
proper, for sealing such vessels, cars, and other vehicles, 
when practicable, and for sealiug, marking, aud identifying 
such mei-chandiwe, baggage, effects, trunks, traveling bags, 
or sacks, valises, and other envelopes aud articles; and 
also in regard to invoices, manifests and other pertinent 
papers,, and their authentication. 

If the owuer, master, or person in charge of any vessel, 
car, or othei' vehicle so sealed, shall not proceed to the port 
or place of destiuation thereof named in the manifest of its 
cargo, freight, or contents, aud deliver snch vessel, car, or 
vehicle to the proper officer of the customs, or shall dispose 
of the same by sale or otherwise, or shall unload the same, 
or any part thereof, at any other than such port, or place, 
or shall sell or dispose of the contents of such vessel, car, 
or other vehicle, or any part thereof, before such delivery, 
he shall be deemed guilty of felony, and on conviction 
thereof, before any court of competent jurisdiction, pay a 
liue uot exceeding one thousand dollars, or shall lie im- 
prisoned for a term not exceeding live years, or both, at 
3637 16 
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the discretion of the court; and each vessel, car, or other 
vehicle, with its cODtents, shall be forfeited to tlie United 
States, and may be seized wherever tound within the 0nitod 
States, and disposed of and sotil as in other cases of for- 
feiture. Nothing in tliis section, however, shall be con- 
strued to prevent sales of cargo, in wLole or in part, prior 
to arrival, to be delivered as per manifest, and after dne 
inspection, 

210, Penalty for removing seals. 
If any nuauthorized person or persons shall willfully 

break, cat, pick, open, or remove any wire, seal, lead, lock, 
or other fastening or mark attached to any vessel, car, or 
other vehicle, crate, bos, bag, bale, basket, barrel, baudle, 
cask, trnnk, package, or parcel, or anything whatsoever, 
□nderand by virtue of this Title [XXXI VI and regulations 
authorized by it, or any other law, or shall affix or attach, 
or any way willfully aid, assist, or encourage the afHxiug 
or attaching, by wire or otherwise, to any vessel, car or 
other vehicle, or to any crate, box, bale, barrel, bag, basket, 
bundle, cask, package, parcel, article, or thing of any 
kind, any seal, lead, metal, or anything purporting to be a 
seal authorized by law, such person or persons shall be 
deemed guilty of felony, and shall beimpriaoued for a term 
not exceeding live years, or shall pay a fine of not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, or both, at the discretion of the 
court. 

Each vessel, car, or other vehicle, crate, box, bag, bas- 
ket, barrel, bundle, cask, trunk, package parcel, or other 
thing, with the cargo, or contents thereof, fi'om which the 
wire, seal, lead, lock, or other fastening or mark sliall have 
been broken, cut, picked, opened, or removed by any such 
unauthorized person or persons, or to which such seal, or 
other thing purporting to be a seal, has been wrongfully 
attached, shall be forfeited. 

211. Building on boundary line, search of. 

If any store, warehouse, or other building shall be upon 
or near the boundary-line between the United States and 
any foreign country, and there is reason to believe that 
dutiable merchandise is deposited or has been placed 
therein or carried through or into the same without pay- 
ment of duties, and in violation of law, and the collector, 
deputy collector, naval officer, or surveyor of customs, shall 
make oath before any magistrate competent to administer 
the same, that he has reason to believe, and does believe, 
that such ofiense has been therein committed, such officer 
shall have the right to search such building and the prem- 
ises belonging thereto ^ and if any such merchandise shall 
be found therein, the same, together with such building, 
shall be seized, forfeited, and disposed of according to law, 
and the building shall be forthwith taken down or removed. 

Any person who shall have received or deposited in snoh 
building upon the bouudary-line between the United States 
and any foreign country, or carried through the same, auy 
merchandise, or shall have aided therein, in violation of 
law, shall be punishable by a fine of not more than ten 
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thousand dollars, or by iiiiprisoiimeiit for iiot more tlian 
two years, or by both. 

21Z. Transportation in foreign vessels. 

The master ot any foreign vessel, laden or in ballast, 
arriving in the waters of tbe United States from any for- 
eign territory adjacent to the northern, northeastern, or 
northwestern frontiers of the United States, shall report 
at the ofBce of any collector or depnty collector of the cus- 
toms, which shall be nearest to the point at which such 
vessel may enter snch waters; and such vessel shall not 
I)rocee<l farther inland, either to unlade or take in cargo, 
without a special permit from snch collector or deputy 
collector, issued under and in accordance with such general 
or special regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may in his discretion, from time to time, prescribe. For 
any violation of this section such vessel shall be seized and 
forfeited. 

No merchandise shall be transported under penalty 
of forfeiture thereof, from one port of the United States 
to aiiother port of the United States, in a vessel belonging 
wholly or in part to a snbjectof any foreign power, and the 
transportation of merchandise in any such vessel or vessels 
from one port of the United States to another port of the 
United States via any foreign port shall be deemed a vio- 
lation of the foregoing provision; but this section shall not 
be construed to prohibit the sailing of any foreign v 
from one to another port of the United States, provided 
no merchandise, other than that imported in such vessel 
from some foreign port, and which shall not have l 
unladen, shall be carried from one port or place to another 
in the United States. 

If any merchandise shall, at any port in the United States 
on the northern, northeastern, or northwestern frontiers 
thereof, be laden upon any vessel belonging wholly or in 
part to a subject of a foreign country, and shall be taken 
thence to a foreign port to be reladen and reshipped to any 
other port in the United States on snch frontiers, either by 
the same or any other vessel, foreign or American, with 
intent to evade the provisions relating to the transporta- 
tion of merchandise from one port of the United States to 
another jiort of the United States, in a vessel belonging 
wholly or in part to a subject of any foreign iiower, the 
merchandise shall, on its arrival at such last-named port, 
be seized and forfeited to the United States, and the vessel 
shall pay a tonnage-duty of fifty cents per ton on her 
admeasurement. 

213. Sea-stores. 

If any vessel enrolled or licensed to engage in the foreign 
and coasting trade on the northern, northeastorn, and north- 
western frontiers of the United States shall touch at any 
port in the adjacent British provinces, and the master of 
such vessel shall purchase any merchandise for the use of 
the vessel, the master of the vessel shall report the same, 
with cost and quantity thereof, to the collector or other 
officer of the customs at the first iHirt in the United States 
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at which he shall uext arrive, designating them as "sea- 
stores;" and in the oath to be taken by sucli master of 
such vessel, on making such report, he shall declare that 
the articles so specified or designated '* sea-stores'^ are truly 
intended for the use exclusively of the vessel, and are not 
intended for sale, transfer, or private use. If any other or 
greater quantity of dutiable articles shall be found on 
board such vessel than are specified in such report or entry 
of such articles, or any i)art thereof shall be landed with- 
out a permit from a collector or other officer of the customs, 
such articles, together with the vessel, her apparel, tackle. 
and furniture, shall be forfeited. 
R.s.,3112. If, upon examination and inspection by the collector or 

other ofiicer of the customs, such articles are not deemed 
excessive in quantity for the use of the vessel, until an 
American jport may be reached by such vessel, where such 
sea stores can be obtained, such articles shall be declared 
free of duty; but if it shall be found that the quantity or 
quantities of such articles, or any part thereof so reported, 
are excessive, it shall be lawful for the collector or other 
ofiicer of the customs to estimate the amount of duty on 
such excess, which shall be forthwith paid by the master 
of the vessel, on penalty of paying a sum of not less tlian 
one hundred dollars, nor more than four times the value of 
such excess, or such master shall be punishable by imprison- 
ment for not less than three months, and not more than two 
years. 

214. Sa/oon stores dutiable. 

R. s., 8113. Articles purchased for the use of or for sale on board any 

such vessel, as saloon stores or supplies, shall be deemed 
merchandise, and shall be liable, when purchased at a foreign 
port, to entry and the payment of the duties found to be 
due thereon, at the first port of arrival of such vessel in 
the United States; and for a failure on the part of the 
saloon-keeper or person purchasing or owning such articles 
to report, make entries, and pay duties, as hereinbefore 
required, such articles, together with the fixtures and other* 
merchandise, found in such saloon or on or about such ves- 
sel belonging to and owned by such saloon-keeper or other 
person interested in such saloon, shall be seized and for- 
feited, and such saloon-keeper or other person so purchas- 
ing and owning shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
one hundred dollars and not more than five hundred, and 
shall be punishable by imprisonment for not less than three 
months, and not more than two years. 

215. Equipment and repair of vessels. 

U.S., JJiu. The equipmeni;S, or any part thereof, including boats, 

purchased for, or the expenses of repairs made in a foreign 
country upon a vessel enrolled and licensed under the laws 
of the United States to engage in the foreign and coast- 
ing trade on the northern, northeastern, and northwestern 
frontiers of tlie United States, or a vessel intended to be 
employed in such trade, shall, on the first arrival of such 
vessel in any x^ort of the United States, be liable to entry 
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ami the payment of au ad- valorem duty of fifty per ceutuin 
on the cost thereof in sneh foreign country; and if the 
owner or master of anch vessel shall willlnlly and know- 
ingly neglect or fail to report, make entry, and pay duties 
as herein required, such vessel, with her tackle, apparel, 
and furniture, ehall be seized and forfeited. 

If the owner or master of such vessel shall, however, fur- 
nish good and snliElc.ient evidence that such vessel, while in 
the regalar course of her voyage, was compelled, by stress 
of weather or other casaalty, to put into such foreign port 
and purchase such equipments, or make such repairs, to 
secure the safety of the vessel to enable her to reach her 
port of destination, then it shall be competent for the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to remit or refund such duties, and 
such vessel shall not be liable to forfeiture, and no license or 
euroUuieut and license, or renewal of either, shall hereafter 
be issued to any such vessel until the collector t't whom 
application is made for the same shall be satisfied, Irom the 
oath of the owner or master, that all such equipments and 
repairs made within the year immediately preceding such 
application have been duly accounted for under the provi- 
sions of this and the precediuft sections, and the. duties 
accrning thereon duly paid; and if such owner or master 
shall refuse to take such oath, or take it falsely, the vessel 
shall be seized and forfeited. 

216. ifessels in foreign and coasting trade. 

The master of every vessel enrolled or licensed to engage 
in the foreign and coasting trade on the northern, north- 
eastern, and northwestern frontiers of the United States, 
except canal-boats employed in navit^ting the canals within 
the United States, shall, before the departure of his vessel 
from a port in one collection-district to a i>ort in another 
collection -district, present to the collector at the j)ort of 
departure duplicate manifests of his cargo, or, if he have 
no cargo, duplicate manifests setting forth that fact; such 
manifests shall be subscribed and sworn to by the master 
before the collector, who shall indorse thereon his certifi- 
cate of clearance, retaining one for the files of his office; 
tlie other he shall deliver lor the use of the master. 

If any vessel so enrolled or licensed shall touch at any 
intermediate port in the United States, and there discharge 
cargo taken on board at an American port, or at such inter- 
mediate ports shall take on board cargo destined tor an 
American port, tlie master of such vessel shall not be 
required to report such lading or unlading at such inter- 
mediate ports, but shall enter the same on bis manifest 
obtained at the original port of departure, which he shall 
deliver to the collector of the port at which the unlading 
of the cargo is completed, within twenty-four hours after 
arrival, and shall subscribe and make oath as to the truth 
and correctness of the same. 

The master of any vessel so enrolled or licensed shall, 
before departing from a port in one collection-district to 
a place in another collection-district, where there is no 
customhouse, lUe his manifest, and obtain a clearance iu 
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the same maimer, and make oatb to the manifest, which 
iDanileHt and clearauce shull be delivered to tlie proper 
officer of ciistomB at tlie jiort at wliich thu vessel nest 
arrives after leaving tlie place of destinatioa specified in 
the clearauce. 
R.s.,3iiB. Nothing contEtiiied iu the three preceding sections shall 

exempt masters of ve«8els from reporting, as now required 
by law, any merchandise destined tor any foreign port. No 
permit shall be required tor the unlading of cargo brought 
from an Ameiican port. 

217. Unlading of cargo. 

E.s.,3120. No merchandise taken from any port in the TTnited States 

on the nortlieru, northeastern, or northwestern frontiers 
thereof, to a port iu another collection district of the United 
States on such frontiers, in any vessel, shall be unladen or 
delivered from such vessel within the United States, but in 
open day, that is to say, between the rising and setting of 
the sun, except by special license from the collector or other 
principal officer of the port for the purpose. The owner of 
every vessel whose master or manager shall neglect to coui- 
X'ly with the provisions of this section shall be liable to a 
penalty of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than 
five hundred. The Secretary of the Treasury may, from 
time to time, make such regulations as to him shall aeem 
necessary and expedient for unloading at and dearanee 
from any port or place on such frontiers of ships or vessels 
at night. And that the Secretary of the Treasury be, and 
he is hereby, authorized, in his discretion, to make such 
regulations as shall enable vessels engaged in the coastiug- 
traile between ijorts and places uijon Lake Michigan ex- 
clusively, and laden with American productions and free 
merchandise only, to unlade their cargoes without pre- 
viously obtaining a permit to unlada 

s. s., 3121. The master of any vessel with cargo, passengers, or bag- 

gage from any foreign port, shall obtain a permit and com- 
ply with existing laws, before discharging or landiagthe 
same. 

R.s„ai2ii. The master of any vessel so enrolled or licensed, destined 

with a cargo from a place iu the United States, at which 
there may be no custom house, to a port where there may 
be a custom-house, shall, within twenty-four hours after 
arrival at the port of destination, deliver to the proper offi- 
cer of the customs a manifest, subscribed by him, setting 
forth the cargo laden at the place of departure, or laden or 
unladen at any intermediate port, or place, to the truth of 
which manifest he shall make oath before such officer. If 
the vessel, however, have no cargo, the master shall not be 
reqnired to deliver such manifest. 

K.s.,3123. Steam-tugs duly enrolled and licensed to engage iu the 

foreign and coasting trade on the northern, northeastern, 
and northwestern frontiers of the United States, when ex- 
clusively employed in towing vessels, shall not be reqnired 
to report and clear at the custom-house. When snch steam- 
tugs, however, are employed in towing rafts or other ves- 
sels without sail or steam motive power, not required to be 
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eDroUed or licensed under existiug laws, tliey shall be 
required to report aud ulear iu the same matiner as ia here- 
inbefore ]}roTided in similar eases for other vessels. 

218. CerMcates of clearance. 

The manifests, certificates of clearance, and oaths, pro- 
vided for by the eight preceding sections, shall be iu such 
form, and prepared, filled up, and executed iu such manner 
as the Secretary of the Treasury may from time to time 
prescribe. 

If the master of any enrolled or licensed vessel shall 
neglect or fail to comply with any of the provisions or 
reqnirements of the nine preceding sections, such master 
shall forfeit and pay to the United States the sum of twenty 
dollars for each and every failure or neglect, and for which 
sum the vessel shall he liable, and may be summarily pro- 
ceeded against, by way of libel, in any district court of the 
United States. 

219. Registered vessels. 

Any vessel, on being duly registererl in pursuance of the 
laws of the United States, may engage in trade between 
one port in the United States and one or more ports within 
the same, with the privilege of touching at one or more for- 
eign porta during the voyage, and land and take in thereat 
merchandise, passengers and their baggage, and letters, 
and mails. All such vessels shall be furnished by the col- 
lectors of the porta at which theyshall takein their cargoes 
in the United States, with certified manifests, setting forth 
the particulars of the cargoes, the marks, number of pack- 
ages, by whom shipped, to whom consigned, at what port 
to be delivered ; designating such merchandise as is entitled 
to drawback, or to the privilege of being placed in ware- 
house; and the masters of all such vessels shall, on their 
arrival at any port of the United States from any foreign 
port at which such vessel may have touched, as herein pro- 
vided, conform to the laws providing for the delivery of 
manifests of cargo and passengers taken on board at such 
foreign port, and all other laws regulating the report and 
entry of vessels from foreign ports, and be subject to all 
the penalties therein prescribed. 

Any tbreign merchandise taken in at one port of the 
United States to be conveyed in registered vessels to any 
otiier port within the same, either under the provisions 
relating to warehouses, or under the laws regulating the 
transportation coastwise of merchandise entitled to draw- 
back, as well as any merchandise not entitled to drawback, 
but on which the import duties chargeable by law shall 
have been duly paid, shall not become subject to any 
import duty by reason of the vessel in which they may 
arrive having touched at a foreign port during the voyage. 

220. Ifassels an Lake Champlain. 

When any merchandise shall be imported from Canada 
into the United States, in any steamboat on Lake Cham- 
plain, and the merchandise shsdl have been duly entered, 
the duties thereon paid at the office of the collector of any 
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district ad^joining Luke Glmmplain, it stiall be lawftil U) 
laud BQcli iiierohandiae in the samo or any other distncl 
adjoiuiiig Lake Oliamplaiu. 

221. Lading and unlading of Canadian vessels in United States ports. 
Tbe Secretary of tlie Treasnry, witli tlie approbation of 

the President, provided the latter Kliall be satislicd that 
similar privileges are extended to vessels of tbe United' 
States in the colonies hereinafter mentioned, is hereby 
autbomed, under such regulations as he may prescribe, to 
protect the revenue from fraud, to permit vessels laden 
with the products of Canada, New Branswick, Nova Scotia, 
Newfoundland, and Prince Edwaid Island, or either of' 
them, to lade or unlade at any port within any collection- 
district of the United States which be may designate; and 
if any such vessel entering a port so designated, to lade or 
unlade, shall neglect or refuse to comply with the regula- 
tions so prescribed by tbe Secretary of the Treasury, such 
vessel, and tbe owner and master thereof, shall be snbjecC 
to the same penalties as if no authority under this section 
had been granted to lade or unlade in sncb port. 

222. Fee far certifying invoice. 

The fee for certifying invoices to be charged by the consul- 
general for the British North American Provinces, and bis 
subordinate consular officers and agents, for goods not 
exceeding one hundred dollars in value, shall be one dollar. 

223. Passage I/trough St. Marys Falls Canal. 

With a view of securing reciprocal advantages for the 
citizens, ports, and vessels of the United States, on and 
after the first day of August, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
two, whenever and so often as tho President shall be satis- 
fled that the passage through any canal or lock connected 
with the navigation of the Saint Lawrence Eiver, the Great 
Lakes, or the waterways connecting the same, of any vessels 
of the United States, or of cargoes or passengers in transit 
to any port of the United States, is prohibited or is made 
difficult or burdensome by the imposition of tolls or other- 
wise which, in view of the free passage through the Saint 
Marys Falls Canal, now permitted to vessels of all nations, 
he shall deem to be reciprocally unjust and unreasonable, 
he shall have the power, and it shall be his duty, to sus- 
peud by proclamation to that efl'ect, for such time and to 
such extent (including absolute prohibition) as he shall 
deem just, the right of free passage through the Saint 
Marys Falls Canal, so far as it relates to vessels owned by 
the subjects of the government so disci-iminating against 
the citizens, ports, or vessels of the United States, or to 
any cargoes, portions of cargoes, or passengers in transit 
to the ports of the government making such disciimination, 
whether cairied in vessels of the United States or of other 
nations. 

In such case and daring such suspension tolls shall be 
levied, collected, and paid as follows, to wit: 

Upon freight of whatever kind or description, not to 
exceed two dollars per ton ; upon passengers, not to exceed 
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five dollars ea«h, as sbull be from tinip, to tiuio determiued 
by the Preaideut: 

Provided, Tbat no tolls eliall be charged or collected npou 
freight or passengers carried to and lauded at Ogdens- 
biirg, or any port west of Ogdensburg, and south of a line 
drawn from the northern boundary of the State of New 
York through the Saint Lawrence Kiver, the Oreat Lakes, 
and their connecting channels to the northern boundary of 
the State of Minnesota. 

All tolls so charged sliall be collected under such regu- 
lations as shall be jirescribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, who may require the master of each vessel to furnish 
a sworn statement of the amonnt and kind of cargo and 
the number of passengers carried and the destiuation of 
the same, and such proof of the actual delivery of such 
cargo or passengers at some port or place within the limits 
above name<l as he shall deem satisfactory; and until such 
proof is furnished such freight and passengers may be con- 
sidered to have been landed at some port or place outside 
of those limits, and the amount of tolls which would have 
accrued if they bad been so delivered shall constitute a 
lien, which may be enforced against the vessel in default 
wherever and whenever found in the waters of the United 
States. 
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DISCRIMINATING AND COUNTEKVAILING DUTIEB, AND 
aOCAL FKOVIBIONS. 

I 226. Rtiuiiirocal proviaiona. 

224. DiacriminaHng duties. 
''■ That a dlscriuiin.itlng duty of ten per centum ad valorem, 
in addition to the dntiea imposed by law, shall be levied, 
collected, and paid on all goods, wares, or nieruliaiidise 
which sliatl be imported in vessels not of the United States, 
or which beiug the production or manufacture of any for- 
eign country not contigaoas to the United States, shall 
come into the United States ftom each contiguous country; 
but this discriminating duty shall not apply to goods, wares, 
or merchandise which shall be imported in vessels not of 
the United States, entitled at the time of such importation 
by treaty or convention to be entered in the ports of the 
United States on payment of the same duties as shall then 
be payable on goods, wares, and merchandise imimrted in 
vessels of the United States, nor to such foreign products 
or manufactures as shall be imported from such conti^ous 
countries in the usual course of strictly retail trade.' 

That no goods, wares, or merchandise, unless in cases 
provided for by treaty, shall be imported into the United 
States ftom any foreign port or place, except in vessels of 
the United States, or in such foreign vessels as truly aud 
wholly belong to the citizens or subjeicts of that country of 
which the goods are the growth, production, or mannfac- 
tnre, or from which such goods, wares, or merchandise can 
only be, or most usually are, first shipped for transportation. 
All goods, wares, or merchandise imported contrary to this 
section, and the vessel wherein the same shall be imported, 
together with her cargo, tacltle, apparel, and furniture, 
shall be forfeited to the United States; aud such goods, 
wares, or merchandise, ship, or vessel, and cargo shall be 
liable to be seized, prosecuted, and condemned in like man- 
ner, and under the same regulations, restrictions, aud pro- 
visions as have been heretofore established for the lecovery, 
collection, distribution, and remission of forfeitures to the 
United States by the several revenue laws. 

That the preceding section shall not apply to vessels or 
goods, wares, or merchandise imported in vessels of a for- 
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eigD nation wliicb doen not maintain a similar regulation 
against veaeela of the United States. 

Upon satisfactory jiroof being given to tbe President, by 
the government of any foreign nation, that no discriminat- 
ing datiea of tonnage or imposts are imposed or levied in 
the ports of sach nation apon vessels wholly belonging to 
citizens of the United States, or npon the prodnce, manu- 
factures, or merchandise imiwrtod in the same from the 
United States or from any foreign country, the President 
may issue his proclamation, declaring that tlie foreign dia- 
criminating duties of tonnage and impost within the United 
States are suspended and discontinued, so far as respects 
the vessels of such fureigu nation, and the produce, manu- 
factures, or merchandise imported into the United States 
from such foreign nation, or ftom any other foreign country ; 
the suspension to take efl'ect from tlie time of sucli notifi- 
cation being given to the President, and to continue so long 
as the reciprocal exemption of vessels, belonging to citizens 
of the United States, and their cargoes, shall be continued, 
and no longer. 

Proviihii, That the President is authorized to suspend 
in part the operations of sections forty-two hundred and 
nineteen and twenty five hundred and two ' so that foreign 
vessels from a country imposing partial discriminating ton- 
nage dutiesupon American vessels, orpartial discriminating 
import duties upon American merchandise, may enjoy in 
our ports the identical privileges which the same class of 
American vessels and meichandise may enjoy in said for- 
eign country. 

No other or higher rate of <iuties shall be imposed or ■ 
collected on vessels of Prussia, or of her dominions, from 
whencesoever coming, nor on their cargoes, howsoever ci 
posed, than are or may be payable on vessels of the United 
States, and their cargoes. 

The preceding section shall continue and be in force dur- 
ing the time that the equality for which it provides shall, 
in all respects, be reciprocatod in the ports of Prussia and 
her dominions; and if at any time hereafter the equality 
shall not be reciprocated in the ports of Prussia and her 
dominiouH, the President may issue his proclamation, declar- 
ing that fact, and thereupon the section preceding shall 
cease to be in force. 

From Spanish vessels coming from any port or place iu 
Spain or her colonies, where no discriminating or counter 
vailing duties on tonnage are levied upon vessels of the 
United States, or from any other port or place to and with 
which vessels of the United States are ordinarily permitted 
to go and trade, there shall be exacted iu the ports of the 
United States no other or greater duty on tonnage than at 
the time may be exacted of vessels of the United States, 

Themailsteamships employed in the mail-service between 
the United States and Brazil shall be exempt from all port- 
charges and customhouse dues at the port of departure and 
arrival in the United States if, and so long as, a similar 
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imniuuity froui iiort- charges auil custom-hous 
gi'iLiited by tbe geverninent of Brazil. 
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225. Coaniervailing duties. 
That whenever any couutry, dependency, or colouy shall 

pay or bestow, directly or indirectly, any bouuty or graist 
u^Hin the e.vjKirtalion of any article or lueicliiiDdise liom 
such country, dependency, or colony, and such article or 
laerchandise is dutiable under the provisions of this Act, 
then u[>on the lm]>ortation of any such article or merchan- 
di.se into the United States, whether the same shall be 
imported directly from the country of production or other- 
wise, and whether such article or mercbandiEe is im^wrhMl 
in tbe same comlitiou as when exported from the country 
of production or has been changed in condition by retnana- 
faeture or otherwise, there shall be levied and paid, in all 
such cases, in addition to the duties otherwise imposed by 
this Act, aa additional duty equal to the net amount of 
such bounty or grant, however tbe same be jtaid or be- 
stowed. Tbe net amount of all such bounties or grants 
shall bo from time to time ai^certained, determined, and 
dechii-ed by the Secretary of tbe Treasury, who shall make 
all needful regulations for the identitication of such articles 
and merchandise and for the assessment and collection of 
such additional duties. 

226. Reciprocal provisions. 

T. That for the purpose of equalizing tbe trade of the TTnited 
States with foreign countries, and their colonies, producing 
and exporting to this country tbe following articles: Ar- 
golH, or crude tartar, or wine lees, crude; brandies, orotber 
spirits manufactured or distilled from grain or other mate- 
rials; chainpagne and all other sparkling wines; still wines, 
and vermuth; paintings and statuary; or any of them, tbe 
President be, and be is hereby, authorized, as soon as may 
be after the passage of this Act, and from time to time 
thereafter, to enter into negotiations with the governments 
of those countries exporting to the United States the above- 
mentioned articles, or any of them, with a view to the ar- 
rangement of commercial agreements in which reciprocal 
and equivalent concessions may be secured in favor of the 
products and mauufafitures of tbe United States; and 
whenever the government of any country, or colony, pro- 
daciug and exporting to the United States tbe above- 
mentioned articles, or any of them, shall enter into a com- 
mercial agreement with the United States, or make con- 
cessions in favor of the products, or manufactures thereof, 
which, in the judgment of the President, shall be reciprocal 
and equivalent, be shall be, and he is hereby, authorized 
and empowered to suspend, during the time of such 
agreement or concession, by proclamation to that eAect, 
the imposition and collection of tbe duties mentioned in 
this Act, ou such article or articles so exported to the 
United States from such country or colony, and thereupon 
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aiul thereafter the duties levied, collected, and ]>aid upon 
fiui;li article or artti^tleH shall be as follows, uainely : 

Algols, or trude tartar, or wine leea, crude, five i>or 
centnm ad valorem. 

Brandies, or other spirits uiauufactured or distilled from 
grain or other materials, one dollar aud seventy live treats 
pfer proof gallou. 

OhaDtpagueaiid all other sparkling wines, in bottles con- 
taining not more than one quart and more than one pint, 
six dollars per dozen ; containing not more than one pint 
each and moiethan one-half pint, three dollars per dozen; 
containing one-'half pint each or less, one dollar and fifty 
cents per dozen ; in bottles or other vessels containing more 
than one quart earfa, in addition to six dollars per dozen 
bottles on the quantities in excess of one quart, at the rate 
of one dollar aud ninety cents per gallon, 

Still wines, and vermuth, in casks, thirty-five cents per 
gallon; in bottles or jugs, per case of one dozen bottles or 
Jugs containing each not more than one quart and more 
than one pint, or twenty-lour bottles or jugs containing 
each not more than one pint, one dollar and twenty-five 
cents per case, and any excess beyond these quantities 
found in such bottles or jugs shall be subject to a duty of 
four cents per pint or fractional part thereof, but no aei)a- 
rate or additional duty shall be assessed upon the bottles 
or jugs. 

Paintings in oil or water colors, pastels, pen and ink 
drawings, and statuary, fifteen per centum ad valfirem. 

The President shall have power, and it shall be his duty, 
whenever he shall be satisfied that any such agreement in 
this Section mentioned is not being fully executed liy the 
Government with which it shall have been made, to revoke 
such snepenaion and notify such Government thereof. 
, And it is further provided that with a view to secure 
retiiprocal trade with countries producing the following 
articles, whenever and so often as the President shall be 
satisfied that the Government of any country, or colony of 
such Government, producing and exporting directly or 
indirectly to the United States coffee, tea, and tonquin, 
tonqua, or tonka beans, and vanilla beans, or any of such 
articles, imposes duties or other exactions upon the agri- 
cultural, manufactured, or other products of the United 
States, «hich, in view of the introduction of such cofiee, 
tea, and tonquin, tonqua, or tonka beans, and vanilla 
beans, into the United States, as in this Act hereinbefore 
provided for, he may deem to be reciprocally unequal and 
unreasonable, he shall Lave the power aud it shall be his 
duty to suspend, by proclamation to that effect, the pro- 
visions of^^isActrelating to the free introduction of such 
coffee, tea7"ancnon qui n , tonqua, or tonka beans, and 
vanilla beans, of tlie products of such country or colony, 
for such time as he shall deem just; and in such case and 
during such snspeiiRion duties shall be levied, collected, 
and paid upon cotl'ee, tea, and tonquin, tonqua, or tonka 
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beans, and Taiiilla beans the products or exports, direct 
OF iudirect, &oid each desiiriiated coantry, aii follows: 

On coffee, three ceut« per poand. 

On tea, ten cents per jioniid. 

On toti')UJn, t<iD<|iia, or tonka beans, fifty cents per 
I>ouDd; vanilla beaiifitwo dollars Iter pound; vaiiiUa beany, 
comtnercjally known an tnts, one dollar per poniid. 

That whenever the I'resident of tbe United States, by 
and with the advice and coniient of the Senate, with a view 
to eecnre reciprocal trade with foreign conntries, shall, 
within the period of two years irom and after tbe passage 
of this Act, enter into commercial tre^ity or treaties with 
any other country or coautries concerninj; the admission 
into any sach conntry or countries of tbe goods, wares, and 
merchaudise of the United States and their ase and dispo- 
sition therein, deemed to be for tbe interests of the United 
States, and in sncb treaty or treaties, in consideration of 
the advantages accruing to tbe United States therefrom, 
shall provide for the reduction dnring a specified period, 
" not exceeding five years, of tbe duties imposed by tbis Act, 
to the extent of not more tljan twenty per centam thereof^ 
upon such goods, wares, or merchandise as may be destj;- 
nated therein of the conntry or countries with which such 
treaty or treaties shall be made as in this section provided 
for; or shall provide for the transfer during such period 
from the dutiable list of this Act to the free list thereof of 
such goods, wares, and merchandise, being the nataral 
products uf such foreign conntry or countries and not of 
the L'uited States; or shall provide for the retention npon 
the free list of this Act during a specified period, not ex- 
ceeding five years, of such goods, wares, and merchandise 
now included in said free list iisniay be designated therein; 
and when any such treaty shall have been duly ratified by 
the Senate and approved by Congress, and public prochL- 
ination made accordingly, then and thereafter the dnties 
which shall be collected by tbe United States upon any of 
the designated goods, wares, and merchandise from the for- 
eign country with which such treaty has been matle shall, 
dnring the period provided for, be the duties specified aod 
provided for in such treaty, and none other.

PEOCLAMATION. 

Whereas, pursuant to section 3 of the M-t of Oongresa 
approved July "4, 1897, entitled "An Act to provide rev 
enue for the (Jovernment and to encourage the indnstries 
of the United States," the Uovernraenta of the United 
States and of the French Republic have in tbe spirit of 
amity, and with n desire to improve their coitimercial rela- 
tions, entered into uOomiitercial Agreement iu which recip 
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rocal and eqaivalent coiicesBions have been in thejndg- 
meiit of tbe President secured according to the lirovisiona 
of said section, whereby the following articles of commerce, 
being the products and manui'acturcs of the United States, 
are to be admitted into France on and after the first day 
of June, 1898, at the uiinimam rate of duty, not exceeding 
the rates respectively appearing in the following table, 
namely:

Therefore, in further execution of the provisions of said 
section it is hereby declared that on and after the first day 
of June, 1898, and during the continuance in force of the 
Agreement aforesaid, and until otherwise declared, tbe 
imposition and collection of the duties heretofore imposed 
and collected upon tbe following named articles, tbe prod- 
ucts of France, by virtue of said Act are hereby sus- 
pended, and iu place thereof tbe duties shall be imposed 
and collected tliereon according t« the provisions of said 
section 3 as follows ;

It is further declared that the rates of duty heretofore 
imposed and collected on still wines and vermuth, the ju-od- 
nct of Prance, under the provisions of tbe United States 
Tariff Act of 1897, are conditionally suspended, and in 
place thereof shall be imposed and collected on and after 
the first day of June nest as follows, namely : 

On still wine and vermuth, iu casks, thirty-five 
per gallon; iu bottles or jugs, per case of one dozen bottles 
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ur jugH coiitaiuiiig each not more than oaa qnait and more j 
tbaii one pint, or tweuty-foQr bottles or Jugs coutaiiiing 
eacL not more than one pint, one dollar and twenty-flve I 
cents per ciise, and any excess beyond these quantities found | 
in such liottleH or jugs shall be subject to a duty of four 
cents pcT pint or fractional part thereof, but no separate 
or additional dutj shall be assessed upon the bottles or jugs. 

Now, therefore, be it known that I, William McKinlb ^ , 
President of tlie United States of America, have caused ' 
tlie above stated modifications of the customs duties of tlie J 
respective countries to be made public lor the iuformation J 
of tlie citizens of tbe United States of America. I

HAWAnAN KECIFEOCITT IBEATY.

Wliereas a Oonvpntion between the United States of 
America and His Majesty tie King of tbe Hawaiian Islands, 
on the subject of Commercial Peciprocity, was concludei) 
and signed by tbeir respective Plenipotentiaries, atthecity 
of Wasbiugton, on tbe thirtielh day of Janunry, one thou- 
sand eight liundred and seveutj-flve, wliicli Convention, as 
amended by the contracting parties, is word lor word aa 
follows : 

Tbe United States of America and His Ma,je8ty the King: 
of tbe Hawaiian Islands, equally animated by the desire tO 
strengthen and perpetuate tbe friendly relations which ha\'e 
heretofore uniformly existed between tliem, and to consoli- 
date their commercial intercourse, have resolved to entef 
into a Convention for Commercial Eeciprocity. For this, 
purpose tbe President of the United States has confra^ed' 
lull powers on Hamilton Fish, Secretary of State, and Hig; 
Majesty tbe King of tbe Hawaiian Islands has conferrec 
like powers on Honorable Blisha H. Allen, Chief Justice O' 
the Supreme Coui-t. Chancellor of the Kingdom, Membci 
of the Privy Council of State, His Majesty's Envoy Extrn<tt. 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to tbe United State 
of America and Honorable Henry A, P. Carter, Membe^^ 
of Ihe Privy Council of State, His M^esty's Special Oont' 
missioner to the United State" of America. 

And tbe said plenipotentiaries, after having escbanged 
tbeir full powers, which were found to be in due form, hav« 
agreed to tbe following articles: 

Article I. For and in consideration of tlie rights aai 
privileges granted by lUsM^jeslYtlieKiugoftbeHawaifai 
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Islands in the next saoceeding article of this convention, 
and as aaeqiiivaleut therefor, the United States of America 
hereby agree to admit all the articles named in the toUow- 
ingechedule, the same being the growth and mannl'actnre or 
produce of the Hawaiian Islands, into all the ports of the 
United States free of dnty. 

Schedule. — Arrow-root; castor oil; bananas, nuts, vege- 
tables, dried and undried, preserved and unpreserved ; 
hides and skins niidresBcd: rice; pulu; seeds, plants, 
shrubs or trees; mascovado, brown, and all other unrefined 
sugar, meaning hereby the grades of sugar heretofore com- 
monly imported from the Hawaiian Islands and now known 
in the markets of San Francisco and Portland as "Sand- 
wich Island sugar," syrups of sngar-tiane, melada, and mo- 
lasses; tallow. 

Article II. For and in consideration of the rights and 
privileges granted by the United States of America in the 
preceding article of this convention, and as an equivalent 
therefor, His Majesty the King of the Hawaiian Islands, 
hereby agrees to admit all the articles named in the follow- 
ing schedule, the same being the growth, manufacture, or 
produce of the United States of America, into all the porta 
of the Hawaiian Islands free of duty. 

Schedule. — Agricultural implements; animals; beef, ba- 
con, pork, ham, and all fiesli, smoked, or preserved meals; 
boots and shoes; grain; Hour, meal, and bran, bread and 
breadstuffs, of all kinds; bricks, lime, and cement; butter, 
cheese^ lard, tallow; bullion; coal; cordage, naval stores 
incln(Ung tar, pitch, resin, tui-pentine raw and rectified; 
copper and composition sheathing; nails and bolts; cotton 
and manufactures of cotton bleached and unbleached, and 
whether or not colored, stained, painted, or printed; eggs; 
fish and oysters, and all other creatures living in the water, 
and the products thereof; fruits, nuts, and vegetables, 
green, dried or undried, preserved or unpreserved; hard- 
ware; hides, furs, skins, and pelts, dressed or undressed; 
hoop iron, and rivets, nails, spikes and bolts, tacks, brads 
or sprigs; ice; iron and steel and manufactures thereof; 
leather, lumber and timber of all kinds, round, hewed, 
sawed, and unmanufactured, in whole or in part; doors, 
sashes, and blinds; machinery of all kinds, engines and 
parts thereof; oats and hay; paper, stationery, and books, 
and all manufactures of paper or of paper and wood; 
petroleum and all oils for lubricating and illuminating pur- 
poses; plants, shrubs, trees, and seeds; rice; sugar, refined 
or unrelined; salt; soap; shooks, staves, and headings; 
wool and manufacturers of wool, other than ready-made 
clothing; wagons and cart-s for the purposes of agricnlture 
or ofdrayage; woodandmanufacturersof wood,or of wood 
and metal except furniture either upholstered or carved 
and carriages; textile manufactures, made of combination 
of wool, cotton, silk, or linen, or of any two or more of 
them other than when ready-made clothing; harness and 
all manutactnres of leather; starch; and tobacco, whether 
in leaf or manufactured.

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Abtioe III. The evidence that articles pi-oposed tflbe 
admitted into the ports oftho I'liited States of America, oc 
the ports of the Hawaiian Islauds free of duty, nnder tlie 
' flrat and second artielea of thisOouventioa, are the groivth, 
manufacture, or produce of the United States of Aineriin 
or of the Ilawaiiau Islands, resjieetively, shall be estab 
liahed under such rules and regulations and couditions tbf 
the protection of the revenue as the two Goveromeuts may 
from time to time respectively prescribe. 

AbticleIV, Noexportdutyorchargesshall be imposed 
in the Hawaiian Islands or in the United States, upou any 
of the articles proposed to be admitted into the ports of the 
United States, or the ports of the Hawaiian Islands, free of 
duty, under theSrst and second articles of this Convention. 
It is agreed on the part of His Hawaiian Majesty, that, so 
long as this treaty shall remain in force, he will not lease 
or otherwise diairose of or create any lien upon any port, 
harbor, or other territory in his dominions, or grant any 
8]>ecial privilege or rights of use therein, to any other 
power, state or government, nor make any treaty by whioh 
any other nation shall obtain the same privileges, relative 
to the admission of any articles free of duty, hereby secured 
to the United States. 

ABTinLE V. The present convention shall tate aft'ect as 
soon as it shall have been approved and proclaimed by His 
Majesty the King of the Hawaiian Islands, and Bhall have 
been ratified and duly proclaimed on the |iart of the Gov- 
erumeutof the United States, but not until a law to carry 
it into operation shall have been passed by tlie Congress of 
the United States of America. Such assent having been 
given, and the ratiScations of the Convention having beeu 
exchanged as provided in Article VI, the Convention shall 
remain in force for seven years from the date at which it 
may come into operation; and farther, until the expiration 
of twelve months after either of the high contracting 
parties shall give notice to the other of its wish to termi- 
nate the same; each of the high contracting parties being 
at liberty to give such notice to the other at the end of the 
said term of seven years, or at any time thereafter. 

Article VI. The present Convention shall be duly rati- 
fied, and the ratifications exchanged at Washington City, 
within eighteen months from the date hereof, or earlier if 
possible.

AN ACT tu cairy into uflect a Ccmvoiitiou Lutweeii the Unileil States 
of America aui! His M^eHty the King of the Hawaiiau Jslande, 
eigiifd on the thirtieth day of jHnuary, eighteen hiiudred und 
seventy- five. 

Be it enacted hy the tienaie a/tid House of RepreKentativea 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
whenever the President of the United States shall receive 
satisfactory evidence that the legislature of the Hawaiian 
Islands have passed laws on their part to give full effect to 
the jtrovisions of the Uonveutiou between the United States 
and His Msyesty the King of the Hawaiian Islands, signed 
on the thirtieth day of January, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-five, he is hereby authorized to issue his proclama- 
tion declaring tbat he has such evidence; and thereupon, 
flrom the date of such proclamation, the following articles, 
being the growth and manufacture or produce of the 
Hawaiian Islands to-wit, arrowroot; castor-oil; bananas; 
nuts ; vegetables, dried and undried, preserved and unpre- 
served; hides and skins, undressed; rice; pulu; se«ds; 
plants; shmbs, or trees; nmscovado, brown, and all other 
unrefined sugar, meaning hereby the gi'ades of sugar here- 
tofore coiumooly imported from the Hawaiian Islands, and 
now known in the markets of 9au Francisco and Portland 
as " Sandwich Island sugar ; " syrups of sugar-cane, melada, 
and molasses; tallow, shall be introduced iuto the United 
States free of duty so long as the said Convention shall 
remain in force. 

Approved, August 15, 1876, 

Whenever the President of the United States shall 
receive satisfactory evidence that the legislature of the 
Hawaiian Islands have passed laws on their part to give 
full effect to the provisions of the convention between the 
United States and his Majesty the King of the Hawaiian 
Islands, signed on the thirtieth day January, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-five, he is hereby authorized to issue 
his proclamation declaring tliiit he has such evidence; and 
thereupon, from the date of such proclamation, the follow- 
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ing articles, being the growth ami mannfactiire or prodnce 
of tLe Hawaiian Islauiia, to wit. 

Arrowroot; (■aator-oil; baQunas; imts; vegetables, dried 
and Qodried, preserved and unpreserved ; bides and skins, 
audressed; rice; pnln; seeds; plants; shrubs, or trees; 
muscovado, brown, and all otber unrefined sugar, meaning 
hereby the grades of sugar heretofore commonly imjiorted 
from tlie Hawaiian Islands, and now known in the markets 
of San Francisco and Portland as " iSandwich Island sagar ;" 
syrnps of sugar-cane, melado, and uiolasHea; tallow, shall 
be iutroduced into the United States free of duty so long 
as the said convention shall remain in force. 
1. Nothing in the act api>roved October first, eighteen 
liaudred and ninety, entitled "An act to rednce the revenue 
and equalize duties on imports, and Ibr other purposes," 
shall be held to re^teal or impair the provisions of the con- 
vention respecting commercial reciprocity concluded Jan- 
nary thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy-five, with the 
King of the Hawaiian Islands, and extended by the con- 
vention proclaimed November ninth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-seven; and the provisions of said convention shall 
be in full force and effect as if said act had not passed.

Articlk XXVI. 

The navigation of the river St. Lawrence, ascending and 
descending, from the forty-fifth parallel of north hititude, 
where it ceases to form the boundary between the two 
coDiitries, from, to, and into the sea, shall forever lemain 
free and open for the purixtses of commerce to the citizens 
of the United States, snbject to any laws and regulations 
of Great Britain, or of the Dominion of Canada, not incon- 
sistent with such privilege of &ee navigatiou, 

The navigation of the rivers Yukon, Porcapiue, and Sti- 
kine, aacendiiig and descending, from, to, and into the sea, 
shall forever remain free and open for the purposes of com- 
merce to the subjects of Her Britannic Majesty and to the 
citizens of the United States, unliject to any laws and reg- 
ulations of either country within its own territory, not 
inconsistent with snch privilege of free navigation. 

Article XXVII. 

The Government of Her Britannic Majesty engages to 
urge upon the Government of the Dominion of Canada to 
secure to the citizens of the United States the use of the 
Welland, St. Lawrence, and other canals in the Dominion 
on terms of equality with the iuhabitants of the Dominion ; 
and the Government of the United States engages that the 
snhjectsof Her Britannic Majesty shall enjoy the use of the 
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St. Clair Flats Gaual on tenna of equality with the iiihab- 
itaiitn of the United States, and furtlier engages to urge 
upon the State Goveruineuta to secure to the subjects of 
Her Britaunic Majesty the use of the several State canals 
couuected with the navigation of the lakes or rivers trav- 
ersed by or contiguous to the boundary line between the 
possessions of the high contracting parties, on terms of 
equality with the inhabitants of the United States. 

Article XXVIII. 

The navigation of haike Michigan shall also, for the term

237. Abatement of duties. 

lu no case ahull there be any abatement of the daties-or 
allowance made for any injury, damage, deterioratiou, loss, 
or leakage sustained by any merchandise, while deposited 
in any public or private bonded warehouse. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized, upon 
production of satisfactory proof to him of the actual injury 
or destruction, in whole or in part, of any merchandise, by 
accidental tire, or other casualty, while the same remained 
ill the custody of the ofBcera of the customs in any pubUc 
or private warehouse under bond, or in the appraisers' 
stores niidevftoiug appraisal, in pursuance of law or regu- 
lations of the Treasury Department, or while in transporta- 
tion under bond from the port of entry to any other port 
in the United States, or while in the enatody of the offlcers

All merchandise imported into the United States shall, y.^\: 
for the purpose of this Title, [XXXIV] be deemed and held 
to be the property of the person to whom the merchandise 
may be consigned; but the holder of any bill of lading eon- 
signed to order and properly indorsed shall be deemed the 
consignee thereof; and iu case of the abandonment of any 
merchandise to the underwriters, the latter may be recog- 
nized as the consignee; and under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, merchandise 
saved from a vessel wrecked or abandoned at sea, or on or 
along the coasts of the United States, and i)romptly brought 
into a port of the United States by or iu possession of the 
salvors of the same, can, for the purpose of its title, be 
regarded as the i>roi>erty of such salvors, and the valu- 
ation thereof and payment of duties thereon can be made 
accordingly and with due reference to the condition of 
the said merchandise as thus saved and the necessities 
of the case : 

Provided, hoircvcr, That such bringing iu by salvors shall 
be in good faith and without intent to evade the just pay- 
ment of duty: 

And proi'idfd further, That nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to prejudice iu any other respect 
the rights of property, or of or through abandonment or 
allowance of the owner, or any other person interested in 
said merchandise.
